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Tn  the  Appendix  will  be  found  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Accounts,  showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures  from  all 
sources  and  on  all  accounts,  together  with  detailed  statements 
showing  the  items  of  disbursement  for  the  Hospital,  Blooming- 
dale  Asylum,  and  House  of  Relief. 

The  New  Hospital  Building  on  West  Fifteenth  Street,  the 
work  upon  which  had  been  in  progress  for  several  years,  was 
completed  in  March  of  the  past  year,  and  was  formally  opened 
for  the  reception  of  medical  and  surgical  patients  on  the  17th  of 
that  month. 

On  the  evening  preceding  the  opening,  an  address  suitable  to 
the  occasion  was  delivered  at  Chickering  Hall  to  a  large  and 
interested  audience,  by  William  II.  Van  Buren,  M.I).,  one  of  the 
consulting  surgeons  of  the  Hospital.  The  Governors  have  re- 
cently caused  to  be  printed  a  pamphlet  containing  the  Report  of 
the  Building  Committee,  together  with  the  above  address  and 
a  full  and  particular  description  of  the  new  building  and  improve- 
ments, by  George  B.  Post,  Esq.,  the  architect,  accompanied  by 
accurate  plates  in  illustration  of  the  same. 

A  copy  of  tins  pamphlet  being  submitted  herewith,  any 
further  detail  is  deemed  unnecessary  in  this  place.  The  Gov- 
ernors, however,  fee]  great  satisfaction  in  being  able  to  state  that 
experience  thus  far  has  tended  to  demonstrate  the  soundness  of 
the  views  adopted  by  the  Building  Committee,  and  that  the 
appliances  and  improvements  introduced  into  the  house,  and 
notably  the  system  of  ventilation,  have  proved  successful  in  all 
respects. 

The  upper  story  of  the  Administration  Building  on  Sixteenth 
Street  has  been  arranged  as  a  "Solarium,"  or  Sun-Room,  and  is 
supplied  with  aquaria,  plants,  and  other  attractions,  making  it 
a  most  desirable  resort  for  convalescent  patients,  who  are  thus 
enabled  to  pass  a  large  part  of  their  day  out  of  the  wards. 

With  a  view  of  extending  the  beneficenl  influence  of  the  New 
York  Hospital  to  as  large  a  portion  of  the  community  as  tlie 
means  at  its  command  would  allow,  an  "  Out-Patient  Depart 
ment "  has  been  organized  under  a  corps  of  twelve  physicians  and 
surgeons  of  high  reputation  and  skill,  but  unconnected  with  the 
staff  of  the  Hospital  proper,  who  give  their  attendance  in  tin1 
basement  of  the  new  building  at   certain  advertised  hours,  and 
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prescribe  for  such  patients  as  do  not   need  the  accommodation  of 
the   wards.      A   small  charge  is  made  for  admission   to  this  <!•• 
partment,  and  the  increasing  demands  npon  it    by  a  respectable 
class  of  applicants,   Largely    Prom   the  rural  distiicts,   is  rapidly 
demonstrating  its  value. 

In  addition  to  tin*  accommodation  afforded  l>\  the  regular 
wards,  a  number  of  private  rooms  or  wards  have  been  prepared 
for  the  use  of  those  who  ma)  desire  the  benefits  of  the  Hospital, 
and  ;ir<*  able  to  pay  a  moderate  sum  for  the  extra  comfort  bo 
afforded. 

The  numerous  applications  for  these  rooms,  chiefly  on  the 
part  of  strangers  in  the  city  of  a  respectable  class,  who  thus 
secure  the  best  professional  advice  and  thorough  nursing  at  :i 
moderate  expense,  nave  fully  justified  the  adoption  of  this  system 
on  a  larger  scale  than  has  hitherto  been  in  practice. 

Shortly  after  the  opening  of  the  Hospital  it  was  determined 
to  establish  a  "Training-School  for  Nurses,'5  with  the  double 
view  of  seeming  for  the  Hospital  ;i  corps  of  nurses  superior  to 
those  usually  employed  in  public  institutions,  and  offering  to  a 
mited  number  of  young  women  desirous  of  devoting  themselves 
to  that  specialty  the  opportunity  for  education  therein.  To  meet 
these  ends  a  high  standard  of  previous  education  was  required  in 
the  selection  of  members  of  the  school.  From  a  large  number  of 
applicants  a  class,  numbering  at  present  nineteen,  has  been  formed 
and  placed  under  the  instruction  of  a  competent  teacher.  Th 
have  profited  so  greatly  i>\  the  advantages  afforded  them  thai 
they  alreadj  form  an  exceptionally  efficient  force.  The  course  of 
instruction  extends  over  two  years,  ;i  new  class  being  admitted  in 
each  year,  ;in<l  it  is  hoped  by  the  graduation  <>|*  successive  classes 
holding  the  diploma  of  the  Hospital  a  great  public  want  will 
I)  •  met. 

The   Pathological   Cabinet,  consisting  of  nearly   fifteen   hun 
dred    carefully-classified    preparations,   casts,    models,   drawing 
and  paint  ings,  illustrative  of  morbid  anatomy,  is  displayed  in  the 
best  possible  manner  in  convenient  and  well  lighted  rooms,  afford 
in--  unusual    facilities  for  examination  and    study.     This  oil. 
tion,  which  is  acknowledged  by  ;ill   to  be  a  most  valuable  one,  is 
steadily  increasing  in  extent  and  usefulness,  and   lias  been  much 
resorted  to  bj  the  profession  during  the  year. 
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The  valuable  collection  of  books  belonging  to  fche  Library  has 
also  been  largely  augmented  during  the  same  period  by  the  addi- 
tion of  more  than  six  hundred  volumes,  many  of  which  were 
donations.  It  now  numbers  eleven  thousand  volumes,  and  con- 
tinues to  be  well  supplied  with  the  periodical  literature  of  foreign 
countries  as  well  as  of  ours.  As  a  library  of  reference  it  is  much 
resorted  to  by  the  profession  of  this  and  other  cities,  and,  being 
well  supplied  with  the  current  literature  of  the  day.  it  affords 
ample  opportunity  to  those  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
privilege  of  pursuing  their  investigations  in  its  convenient  and 
comfortable  apartments,  which  are  open  daily  from  10  a.m. 
until  5  p.m. 

The  "House  of  Relief,"  at  No.  160  Chambers  Street,  under 
Dr.  W.  T.  Bull,  as  attending  surgeon,  ha-  been  in  every  respect 
well  and  efficiently  conducted.  The  number  of  patients  treated 
in  the  wards  has  been  somewhat  smaller  than  last  year,  owing  to 
the  completion  of  the  Hospital  in  Fifteenth  Street,  with  its  liberal 
accommodations,  and  the  transfer  to  its  Ambulance  Department 
of  a  number  of  districts  formerly  served  by  that  of  the  Chambers 
Street  House.  The  policy  adopted  at  the  House  of  Relief  is  to 
treat  only  temporary  cases,  and  those  whose  injuries  are  so  severe 
as  to  render  transportation  dangerous,  reserving  as  far  as  possible 
the  resources  of  the  House  for  cases  of  emergency.  The  out- 
patient  department  has  extended  relief  to  a  much  larger  number 
of  surgical  patients  than  last  year,  and  in  all  respects  the  Gov- 
ernors are  more  and  more  impressed  with  the  usefulness  of  this 
branch  of  the  Hospital  Service. 

The  Tables  of  Statistics  have  been  prepared  with  unusual 
care  under  the  supervision  of  the  Clinical  Registrar,  and  are 
uiven  in  the  Appendix,  showing  the  amount  of  service  p<  r- 
formed  and  the  results  of  treatment  both  at  the  Hospital  and 
Bouse  of  Relief.  Of  the  patients  admitted.  1,635  were  brought  in 
by  the  ambulances  connected  with  both  institutions.  Tele- 
graphic communication  i-  established  with  Police  Headquarters, 
and  through  them  with  the  precincts,  and  arrangements  perfected 
under  which  the  officers  of  the  houses  are  immediately  notified  of 
the  occurrence  of  serious  accidents  within  certain  districts.  Upon 
such  notification,   an    ambulance    accompanied    by  a    surgeon    i> 
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instantly  despatched,  and  the  patienl  placed  under  treatment  in 
the  wards,  often  within  thirty  minutes  of  the  occurrence  of 
the  casualty,  [nteresting  tables  are  presented  illustrating  the 
prompt  ness  a  nd  \  alue  of  t  he  service. 

Of  tli»'  patients  treated  in  the  wards  of  tin*  Hospital,  560 
were  admitted  as  free  patients,  and  ;i  large  proportion  of  the 
remainder  became  practically  so  after  the  expiration  of  the  t « m  n i 
of  their  first  payment.  The  accounts  of  all  such  are  made  up 
a!  the  minimum  rate  of  board,  and  the  amount  charged  to  the 
Charity  Fund,  the  demands  upon  which  for  the  '<>'»  months  since 
the  opening  have  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $11,742  22.  This  is 
exclusive  of  the  House  of  Relief,  where,  it  will  be  remembered,  t  he 
service  is  absolutely  free. 

It  is  desired  by  the  Governors  to  place  this  fund  upon  a  solid 
and  permanent  basis,  by  making  investments  of  funds  which  may 
be  available  for  thai  purpose,  and  applying  the  avails  in  aid  of 
such  patients  as  may  appear  to  be  deserving. 

The  attention  of  the  wealthy  and  benevolent  is  earnestly 
called  to  the  plan  here  indicated.  Contributions  to  the  Hospital. 
whether  by  donation  or  legacy  for  the  "Charity  Fund,"  will  be 
specially  invested,  and  the  income  devoted  to  the  charitable 
objects  here  stated,  thus  securing  to  th<i  donors  the  certainty  that 
their  bounty  is  applied  directly  to  the  use  of  those  whom  the) 
may  design  as  its  beneficiaries,  and  at  the  same  time  aiding  the 
Society  in  its  desire  to  extend  the  sphere  of  its  usefulness  in 
other  directions. 

During  the  year  just  elapsed,  the  Governors  have  been  called 
upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  two  of  their  associates  by  death. 
James  W.  Beekman,  who  died  on  the  15th  of  dune,  was  our  of 
the  senior  members  of  the  Board,  having  served,  with  the  interval 
of  a  few  years,  since  his  firsl  election  in  I860.  He  was  elected 
\  ice  President  in  1874,  and  held  that  office  till  the  time  of  his 
death. 

John  Earle  Williams,  who  died  on  the  2.0th  of  September, 
had  been  a  Governor  for  eight  years,  dating  from  1869. 

Both  these  genth  men,  by  their  devotion  to  the  duties  of  their 
office,  their  practical  and  widely  extended  benevolence,  and  their 
wisdom  in  council,  have  Left  an  impression  not  only  on  their  sur- 
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vivors  in  the  Board  of  Governors,  but  on  the  whole  community, 
which  the  lapse  of  years  will  not  obliterate. 

In  the  Bonn!  of"  Physicians  and  Surgeons  a  void  was  also 
created  by  the  decease  of  Dr.  Gurdon  Buck,  on  the  6th  day  of 
Mai cli,  1877,  being  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  senior  member 
of  that  Board.  Dr.  Buck  entered  the  ranks  of  the  Hospital 
Staff  during  the  year  1829,  and  after  the  usual  course  of  residence 
was  elected  an  attending  surgeon  in  1837.  His  whole  professional 
life  was  therefore  devoted  to  this  Institution,  whose  interests  he 
served  with  singular  ardor  and  fidelity,  and  many  new  methods 
and  operations  famous  in  the  annals  of  surgery,  originated  by  him, 
were  put  in  practice  first  within  its  walls. 

The  Bloomirigdale  Asylum  has  continued  to  receive  and  treat 
insane  patients  up  to  its  full  capacity.  The  Tables  of  admissions 
and  discharges,  and  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix.  Dr.  D.  Tilden  Brown,  who  had  admin- 
istered the  office  of  Resident  Physician  since  the  year  1852,  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  Governors,  maintaining  by  his  ability 
and  devotion  the  already  high  reputation  of  the  Asylum,  and 
earning  for  himself  an  eminent  position  among  the  professional 
men  in  his  specialty,  became  incapacitated  by  illness  and  found 
it  necessary  to  resign  during  the  year.  His  place  has  been 
supplied  by  Dr.  Charles  H.  Nichols,  the  predecessor  of  Dr. 
Brown  at  Bloomingdale,  and  for  many  years  widely  and  favor- 
ably known  as  the  Superintendent  of  the  Government  Hospital 
for  the  Insane  at  Washington. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Nichols,  extensive  improvements 
are  now  in  progress,  consisting  of  the  construction  of  a  new  edifice 
in  the  rear  and  detached  from  the  main  building,  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  place  the  Kitchen,  Laundry,  Engine-Rooms,  and 
Heating  Apparatus  for  the  entire  establishment,  with  proper 
facilities  for  the  rapid  distribution  of  meals  to  the  various  wards. 
A  Recreation  and  Lecture  Room  will  occupy  the  front  facing  the 
main  building,  and  the  upper  rooms  in  the  rear  wilj  afford  accom- 
modation for  various  employees  of  the  Asylum,  thus  rendering 
the  space  now  occupied  by  them  available  for  the  accommodation 
of  patients. 

Additional  improvements  are  in  contemplation  with  the  view 
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<>f  still  further  increasing  the  capacity  of  tin*  Asylum,  ;m<l  main- 
taining for  ii  the  reputation  it  Ims  long  enjoyed  as  one  of  th»j 
Leading  ins! it m ions  of  t he  count ry.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

BLOOMINGDALE   ASYLUM. 


To  the  Governors  of  the  New  York  Hospitax: 

Gentlemen  :  Having,  in  the  course  of  Providence  and  by  your 
distinguished  choice,  after  the  lapse  of  a  quarter  of  a  century 
spent   in   another  like  held  of    labor,   returned  to  the  executive 

charge  of  the  department  of  the  institution  under  your  control 
devoted  to  tlie  treatment  of  mental  diseases,  it  becomes  my  duty 
to  respectfully  present  to  you  the  annual  report.

It  has  been  obvious  that  the  number  of  patients  removed  has 
been  considerably  increased,  and  the  number  admitted  correspond- 
ingly diminished,  by  the  financial  depression  that  still  prevails. 

Eight  deaths  took  place  in  acute  and  fourteen  in  chronic  cases. 

Five  of  the  acute  cases  died  without  intercurrent  diseases — 
four,  three  males  and  one  female,  in  from  four  to  nine  days,  and 
one,  a  female,  in  five  and  a  half  months,  after  admission.  The  im- 
mediate cause  of  death  in  two  of  the  other  three  acute  cases,  both 
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females,  was  apoplexy,  and  in  <>n«'.  a  male,  Bright's  disease  with 
anasarca,. 

The  chronic  cases  had  resided  in  the  [nstitution  for  periods 
ranging  Prom  about  six  months  to  twenty-four  years.  Three  of 
t!i  me  male  and   two    females,  died  without   intercurrent  dis- 

ease; five  limit's  died  of    paresis;    two  males  of  epilepsy;  tlin 
females,  one  each  of  apoplexy,  epilepsy,  and  anasarca  ;   and  one 
male  of  phthisis  pulmonalis. 

The  genera]  sanitary  condition  of  the  Asylum  h;i>  been  g 1. 

Early  in  tin*  year  Dr.  I).  Tilden  1'row  n,  my  very  promising  sue- 
cessor  twenty-five  years  ago,  and  now  my  predecessor  become 
eminent  for  his  ability  and  culture,  and  widely  esteemed  for  the 
very  marked  benevolence  and  urbanity  which  he  has  displayed  in 
all  \\\<  official  and  private  relations,  relinquished  the  charge  of  the 
Asylum  and  wen  1  abroad  in  impaired  health.  Dr.  Win.  II.  Nfc 
Donald,  the  only  Assistant  Physician  at  the  beginningof  the  year, 
was  in  charge  of  the  Institution  from  the  time  of  I>r.  Brown's  re- 
tirement until  his  successor  entered  upon  his  duties.  Dr.  M.c 
Donald  was  efficiently  assisted  by  Dr.  James  C.  Ballock,  of  New 
York,  until  the  first  of  May,  when,  wishing  to  devote  his  whole 
time  to  his  private  engagements,  he  was  succeeded  by  l>r.  Wm.  B. 
Goldsmith. 

In  the  prosecution,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Asylum  Com- 
mittee, of  the  permanent  improvements  authorized  by  your 
Board,  a  coal-vault  61  ft.  by  70  ft.  on  the  ground  and  l(|  ft.  <;  in. 
deep.  ;i  boiler-house  and  laundry-and-dormitory  extension,  48  ft. 
i»\  38  ft.  on  tin-  ground  and  four  stories  high,  and  a  smoke  and 
ventilating  stack  having  an  external  horizontal  sectional  area  al 
the  ground  of  13  ft.  8  in.  and  95  ft.  high  from  the  floor  of  the 
boiler  room,  have  been  built,  and  six  (6)  horizontal  tubular  boil- 
ers, I  ft.  by  10  ft.  6  in.,  will  be  sel  and  fitted  up  ready  for  use  in 
;i  few  d:i\  a 

The  excavation   for  the  foundationof  the  building,  15  ft.  l»\ 
ft.,  for  fan  and  store-rooms,  kitchen  and  assembly  room,  and  of 
the  gate  house,  or  porter's  lodge,  will  be  commenced  immediately 
upon  the  opening  of  spring    earlier,  if  the  weather  permits    and 
pushed  to  completion  as  rapidly  as  is  consistent  with  sqund,  dura 
ble  work. 

A  cold  house  for  the  winter  protection  of  half-hardj  plants,  20 
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ft.  by  60  ft.,  has  been  erected  ;  the  garden  has  been  fenced  and 
improved  ;  the  half  of  the  abandoned  Bloomingdale  Road  be- 
longing to  the  Asvlnm  has  been  fenced  in  :  the  fences  about  tin- 
grounds  painted  and  the  grounds  themselves  somewhat  improved  ; 
and  the  usual  minor  repairs  and  improvements  for  the  promotion 
of  the  health,  comfort,  and  safety  of  the  patients  and  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  property,  have  been  executed. 

The  large,  well-stocked,  and  well-kept  greenhouse  is  an  unfail- 
ing source  of  pleasure  and  health  to  the  patients.  An  additional 
carriage  and  horses  have  been  provided  for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

As  the  writer  has  no  personal  knowledge  of  the  transactions 
and  results  of  something  more  than  one-half  of  this  year,  there 
seems  to  him  to  be  a  manifest  propriety  in  following — this  year, 
at  least — recent  precedents  in  this  particular,  and  here  close  a  brief 
report. 

Very  highly  appreciating  the  confidence  displayed  by  you  in 
again  calling  me  to  the  high  and  delicate  responsibilities  of  this 
position,  and  sincerely  thanking  you  for  your  generous  support 
since  I  entered  upon  its  duties,  I  am,  gentlemen,  with  great  re-

In  their  last  annual  repori  ihe  Governors  had  the  satisfaction 
to  announce  the  completion  of  the  new  Hospital  Building  in  Fif- 
teenth Street,  and  to  lay  before  your  Honorable  Body  :i  detailed 
description  and  statement  of  the  cos!  of  the  same. 

The  Governors  have  thus  carried  oul  their  expressed  inten- 
tion and  desire  to  resume,  to  the  full  extent  of  the  means  at  their 
disposal,  the  work  carried  on  by  them  for  npwards  of  one  hundred 
years,  and  partially  interrupted  by  the  enforced  abandonment 
of  the  former  Hospital  buildings  on   Broadway  in  the  year  L8< 

The  Governors  continue  to  hold  and  manage  under  the  same 
corporate  capacity  the  New  York  Hospital;  the  Bloomingdale 
Asylum  for  the  [nsane,  situated,  with  its  extensive  grounds,  <>n 
the  Boulevard  at  One  Hundred  and  Seventeenth  Street;and  the 
House  of  Relief,  at  No.  L60  Chambers  Street,  for  the  reception 
.iikI  care  of  the  more  urgent  cases,  principally  surgical. 

All  these  institutions  are  in  good  order,  and  have  continued 
during  the  past  year  to  discharge  effectually,  and  nearly  to  their 
full  capacity,  the  objects  of  their  foundation.

In  the  Appendix  will  be  found  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Accounts,  showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures  from  all 
sources  and  on  all  accounts,  together  with  detailed  statements 
showing  the  items  of  disbursement  for  the  Hospital,  the  Bloom- 
ingdale  Asylum,  and  the  House  of  Relief. 

The  number  of  patients  who  received  the  benefits  of  the  Hos- 
pital as  medical  or  surgical  patients  during  the  year  1878,  being 
the  first  whole  calendar  year  of  service  in  the  new  building,  was 
1,493,  and  the  average  number  of  patients  in  the  wards  was  118^/,,. 
The  total  provision  of  the  wards  being  about  165  beds,  it  will  be 
perceived  that  during  the  first  year  of  its  existence  the  demands 
upon  the  new  building  have  grown  to  nearly  its  full  capacity. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  treated  at  the  House  of  Relief 
was  361,  or  four  more  than  during  the  previous  year. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  at  both  establishments  has  been 
satisfactorily  and  efficiently  administered,  the  number  trended  at 
the  Hospital  being  1,694,  and  at  the  House  of  Relief  4,99.")  against 
5,162  the  previous  year,  showing  a  small  decrease  in  the  aggre- 
gate, though  there  was  a  material  increase  of  surgical  and  more 
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important  cases,  while  the  lighter  and  medical  cases  were,  as  far 
as  possible,  turned  over  to  the  dispensaries,  on  account  of  the 
restricted  accommodation  in  the  Chambers  Street  building.  The 
total  number  of  ambulance-calls  for  the  two  establishments  was 
1,951,  or  an  average  of  more  than  the  per  day,  a  considerable 
increase  over  last  vear. 

For  the  results  of  treatment  and  other  particulars,  reference 
is  made  to  the  Tables  of  Statistics  which  will   be  found  in  the 
Appendix,  and   which    have   been    prepared    with    unusual   care 
mid  accuracy. 

The   Hospital  continues  :  as  in  times  past,  the  great 

objects  of  medical  science  and  instruction  by  giving  suitable 
facilities  for  attendance  on  its  practice  to  students  and  physicians 
from  i  he  State  who  may  be  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  the 
opportunities  for  observation  and  improvement  offered  within  its 
wards.  Clinics  have  also  been  held  by  some  of  the  physicians 
of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and  a  course  of  lectures  on  Dis- 
eases  of  the  skin  has  been  delivered  bv  Dr.  L.  I>.  Bulkley. 

The  Pathological  Cabinet,  consisting  of  upwards  of  fifteen 
hundred  carefully  classified  preparations,  casts,  models,  draw- 
ings, and  paintings  illustrative  of  morbid  anatomy,  is  displayed 
in  the  best  possible  manner  in  well-lighted  rooms,  affording 
unusual  facilities  for  examination  and  Btudy.  This  most  valua- 
ble collection  is  steadily  increasing  in  extent  and  usefulness,  and 
has  been  much  visited  by  the  profession.  In  addition  to  the 
maintenance  and  development  of  the  Cabinet,  the  Pathological 
Department  has  during  the  past  year  entered  upon  a  now  field 
of  labor.  A  commodious  laboratory  has  been  fitted  up  and  well 
supplied  with  microscopes  and  other  apparatus,  and  instruction 
in    Histology  has  been  regularly  given  during  the  present  >n. 

It  is  believed  that  this  enterprise,  now  only  begun,  will  supply  a 
want  long  fell  in  medical  education  ;  and  though  but  few  students 
can  now  be  accommodated  at  a  time,  it  is  likely  that  in  the  future 
its  advantages  will  xtended  to  a  wider  circle  by  the  giving 

of  instruction  in  Pathologj  and  Histology  al  the  same  time  to 
different  classes 

The  Library  during  the  year  has  been  increased  i>\  the  addi- 
tion of  more  than  five  hundred  volumes,  and  receives  regularlj 
a  large  number  of  foreign  and   American  journals,  as  well  as  the 
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transactions  of  many  learned  societies  and  hospital  reports.  It 
thus  commends  itself  to  the  favorable  consideration  and  patron- 
age of  the  profession.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Librarian,  and 
with  theapproval  of  the  Library  Committee,  a  circular  has  been 
prepared  and  printed  for  distribution  among  the  profession,  call- 
ing attention  to  its  valuable  collection  of  work-  and  their  £r< 
use.  and  inviting  their  cordial  co-operation  in  the  promotion  of  its 
further  increase  and  usefulness. 

As  noted  above,  the  whole  number  of  patients  treated  in  the 
Hospital  during  the  year  1878  was  1,493,  the  total  number  of 
weeks  of  residence  being  6,15*  Of  this  total,  only  '2.V-  per  cent. 
was  occupied  by  pay  patients,  the  remainder,  or  74.  percent., 
becoming  a  charge  upon  the  Charity  Fund,  the  draft  upon  which 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  $29,843  51.  The  service  at  the  House  of 
Relief  being  absolutely  free,  an  inspection  of  the  accounts  will 
readily  demonstrate  that  this  society  is  now  going  i  -  far  as  its 
resources  will  permit  in  the  extension  of  gratuitous  treatment. 
As  stated  in  their  last  Report,  the  Governors  are  desirous  of  plac- 
ing the  "Charity  Fund"  upon  a  permanent  and  solid  basis,  and 
invite  contributions  thereto,  either  by  donation  or  legacy,  which 
will  be  specially  invested,  and  the  income  applied  to  the  purely 
benevolent  objects  of  the  corporation. 

The  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  under  the  able  management  of 
the  Medical  Superintendent,  Dr.  Charles  II.  Nichols,  has  con- 
tinued *to  receive  and  treat  insane  patients  to  the  full  extent 
of  its  accommodations.  The  Annual  Report  of  Dr.  Nichols  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix,  and  reference  thereto  is  made  for  tin- 
results  of  treatment  and  all  other  statistics  relative  to  the  In- 
stitution, as  also  for  a  particular  description  of  the  improvements 
commenced  during  the  year  1877  and  still  in  progress. 

This  Asylum,  when  opened  in  the  year  1821,  was  a  pioneer 
stablishment  in  this  country  for  the  introduction  of  an  improved 
system  of  moral  and  medical  treatment,  and  the  amelioration  of 
the  condition  of  the  insane,  now  happily  become  general. 

At  that  time  this  Society  was  not  poss — d  of  sufficient 
means  for  the  purchase  of  a  site,  and  the  building  and  equipment 
of  a  suitable  establishment,  within  easy  reach  of  rlin  city.  I  nder 
these  circumstances  a  memorial  was  presented  by  the  Governors 
to  the  Legislature,  who  granted   in  response  thereto  an  annuity 
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of  ten  thousand  dollars  fora  term  of  years,  for  the  purpose,  as 
is  stated  in  the  act,  of  enabling  the  Governors  toerecta  suitable 
building  for  the  accommodation  of  insane  patients. 

The  land  at  Bloomingdale  was  thereupon  purchased,  and  the 
buildings  erected  by  means  of  a  deb!  contracted  to  that  end  on 
mortgage,  the  annuity  of  ten  thousand  dollars  being  specifically 
pledged  and  actually  applied  to  the  payment  of  interest  thereon 
and  the  reduction  of  the  principal.  The  surplus  income  of  the 
>ciety  at  that  time,  rather  more  than  sufficient  to  cover  the 
necessary  outlay  for  the  Hospital,  was  applied  to  the  same  object, 
and  on  the  final  payment  of  the  mortgage,  many  years  Later,  the 
Asylum  was.  and  lias  sine,'  continued  to  be,  a  large  debtor  to  the 
separate  Hospital. 

It  Ls  therefore  apparent  that  the  Asylum  possessed  no  fund 
r«>r  the  reception  and  care  of  patients  gratuitously.     The  policy 
adopted  by  the  governors  has  been  to  place  the  charges  l'<>r  sup- 
port and  treatment  at  ratesmuch  below  those  which  private  enter 
prise  could  afford,  and  merely  sufficient   to  cover  the  outlay   for 
personal    support,  and  so  bring   the  benefits   of   the  Institution 
within  the  reach  of  many  members  of  the  community  of  limited 
means,   who  are  thus  enabled    to  command    for  their   family  or 
fiiends  who  may  be  afflicted  with  mental  disease  the  best   medi- 
cal care,  with  all  external  aids  to  its  efficacy,  at  a  smaller  cost  than 
would  be  entailed  by  the  support  of  such  persons  at   their  hom< 
while,  on  the  other  hand,  many  arerescued  from  a  humiliating  de 
pendence  upon  the  charity  of  State  or  municipal  institutions.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

To  the  Governors  of  the  New  York  Hospital: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  respectfully  submit  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for  the  year  1878, 
the  fifty-eighth  year  since  it  became  a  separate  department  of  the 

New  York  Hospital.

The  year  was  commenced  with  a  smaller  number  of  patients 
in  the  house  then  there  has  been  at  the  beginning  of  any  year 
since  1870. 

The  admissions  were  twenty-eighl  (28),  and  the  whole  number 
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under  treatment  was  sixteen  (16)  more  than  last    year.     Tu  i    2 
women  were  once  discharged  and  r<  admitted  in  the  course  of  the 
year,  and  there  were  two  (2)  less  persons  than  cases  under  treat- 
ment . 

The  discharges  from  all  causes  were  ten  (10)  Less  than  Last  year. 
Both  the  larger  Dumber  of  admissions  and  the  smaller  aumber  of 
discharges  may  have  been  due  in  pari  to  some  Improvement  in 
business,  and  in  pint  to  some  reduction  which  the  Asylum  Com- 
mittee has  been  able  to  make  in  the  rates  charged  for  the  board 
and  treatment  of  worthy  people  in  reduced  circumstances. 

There  were  twenty-five  (25)  recoveries,  nine  (9)  of  men  and 
sixteen  (16)  of  women  seven  (7)  more  than  took  place  last  year. 
The  discharges  by  recovery  were  30.12  per  cent,  of  all  discharges, 
including  deaths.  To  my  mind  this  is  the  only  ratio  relating  to 
the  curability  of  insanity  thai  Is  of  essential  significance,  because 
tlif  results  of  special  asylum  or  hospital  treatment  are  confessedly 
uncertain  until  they  have  been  finally  decided  by  Its  termination. 
It  is  true  that  such  a  ratio  can  be  an  expression  of  the  curability 
of  Insanity,  only  when  all  tin*  cases  that  are  discharged  uncured 
liave  had  a  full  trial  of  treatment;  and  in  this  particular  year  it 
happens  thai  ao  one  of  the  latter  class  of  discharges  presented  a 
favorable  prospect  of  entire  recovery. 

The  uumber  of  persons  and  cases  of  recovery  was  the  same. 
Pour  I  I )  two  (2)  men  and  two  (2)  women  had  had  one  and  one!  1 1 
man  had  had  two  (2),  previous  attacks.  One  (1)  man  and  one  (1) 
woman  had  previously  recovered  here  from  first  attacks,  the  firs! 
having  been  well  Beven  (?)  and  the  last  nine  (9)  years  before  their 
second  admission.  One  (1)  woman  had  recovered  Inanotherin 
stitution  from  a  first  attack,  and  remained  well  for  several  years 
before  her  second  attack  and  first  admission  to  Bloomingdale. 
<  me  1 1  •  man  and  one  1 1 1  woman  had  recovered  at  home  from  first 
temporary  attacks  before  their  first  admission  here.  The  remain- 
ing fifteen  (15),  four  (4)  men  and  eleven  (11)  women,  were  first  at- 
tacks and  first  admissions. 

Of  the  cases  reported  as  recovered,  the  form  of  disease  was 
ordinary  mania  in  fifteen  (15),  seven  (7)  in  men  and  eight  (8)  in 
women,  recurrent  mania  in  one  (1)  woman,  hysterical  mania  in 
three  (3  and  puerperal  mania  in  t  wo  (2)  women,  and  melancholia  in 
four  i  1 1.  two  (2)  in  men  and  two  (2)  in  women. 
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The  duration  of  the  treatment  of  the  cases  of  recovery  varied 
from  twenty-one  (21  )  days  to  one  (1)  year,  five  (5)  months,  eleven 
(11)  days,  the  average  having  been  4  months,  !!)>'-  days.  The 
duration  of  the  disease  from  invasion  to  recovery  ranged  from 
twenty-two  (22)  days  to  four  (4)  years,  live  (5)  months,  and  two  (2) 
days,  the  average  having  been  7  months,  1 0 /*-  days. 

The  removals  of  uncured  patients  were  a  few  less  this  year 
than  last,  and  the  slight  difference  in  this  respect  may  have 
been  attributable  to  the  pecuniary  considerations  that  appeared 
to  have  increased  the  admissions.  Still,  lack  of  means  to  pay  the 
moderate  rates  charged  for  the  care  of  patients  in  limited  circum- 
stances gave  rise  to  the  removal  of  some  interesting  cases  that 
I  would  have  been  glad  to  retain,  though  no  case  removed 
uncured  seemed  likely  to  fully  recover.  A  few  of  this  class 
— exhibiting  slight  mental  defects,  or  perhaps  moderate  degrees 
of  dementia,  which  denied  them  admission  to  the  list  of  re- 
coveries— returned  to  their  homes,  where  they  may  be  able  to 
remain,  and  even  engage  somewhat  in  industrial  pursuits  or 
household  cares  Tor  indefinite  periods. 

I  have  purposely  used  the  word  uncured  in  referring  to  this 
class  of  cases,  because  of  the  remark  of  a  distinguished  medical 
friend,  in  a  note  addressed  to  me  in  the  course  of  the  year,  that  be 
thought  it  a  more  or  less  prevalent  impression  in  professional  cir- 
cles that  the  physicians  of  asylums  and  hospitals  of  this  charac- 
ter rely  largely  upon  Nature  for  the  recovery  of  their  patients. 
I  think  such  an  impression  an  erroneous  one,  if  it  supposes  that 
the  patients  of  most  American  institutions  for  the  insane  do  not 
receive  a  positive  medical,  hygienic,  and  moral  treatment.  The 
expenditure  last  year  of  $1,367  05  for  medicines  and  medical 
supplies,  and  $2,608  09  mainly  in  tin1  material  means  of  diversion 
and  exercise,  renders  such  a  supposition,  in  respect  to  this  insti- 
tution at  least,  highly  improbable.  Indeed,  in  the  progress  of 
our  knowledge  of  the  causes,  nature,  and  phenomena  of  insanity, 
the  treatment  of  the  insane  is  not  only  more  positive,  special,  and 
persistent  than  it  was  twenty-five  or  thirty  years  ago,  but  more 
meliorative1,  if  not  curative.  If  a  less  proportion  of  the  current 
invasions  of  mental  derangement  are  cured,  it  is  because  dis- 
orders of  the  mind  are  oftener  accompanied  with  great  nervous 
debility  and  organic  affections  of  the  brain,  and  with  less  general 
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recuperative  power  than  they  formerly  were.  I  apprehend  thai 
it  has  been  (lit-  aim  of  intelligent  practitioners,  ever  since  medi- 
cine could  fairly  claim  to  be  a  liberal  profession,  to  co  operate 
with  fche  vis  medicalrix  natura  in  the  exercise  of  their  art,  bul 
the  heroic  treatment  of  fche  past  often  dealt  fche  healing  power  of 
Nature  as  severe  ;i  blow  as  it  did  fche  disease  ii  was  intended  to 
cure,  and  more  or  Less  impaired  fche  vital  constitution.  The  truer 
science  and  wiser  practice  of  our  time,  as  I  believe,  effects  better 
results  l»\  first  clearing  away  the  obstacles  to  the  recuperative 
energy  of  fche  constitution,  and  then  by  directly  aiding  thi 
storative  processes  by  fche  prudent  use  of  all  th  Lrugs  that 
have  a  specific  power  fco  antagonize  certain  morbid  actions  and 
conditions.     It  can  hardly  be  claimed  that  there  are  any  specifics 

in   the  treat at   of  insanity,  like  bark  in  fever,  but   alJ  of  fche 

numerous  agencies  surgical,  medicinal,  hygienic,  and  moral — 
that  restore  and  maintain  physical  health,  are  in  fche  daily  and 
efficient  nse  of  alienist  physicians,  while  all  fche  uerve  tonics, 
stimulants,  and  sedatives,  separately  or  in  combination,  are  di- 
rectly, if  not  specifically,  effective  in  bringing  the  functions  of  fche 
nervous  system  to  their  normal  condition. 

The  deaths   were   nine  (9),    three  (3)  of  men  and   six    6    of 
women.     Two  (2)  deaths  of  women  were  in  acute  c         <>f  mental 

derangement;  fche  remaining  seven  (7),  thr 3)  of  men  and  four 

(4)  of  women,  were  in  chronic  cas<  In  the  acute  cases,  on 
of  puerperal  mania  died  fourteen  (14)  days  after  the  attack  and 
eight  (8)  after  admission,  of  exhaustion,  without  intercurrent 
disease;  and  the  other  of  ordinary  mania  seventeen  (17)  days 
after  the  attack  and  seven  (7)  after  admission,  of  apoplexy.  In 
the  chronic  cases,  thn  !)  men  died,  one  (l)  each  of  general 
paralysis,  serous  apoplexy,  and  valvular  disease  of  the  heart  ; 
and  four  i  1 1  women,  two  (2)  of  right  hemiplegia,  and  one  i  ]  >  each 
of  epilepsy  and  abscess  of  left  cerebellum.  The  chronic  cases 
had  been  insane  for  periods  varying  from  about  fourteen  (14)  to 
about  two  the  average  having  been  about  years. 

The  liability  to  death  in  insanity  is  shown  by  fche  ratio  of  deaths 
to  the  whole  number  of  persons  under  treatment.  This  year  that 
ratio  in  this  institution  was  n  little  less  than  three  and  one-third 

in  one  hundred  .  io«        The  actual  number  of  deaths  was  less 
than  in  ;ui\   year  since  1842,  and  the  ratio  to  the  number  of  cases 
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under  treatment  was  less  than  in  any  year  since  1825,  in  which 
year  the  lowest  annual  rate  of  mortality  in  the  history  of  the 
Institution  was  readied,  there  having  been  only  three  (3)  in 
the  treatment  of  two  hundred  and  seventy  (270)  cases,  or  a 
ratio  of  a  little  rising  one  (1)  per  cent,  to  the  number  of  cases 
treated. 

The  low  rate  of  mortality  this  year  is  reported  as  a  most 
gratifying  fact,  but  not  as  a  boast  nor  as  a  favorable  comparison 
with  the  higher  rates  of  most  former  years.  Experience  and  the 
consideration  that  the  year  was  closed  with  one  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  (188)  patients  in  the  house,  only  thirty-one  (31)  of 
whom  appear  to  be  at  all  likely  to  recover,  and  that  the  remaining 
one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  (157),  with  an  increment  of  about 
fifty  (50)  per  cent,  of  the  admissions  of  the  next  and  of  each 
future  year,  must  be  discharged  by  removal  uncured  or  by  death, 
render  it  improbable  that  the  Institution  will  very  soon  have  the 
good  fortune  to  be  able  to  record  another  annual  death-rate  as 
low  as  that  of  this  year. 

Eight  (8)  men  and  six  (6)  women  under  treatment  in  the 
course  of  the  year  were  more  or  less  suicidal.  At  one  time 
four  (4)  men  of  much  intelligence  and  strong  wills  were  so  deter- 
mined to  take  their  lives  as  to  render  it  necessary  to  put  them  in 
an  associated  dormitory  and  detail  a  special  night  attendant  to 
watch  them.  By  this  means,  and  careful  attention  by  day,  all 
efforts  at  self-destruction  were  prevented  ;  nor  did  any  serious 
accident  of  any  kind  occur  to  any  patient,  though  the  liability  to 
it  was  somewhat  enhanced  by  the  large  and  diversified  improve- 
ments that  have  taken  place  in  pretty  close  proximity  to  more 
than  half  of  the  halls. 

Material  additions  were  made  this  year  to  the  means  of  diver- 
sion and  exercise  possessed  by  the  Institution,  the  most  impor- 
tant of  which  were  six  (6)  of  Weber's  best  upright  pianos  for  the 
halls,  and  one  (1)  "parlor  grand,"  by  the  same  maker,  for  the 
assembly-room,  and  another  pair  of  horses  and  a  carriage  for 
driving.  The  evening  parties  and  day  receptions  have  been  regu- 
larly given  during  the  winter  months  and  greatly  enjoyed.  The 
conservatory  of  plants  and  birds  is  in  excellent  condition,  and  is 
an  attractive  resort  from  October  till  May,  and  is  more  or  less 
frequented  in  summer. 
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Satisfactory  services  have  been  held  in  the  chapel  on  every 
Sabbat  h  of  i  he  year. 

The  current  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  numerous 
and  important.  All  of  the  old  stone  sewers  and  cesspools,  and 
all  of  the  sewer-pipes,  excepl  the  main  running  diagonally  across 
the  northern  third  of  the  premises  to  the  Boulevard,  have  been 
taken  up.  as  much  of  the  old  pipe  as  was  sound  and  strong  relaid, 
and  new  pipe  of  best  quality  substituted  for  the  stone  sewers  and 
defective  pip*'.  The  whole  has  been  laid  al  a  much  greater  depth 
than  before,  and  in  the  mosl  careful  manner,  so  thai  1  think  no 
sewer-gas  ••an  escape  either  into  the  earth  or  atmosphei  Traps 
have  been  constructed  al  the  junction  of  the  great  branches  thai 
drain  the  different  sections  of  the  Asylum  edifice  with  the  main. 
so  that  no  gas  can  come  from  the  public  sewer  to  the  house. 
The  sewer-pipes  have  all  been  connected,  by  brick  or  earthen  air- 
ducts  of  ample  size,  with  the  ventilating  sections  of  the  greaf 
smoke-stack,  which  creates  a  powerful  inner  drafl  at  all  inlets  to 
t  lir  sewer-pipes. 

The  stone  wall  of  the  wesl  side  of  the  northeast  airing-court 
has  been  raised  about  two  and  one-half  (2^)  feet  and  pointed,  and 
then  capped  with  blue  stone.  The  entire  U>\wr  of  the  east  airiug- 
court  has  been  rebuilt.  The  veranda  of  the  northwest  building 
has  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  painted,  and  that  of  the  north- 
east building  entirely  rebuilt  in  a  durable  and  substantial  man- 
ner. The  northeast  and  the  old  laundry  buildings  have  been 
pointed  and  cement  -washed. 

All  of  the  exterior  wood  work  of  the  northeast  and  old 
laundry  buildings  has  been  repaired  and  painted.  The  old  wash 
and  ironing  rooms  have  been  piped  for  gas,  replastered  and 
painted,  and  the  former  has  been  repaved.  The  steps  under 
platform  in  rear  of  centre  building  have  been  relaid  with  North 
River  stone.  A  considerable  amount  of  repairing  and  painting 
has  been  done  in  the  halls,  and  six  of  the  halls  and  a  number 
of  the  rooms  have  been  carpeted.  Bight  (8)  of  the  old  chimnej 
tops,  before  in  a  broken  and  dangerous  condition,  have  been 
rebuilt  and  received  stone  caps  securely  laid  and  fastened 
with  dowels  and  clamp  A  scale  has  been  provided  for 
weighing  hay,  grain,  coal,  etc.  Two  hundred  (200)  tons  of 
finely  broken   gray    Limestone,  and  one  hundred  and    fifty   (150) 
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cubic  yards  of  coarser  bluestone  for  roads  and  walks,  have 
been  purchased.  A  I<Yench  mangle  lias  been  placed  in  the 
laundry,  and  the  old  one  repaired  and  reset.  The  centrifugal 
wringer  lias  been  reconstructed  and  reset.  A  shirt-ironer  has 
been  provided,  and  clocks  placed  in  the  boiler  and  laundry  rooms 
and  in  the  stable.  Eighteen  (18)  strong,  neat  patients'  bedsteads 
of  cherry  have  been  made  by  the  cabinet-maker  of  the  Asylum 
and  supplied  with  wire  mattresses,  and  eighty-eight  (88)  addi- 
tional wire  mattresses  have  just  been  purchased,  to  be  adjusted 
to  bedsteads  already  in  use. 

Considerable  advance  has  been  made  in  providing  the  means  of 
measuring  the  Croton  water  used,  of  storing  and  using  the  water 
that  falls  upon  the  roofs  and  that  of  the  wells,  and  of  making  the 
water  supply  apparatus  available  for  the  extinguishment  of  a 
fire,  should  one  unhappily  occur.  A  water-meter  has  been  pur- 
chased and  set,  through  which  all  the  Croton  water  used  dis- 
charges into  a  fine  old  stone  cistern  in  front  of  the  east  wing  of  the 
Asylum  edifice.  The  meter  makes  an  official  record  of  the  water 
that  passes  through  it,  and  we  are  able  to  verify  its  accuracy 
by  observing  the  quantity  that  flows  into  the  cistern  in  a  given 
time.  The  steam- pump  has  been  reconstructed  and  reset.  A 
cast-iron  suction-pipe  has  been  laid  to  the  cistern  just  referred  to, 
with  a  branch  to  the  well  in  the  rear  of  the  main  edifice.  An- 
other suction-pipe  has  been  laid  from  the  pump  to  the  well  in  the 
east  airing-court.  Both  pipes  are  provided  with  valves  at  the 
pump,  so  that  water  can  be  drawn  from  the  cistern  or  either  of 
the  wells.  The  water  from  the  southeast  quarter  of  the  original 
building  is  now  discharged  into  the  cistern  in  front  of  the  east 
wing.  Roof-water  will  not  be  discharged  into  the  main  well,  from 
which  drinking-water  is  drawn.  By  these  arrangements  we  hope 
to  diminish  the  quantity  of  Croton  water  used.  At  any  rate,  we 
shall  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  just  how  much  we  do  use 
and  shall  be  required  to  pay  for. 

From  the  water-supply  pump  a  larger  discharge-pipe  than 
that  heretofore  used,  also  of  heavy  cast-iron,  lias  been  laid  to  the 
principal  tank  in  the  attic,  and  some  old,  light  cast-iron  pipe  of 
sufficient  size  is  being  used  to  connect  the  tanks,  so  that  they  will 
fill  simultaneously.  In  the  main  from  the  pump  to  the  attic,  as  it 
passes  through  a  brick  closet  in  the  basement  which  is  not  likely 
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to  be  made  inaccessible  by  fire,  :i  valve  has  been  placed,  and  just 
below  the  valve  a  branch  has  been  taken  off,  which  is  intended  to 
be  laid,  in  time,  entirely  around  tin*  outside  of  all  of  the  building 
with  branches  to  a  number  of  fire-hydrants  in  suitable  positions. 
It  will  be  readily  understood  thai  when  the  valve  in  * j i h -^t i< »n  i< 
closed  [||t.  whole  power  of  ili«'  pump  will  be  tin-own  upon  tin' 
hvdrants,  from  which  water  may  1'"  conveyed  through  hose  i" 
any  poinl  upon  or  within  the  buildings  ;it  which  it  may  !>»• 
needed.

Deducting  from  $115,381  L2,  the  whole  amount  nominally  ex 
pended  for  current  support,  repairs,  and  improvements,  $3,205  "'■> 
refunded  t<>  patients  who  Lefl  tin'  Institution  before  the  terms  for 
wliiHi  their  board  and  treatment  li;i«l  been  paid,  had  expired, 
leaves  $112,176  <>'.'.  the  actual  amount  expended  under  t  Iris  head. 
Dividing  this  remainder  by  9,308  02,  the  number  of  weeks1  board 
and  treatment  <>f  patients  in  the  year,  shows  an  avera  cpendi- 
ture  of  $12.05.1  per  week  for  each  patient  on  accounl  <»r  support 
and  treatment  and  current  repairs  and  improvements. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  expenditures  on  account  of  the 
support  of  the  Asylum  has  been  furnished  t<»  tin'  Treasurer  of 
tin'  Hospital,  ;iinl  will  doubtless  appear  in  your  reporl  :i^  usual. 

Wha!  are  called  the  permanent  improvemetUs,  authorized  by 
your  Honorable  Board  las!  year,  have  been  diligently  prosecuted. 
The  setting  of  tin'  boilers  for  heating  tli«'  entire  establishmenl  and 
furnishing  steam  for  power,  mentioned  in  my  lasl  report  as  in 
progress,  has  been  completed,  and  tin'  middle  building  east,  the 
northwesl  building,  and  tin-  front  buildings  as  far  n^  they  have 


23 

heretofore  been  heated  by  steam,  now  derive  their  heat  from 
i  hem.  They  also  furnish  steam  for  cooking.  The  draught  of  I  he 
boilers  is  as  strong  as  could  be  desired,  and  their  operation  is  in 
all  respects  entirely  satisfactory.  The  floor  of  the  coal  vault  has 
been  paved  with  hard  bricks  laid  in  cement,  and  the  top  of  it 
covered  with  an  asphalt  pavement  one  and  one-half  ( 1  \  )  inches 
thick,  laid  upon  cement  concrete.  Three  (3)  new  and  one  (1)  old 
"Nonpareil"  washing-machines  and  ten  wash-trays  have  been  sel 
in  the  new  wash-room.  A  superior  forty  (40)  horse-power  engine, 
built  expressly  for  the  Asylum  at  the  Delamater  Iron- Works, 
to  drive  the  laundry  machinery,  fans,  etc.,  has  been  set  up  and  is 
in  operation.  All  the  shafting  Tor  tin4  laundry  and  fans  has  been 
hung,  and  is  also  in  operation.  . 

The  building,  (>.")  1)}-  45  feet  on  the  ground,  for  an  assembly- 
room,  kitchen,  store  and  fan  rooms,  has  been  erected,  and  is 
now  so  nearly  finished  and  furnished  that  every  part  of  it  will 
be  occupied  in  a  few  weeks  at  latest.  The  cooking  apparatus, 
furnished  by  Bramhall,  Deane  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  is  believed 
to  be  of  the  most  complete  character.  It  embraces  a  range  with 
four  (4)  ovens  and  a  portable  griddle,  two  (2)  broilers,  large  cop- 
per water,  tea,  coffee,  and  milk  urns,  six  (6)  steam-kettles,  four 
(4)  steam-tables,  and  a  coffee-roaster.  The  minor  appointments 
of  the  kitchen,  such  as  sinks,  tables,  dressers,  etc..  etc..  are  yet 
to  be  furnished.  The  air-ducts  from  fans  to  east  and  west  wings 
of  the  Asylum,  the  tramways  from  the  kitchen  to  rhe  foot  of  the 
dumbwaiters  supplying  the  hall  dining-rooms,  and  the  corridors 
connecting  the  assembly-room  with  the  halls  themselves,  have 
just  been  finished,  except  some  painting  in  the  corridors  and  the 
laying  of  the  upper  floor  of  one  of  the  tramways.  A  direct 
arched  passage  under  the  surface,  from  the  basement  of  the  Centre 
to  the  new  kitchen,  has  also  been  constructed  complete. 

The  John  C.  Green  Memorial  Building,  intended  to  form  a 
section  of  the  Asylum  edifice,  was  commenced  early  in  the  season. 
and  has  been  prosecuted  with  such  diligence  that  the  whole 
structure  is  now  under  roof,  and  the  permanent  windows  are  in 
place.  The  heating-coils  have  been  ordered,  and  as  soon  as  they 
are  delivered  I  propose  to  set  them  up  and  put  them  in  operation, 
with  the  view  of  going  on  with  the  plastering  and  finishing  with- 
out much  delay  on  account   of   the   cold   weather.      If   nothing 
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unforeseen  occurs  to  retard  the  work,  the  building  will  be  finished, 
furnished,  and  fitted  up  ready  for  occupation  on  the  Lsi  of  July 
nexl  possibly  somewhat  sooner  when  a  change  will  1"'  made 
in  the  wings  of  the  Asylum  edifice  which  the  male  and  female 
patients  now  respectively  occupy,  the  males  then  taking  the  east 
and  i  lie  females  taking  t  he  west  win 

Proposing  to  present  to  you,  in  a  special  report,  a  detailed 
description,  illustrated  by  drawings,  of  the  buildings  and  appoint- 
ments of  the  Institution  when  the  improvements  now  in  progress 
are  fully  completed,  the  foregoing  brief  resume  of  the  work  ex 
cuted  under  this  head  in  the  last  year  may  be  all  that  you  desire 
from  me  at  this  time;  and  1  presume  that  you  will  not  expect 
from  me  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  on  account 
of  the  permanent  improvements  in  the  year,  as  it  will,  without 
doubt,  be  made  to  you  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital. 

William  II.  Mary.  Esq.,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital  and 
the  Chairman  of  the  A.sylum  Committee,  has  added  another  to  his 
constant  evidences  through  many  years  of  the  warmest  interest  in 
the  prosperity  of  the  Asylum  and  in  the  welfare  of  its  Lnmat< 
by  giving  the  Institution  a  rery  complete  tower-clock  and  bell, 
manufactured  and  set  up  by  the  Seth  Thomas  Clock  Company. 
I)  >th  the  hours  and  half-hours  are  struck  from  seven  o'clock  in 
the  morning  until  seven   o'clock    in    the   evenii  During   the 

sleeping-hours  the  clock  is  silent.     One  of  the  tin-  dial-  i- 

visible  from  every  hall,  and  as  the  dials  arc  illuminated  a;  night, 
the  time  can  be  seen  at  all  hours  by  every  person  in  the  estab- 
lishment who  has  occasion  to  know  it.  Though  it  has  been  inn 
ning  l>ut  a  few  weeks,  its  great  convenience  is  already  highly 
appreciated,  as  well  by  the  patients  as  by  the  officers  and  em- 
j»lo\  ;'  t  he  In-tii  ut ion. 

Cornelius  II.  Delamater,  Esq.,  Long  a  distinguished  manufac 
turer  of  marine  engines  and  other  machinery,  made  .-i  substantial 
manifestation  of  hi-  interest  in  the  improvements  taking  place 
here,  and  in  the  objects  of  the  institution,  by  furnishing  the  Asylum 
;i  steam  engine  at  two  third-  of  the  regular  price  cha  I  for  an 
engine  of  the  same  size  and  finish. 

Mrs.  Nichols  has  given  the  institution  one  of  Edson's  record- 
ing time  and  alarm  steam  gauges,  which  ii., t  only  records  the 
pressure  of  steam  throughout   the  daj   ami  night  in  the  oilier  an- 
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der  the  observation  of  the  officers,  but  rings  an  alarm-bell  in  the 
boiler-room  whenever  the  steam-pressure  rises  beyond  a  fixed 
height.  It  is  an  absolute  detective  of  the  inattention,  from  any 
cause,  of  the  fireman,  and  preventive  of  extreme  results  by  the 
vigorous  alarm  it  sounds  when  the  steam-pressure  exceeds  a  safe 
limit. 

Dudley  S.  Gautier,  Esq.,  made  us  a  present  of  a  pair  of  excel- 
lent carriage-springs  of  his  own  manufacture. 

Numerous  merchants  have  shown  their  appreciation  of  the 
benevolent  objects  of  the  Institution  hy  making  liberal  discounts 
in  selling  their  goods  and  manufactures  to  the  Asylum.  I  can- 
not mention  them  all,  but  I  beg  to  assure  them  that  their  liberal- 
ity is  not  less  appreciated  because  it  is  not  practicable  to  make  a 
specific  acknowledgment  of  that  of  each  one  of  them. 

Francis  Wells,  Esq.,  of  Philadelphia,  obliged  us  very  much  by 
entertaining  the  patients  with  humorous  readings  at  an  open-air 
celebration  on  our  lawn,  of  the  Fourth  of  July.  Another  friend 
furnished  the  music,  and  the  day  was  quite  a  memorable  one  in 
our  calendar. 

While  the  Asylum  has  no  income  from  a  public  source,  it  con- 
stantly treats  patients  for  much  less  than  it  costs,  and  not  a  few 
without  any  compensation.  It  uses  all  the  means  properly  at  its 
command  in  aid  of  deserving  indigent  insane.  Whatever  is  saved 
by  purchasing  at  a  reduced  cost,  or  whatever  expenditure  is  ren- 
dered unnecessary  by  the  gifts  of  benevolent  friends,  by  so  much 
are  the  means  of  the  Institution  increased  which  enable  it  to  sup- 
port free,  or  partly  free,  patients.  Like  a  benevolent  citizen,  it 
economizes  in  its  expenditures  in  order  to  maintain  or  increase  its 
charities,  and  is  the  almoner  of  the  gifts  of  others  for  the  same 
purpose. 

In  April  last  Miss  Elizabeth  L.  Clapp,  who  had  been  the  ma 
tron  of  the  Asylum  for  about  fifteen  (15)  years,  resigned,  and  in 
May  Miss  Harriet  J.  Bennett,  who  had  been  the  housekeeper  of 
the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane  for  about  thirteen  (13) 
years,  was  appointed  to  that  position  here.  Mr.  Win.  Gr.  Ver- 
planck,  who  had  been  warden  of  the  Asylum  for  about  nineteen 
(19)  years,  was  compelled  by  ill  health  to  wholly  sever  his  con- 
nection with  the  Asylum  in  June  last.  At  the  same  time  Mr. 
W.  M.  Haddock,  who  had  been  the  assistant  warden  for  three  (3) 
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years,  resigned,  and  Mi-.  James  R.  Lathrop  was  appointed  to 
discharge  substantially  the  same  duties  as  the  wardens  of  the 
Institution  have  done  for  many  years,  with  the  official  title  of 
steward. 

There  has  been  no  chancre  in  the  medical  staff  of  the  Asylum 
during  t  he  year. 

Many  of  the  attendants  upon  the  patients  have  been  faithful 
and  efficient  in  the  discharge  of  their  difficult  duties,  and  1  wish 
to  record  my  high  appreciation  of  their  valuable  services.  <  )i  hers, 
having  proved  incompetent  or  been  guilty  of  wilful  faults,  have 
been  prompt 1  v  discharged.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 


In:  5E  establishments  consist  of  the  New  York  Hospital,  in  Fifteenth 
Street,  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  on  the  Boulevard,  at 

One  Hundred  and  Seventeenth  Street,  and  the  House  ot  Relief,  at  No. 
1 60  Chambers  Street,  for  the  reception  and  care  of  the  more  urgent 
1  uses  principally  surgical,  occurring  in  the  lower  part  of  the  city. 

The  Governors  are  able  to  report  that  ail  these  Institutions  have 
been  successfully  and  efficiently  administered  during  the  year  jusl 
closed. 

The  financial  condition  of  this  corporation,  on  the  31st  dav  of  De- 
cember, 1879,  as  compared  with  that  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year, 
was  as  follows  :

In  the  appendix  will  be  found  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Accounts,  showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures  from  all  sources  and 
on  all  accounts,  together  with  statements  in  detail  of  the  items  of  dis- 
bursement for  each  of  the  three  establishments. 

The  number  of  patients  who  received  the  benefits  of  the  Hospital, 
as  medical  or  surgical  patients,  during  the  year  1879,  was  1,933,  being 
an  increase  of  440  over  the  previous  year.  The  average  number  in  the 
wards  was  122^. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  at  the  House  of  Relief  was  890,  a 
large  increase  over  the  number  of  the  previous  year.  The  total  service 
of  this  house  is  largely  increased  by  cases  of  emergency  which  are 
admitted,  and  after  one  or  two  days'  treatment  are  transferred  to  other 
Hospitals,  504  cases  having  been  thus  disposed  of  during  the  year. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  has  rapidly  increased  in  favor,  the 
number  of  cases  treated  at  the  Hospital  having  been  2,827,  against 
1,694  in  1878;  and  at  the  House  of  Relief  8,189,  against  4,995  ln  l878> 
the  increase  at  the  latter  having  been  such  as  to  seriously  tax  the 
resources  of  the  establishment. 

The  total  number  of  ambulance  calls  was  2,006. 

Of  the  1,993  patients  treated  in  the  Hospital,  the  number  of  weeks 
of  residence  wTas  6,372  4,  divided  between  paying  patients,  in  the  pro- 
portion of  30  per  cent.,  and  70  per  cent,  ot  non-paying  patients.  The 
drafts  upon  the  Charity  Fund  in  favor  of  the  latter  class  amounted  to

1,213.41.  The  service  at  the  House  ol  Relief  is  strictly  free,  and  has 
Ik-cii  carried  on  at  a  cosl  of  $18,354.67. 

The  Tables  of  Statistics  appended  hereto  have  been  carefully  and 
accurately  prepared,  under  the  direction  of  the  Clinical  Registrars,  and 
to  them  reference  is  made  for  the  results  of  treatment,  and  all  other 
statistical  information. 

Clinics  have  been  held  by  some  of  the  Physicians  of  the  Out-Patient 
Department,  as  well  as  by  the  attending  Physicians  and  Surgeons  ol 
the  Hospital,  which  have  been  freely  opened  to  professional  men  and 
students.  A  second  course  of  lectures  on  diseases  of  the  skin  has  been 
delivered  by  Dr.  L.  D.  Buckley,  well  attended  by  physicians,  as  well  as 
Students,  and  alterations  have  been  made  in  the  Pathological  Amphi- 
theatre to  improve  the  accommodation  for  that  purpose. 

Eighty-five  preparations  have  been  added  to  trie  Pathological  Cab- 
inet, which  now  contains  upward  ot  1.500  carefully  classified  specimens, 
and  is  made  use  ot"  by  a  constantly  increasing  number  of  visitors. 

The  Report  of  the  Librarian  shows  the  Library  to  be  in  a  flourishing 
condition.  Six  hundred  volumes  have  been  added,  increasing  the 
number  on  the  shelves  to  upwards  of  12,000.  besides  which  nearly  one 
hundred  current  journals,  transactions,  &c,  are  regularly  received. 
Access  to  all  the  works  is  freely  accorded,  and  has  been  duly  appre- 
ciated. 

The  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  under  the  able  management  ot"  the 
Medical  Superintendent,  Or.  CHARLES  II.  NlCHOLS,  has  continued  to 
receive  and  treat  insane  patients  to  the  full  extent  of  its  accommoda- 
tions.      The    Annual    Report    of  Dr.  Nichols   will    we   found   in   the  Ap- 

inlix,  and  reference  thereto  is  made  tor  the  results  of  treatment,  and 
all  other  statistics  relative  to  the  Institution,  as  also  for  a  particular 
des<  ription  ot  the  improvements  commenced  during  the  year  1^77,  and 

now   nearly  completed.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital. 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  Report  for 
the  year  1879,  of  the  operations  of  this  department  of  your  Hospital 
which  is  devoted  to  the  treatment  of  mental  diseases. 

Under  the  belief  that  it  wrill  be  most  satisfactor}^  to  yourselves  and 
to  other  readers  of  the  Report,  to  be  able  to  see  at  the  outset  and  at  a 
glance,  the  general  operations  of  the  Institution  as  an  Asylum  or  Hos- 
pital, the  subjoined  table  is  here  submitted,  as  usual:

One  man  and  one  woman  were  discharged  once  and  readmitted  in 
the  course  of  the  year;  consequently   there  was   one    less  person   than 

e  of  each  sex  under  treatment. 

The  admissions  this  year  were  thirty-two  less  than  last  year.  The 
average  number  under  treatment  was,  however,  4.09  more  this  year  than 
last,  and  fully  as  high  as  could  be  accommodated  with  due  regard  to 
health  and  safety,  while  the  renovations  of  the  buildings  are  in  progress 
and  before  the  additions  are  opened. 

The  prognosis  in  forty-three  of  the  cases  received  this  vear,  nineteen 
of  men  and  twenty -four  of  women,  appeared  to  be  more  or  less  favor- 
able at  the  time  of  admission.  In  the  remaining  thirty-tour  cases,  four- 
teen of  men  and  twenty  of  women,  the  prospect  of  recovery  at  the  time 
of  admission  appeared  to  be  quite  unfavorable,  in  some  cases  from  the 
chronicity  and  fatuity  of  the  mental  disorder,  and  in  others  from  evi- 
dent es  of  serious  structural  disease  of  the  brain. 

One  woman  was  admitted  the  sixth  time  suffering  from  the  eighth 
attack;  one  man  the  fifth  lime  in  his  fifth  attack  ;  one  woman  the  to  in  th 
time  in  her  third  attack  ;  one  man  and  one  woman  the  third  time,  the  first 

in  his    second  and    the   second    in  her  first    attack;    three    men  and    tin 
women  the    <•<  'Mid  time,  one   ol    the    men  in  a  tilth,  two   ot    the    men    and 
two  ot  ihc  women  in  the  second,  and  one  woman  in  the  fir  Si    attack  :    by 

which  it  appears  thai  eleven  patients  admitted  this  year,  five  different 
men  and  six  different  women,  have  been  inmates  ot  tin*  Institution 
thirty-three  different  times,  including  seven  of  this  class,  three  men  and 

lout  women,  who  wet  c  under  treatment  at  the  end  ot  the  pear.  The 
histOl  \    ot  these  persons  sllOWS  that    thev   had  Suffered   thirtv-live  attacks 

ol  distin<  iiv  developed  insanity  in  one  ot  its  nosological  tonus.     As  1 
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have  already  written,  only  two  persons,  one  man  and  one  woman,  were 
discharged  and  admitted  again  in  the  course  of  the  year.  The  man  is  he 
who  was  admitted  the  fifth  time  in  the  fifth  attack,  and  remains  under 
treatment.  The  woman  is  she  who  was  admitted  a  second  time  in  a  first 
attack.  She  was  discharged  the  second  time  before  the  end  of  the  year, 
very  much  improved,  and  has  since  visited  the  Institution  and  appeared 
to  be  entirely  well.  As,  then,  two  of  the  eleven  cases  were  admitted  a 
second  time  in  the  course  of  the  year,  it  follows  that  they  represent  thir- 
teen of  the  admissions.  The  remaining  sixty-four  cases  received  were 
all  first  admissions  and  first  attacks.  I  shall  make  a  brief  reference  to 
these  multiple  admissions  under  the  head  of  recoveries. 

Cases  of  delirium  tremens,  or  of  the  opium  habit  alone,  or  of  simple 
alcoholism,  are  not  received  into  the  Asylum. 

Twenty-nine  different  persons,  sixteen  men  and  thirteen  women,  were 
discharged  recovered.  The  ratio  of  recoveries  to  discharges,  including 
deaths,  was  358  to  1000,  and  slightly  more  favorable  than  that  of  the 
previous  year.  One  man  made  his  fourth  recovery  here  from  the  same 
number  of  attacks.  Another  recovered  a  second  time  here  from  what 
was  believed  to  be  his  fifth  attack,  and  another  a  second  time  from  a 
second  attack.  One  woman  recovered  a  sixth  time  from  what  is  be- 
lieved to  have  been  her  eighth  attack;  two  women  recovered  the  first 
time  here,  one  from  a  second  and  one  from  a  third  attack.  The  remain- 
ing twenty-three,  thirteen  men  and  ten  women,  were  first  admissions 
and  first  recoveries  from  first  attacks. 

Nine  of  the  eleven  second  or  more  admissions  this  year  have  made 
nineteen  recoveries  while  under  treatment  in  this  Institution,  from  dis- 
tinct attacks  of  insanity.  In  but  one  case  was  the  interval  between 
two  attacks  less  than  a  year  (five  months  one  day);  the  longest  interval 
was  fourteen  years,  one  month  and  twenty-seven  days,  —the  average 
time  between  the  attacks  having  been  four  years,  four  months,  ^  day. 
The  earliest  period  at  which  any  one  of  these  nine  persons,  accidentally 
associated  for  treatment  this  year,  was  an  inmate  of  the  Institution, 
was  July,  1845,  and  since  that  time  they  have  together  enjoyed  seventy- 
three  years,  eight  months  and  eight  days  of  the  liberty,  labor  and 
pleasures  of  sanity, — a  boon  which  the  individuals  most  interested 
will  agree  was  worth  all  the  cost  and  pains  of  their  treatment.  In 
this  calculation  I  have  made  no  estimate  of  the  time  that  elapsed 
between  the  attacks  and  readmissions,  but  it  happens  that  in  all  these 
cases  it  probably  was  quite  short, — rarely  exceeding  a  fortnight. 

Of  the  cases  reported  as  recovered,  the  form  of  disease  was  ordinary 
mania  in  fifteen,  nine  in  men  and  six  in  women;  hysterical  mania  in 
three,  one  man  and  two  women;  puerperal  mania  in  two  women;  and 
melancholia  in  nine,  six  in  men  and  three  in  women. 
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e  duration  of  the  treatment  of  the  cases  of  recovery  varied  from 

nineteen  days  to  three  rears,  nine  months  and  sixteen  days, — the  aver- 
age having  been  six  months  and  sixteen  |]  days.  The  duration  of  the 
disease  from  invasion  to  recovery  ranged  from  twenty-two  days  to  six 
years,  nine  months  and  sixteen  days, — the  average  having  been  nine 
months  and  twenty-three  \'~  days. 

Among  the  thirty-four  patients  classed  as  improved  at  the  time  ot 
their  discharge,  no  less  than  eighteen,  six  men  and  twelve  women, 
seemed  likely  to  recover  had  their  treatment  been  uninterruptedly  con- 
tinued. Three  or  four  of  them  will  probably  recover  at  home.  The 
remaining  sixteen,  six  men  and  ten  women,  appeared  altogether  un- 
likely to  recover. 

And  of  the  eleven  discharged  unimproved,  eight  men  and  three 
women,  there  was  no  obvious  reason  why  three  of  them,  one  man  and 
two  women,  might  not  have  recovered  had  their  treatment  been  unin- 
terruptedly persevered  in.  Indeed,  I  have  heard  that  one  of  them,  a 
woman,  has  recovered  in  a  distant  State,  to  which  she  was  removed 
directly  from  Bloom ingd ale, — whether  under  hospital  treatment  or  not  I 
do  not   know. 

The  case  of  insane  persons  that  do  not  receive  timely  hospital  or 
asylum  treatment,  or  that  are  removed  from  a  hospital  or  asylum  bef 

a  fair  trial  of  treatment  is  made,  should  be  regarded  with  the  deepest 

sympathy.  A  few  cases  of  derangement  will  make  favorable  recover, 
under  private  treatment,  and  the  step  of  sending  a  patient  to  an  asylum 
should  not  be  precipitately  taken, —  not  until  the  nature  and  immediate 
probabilities  of  the  case  have  declared  themselves,  and  it  has  become 
obvious  that  the  disturbance  is  not  likelv  to  prove  temporary.  When 
the  latter  is  the  case,  no  time  should  be  lost  in  placing  the  patient  under 
the  treatment  of  an  asvlum  or  hospital,  where  strength  can  be  hus- 
banded   and    restored,    the    tendency    to    organic   changes    arrested,    and 

such  treatment  as  special  complications  require,  administered  with 
fourfold    more   certainty,  effectiveness   and    ease   to   the    patient,   than 

can  be  done  in  a  private  family,  amidst  the  hundred  untoward  influences 
which  the  solicitude  of  near  relations,  inexperience  and  various  inadap- 
tat  i<  mis  gn  e  rise  to. 

Some    individuals   affected    witli    chronic    mental    disease    ot    a    mild 

type    ni.iv    have    their    happiness    safely  augmented   bv    t  hei  r  i  el  urn    from 

jrlum  to  home  lite.      A   tew  hopeful    cases    recover  after    rcmuv.il,  from 

the    momentum    of  their   Convalescence    established   at   an  asvlum.      In  a 

tew  others  the  momentum  "i  convalescence  is  accelerated  by  such  a 
change,  but  in  many  cims  it  evidently  turns  the  scab-  ..gainst  the 
progr<  rv.  and  determines  a  lite  ot   mental  derangement. 

Thi  ol  woiiiiv  patients  whose  premature  removal  is  necessitated 


by  the  straitened  circumstances  of  themselves  and  their  friends,  deserve 
special  commiseration;  and  I  trust  that  the  day  is  not  distant  when 
pecuniary  considerations  will  not  compel  any  patient  to  leave  our  pro- 
tection and  care  so  long  as  the  case  gives  promise  of  recovery  or  mate- 
rial further  relief. 

It  is  still  much  to  be  regretted  that  people  of  all  classes  not  infre- 
quently appear  to  be  moved  to  place  their  friends  in  the  asylum,  by  their 
becoming  so  violent  as  to  be  no  longer  manageable  at  home,  and  to 
remove  them  because  they  have  so  far  improved  that  they  can  be  con- 
trolled by  their  friends.  People  who  exhibit  this  weak  insensibility  to 
duty,  are  often  what  are  called  kind-hearted,  and  seem  unable  to  subject 
their  sick  relatives  to  the  present  and  temporary  privation  attendant 
upon  treatment  away  from  home,  for  the  sake  of  the  supreme  earthly 
good  of  health.  No  fact  is  better  established,  both  by  experience  and 
pathological  investigations,  than  that  the  disorders  of  the  brain  which 
give  rise  to  mental  derangement  rapidly  lose  their  susceptibility  to  suc- 
cessful treatment;  and  the  simple  corollary  of  that  fact,  is  that  deferred 
treatment  not  very  infrequently  robs  individuals  of  reason,  liberty  and 
happiness,  for  life.  Insanity  is  not  such  a  curable  disease,  under  the 
most  favorable  circumstances,  as  to  afford  any  margin  either  for  expect- 
ant or  deferred  treatment. 

I  am  very  gladly  and  most  unexpectedly  able  to  report  a  smaller 
number  of  deaths  this  year  than  last,  when  the  actual  number  and  ratio 
to  population  were  lower  than  for  many  previous  years.  The  number 
was  seven,  five  of  men  and  two  of  women.  Two,  one  man  and  one 
woman,  died  in  the  acute  stages  of  their  illness,  the  first  mainly  from 
the  exhaustion  of  melancholia  and  determined  refusal  of  food,  in  about 
six  months  after  a  second  invasion  of  mental  disease,  and  in  just  three 
months  after  admission  ;  and  the  second  from  the  exhaustion  of  acute 
mania  in  an  anaemic  condition  of  body,  in  about  one  month  after  her  de- 
rangement commenced,  and  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  her  treatment  here. 
In  the  first  of  these  cases  a  tendency  to  paralysis  was  manifested,  and  the 
prognosis  was  considered  quite  unfavorable  soon  after  his  admission. 
In  the  other  acute  case  recovery  was  thought  at  least  possible,  but  she 
did  not  exhibit  the  vitality  necessary  to  carry  her  through  the  first 
shock  of  a  high  grade  of  mania.  The  other  five  deaths,  four  of  men 
and  one  of  a  woman,  took  place  in  chronic  and  hopeless  cases,  two,  one 
man  aged  eighty-two,  and  one  woman  aged  eighty-four,  suffering  from 
senile  dementia,  the  first  from  senile  debility  augmented  by  heart  disease 
and  fracture  of  the  neck  of  the  left  femur,  and  the  second  from  senile 
debility  and  right  hemiplegia;  and  three  men,  one  aged  forty-six  from 
convulsions  of  paresis,  one  aged  forty-two  in  a  convulsion  of  long 
standing  epilepsy,  and  one  aged  thirty-eight  from  exhaustion  of  a  gene- 
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ral  paralysis.  The  time  spent  in  the  Asylum  by  those  who  died  varied 
from  sixteen  days  to  fifteen  years,  one  month  and  nine  daj  s, — the  average 
having  been  three  years,  two  months  and  eighteen  and  one-eighth  days. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  only  one  death  occurred  in  a  case  that  was 
deemed  hopeful.  The  per  cent,  of  deaths  to  the  whole  number  of  cases 
treated  was  3.9+  in  men  and  1.46  —  in  women, — the  average  having  been 
2.64  +. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients,  as  well  as  of  the  resident  officers 
and  employes,  lias  been  excellent.  Two  female  employes  have  had 
scarlet  lever  in  the  course  of  tin-  year.  They  had  the  disease  at  different 
times,  and  evidently  took  it  somewhere  away  from  the  Institution. 
They  were  treated  in  an  isolated  room,  and  no  other  case  occurred. 

The  number  of  patients  disposed  to  take  their  lives  was  fewer  this 
war  than  last,  though  in  the  case  of  one  man  who  completely  re<  overed 
his  health,  the  suicidal  purpcj.se  was  Strong  and  persistent,  and  the  a.  1 
was  several  times  attempted  before  admission,  and  once  during  a  short 
absence  on  trial.  No  suicide  occurred,  however.  It  is  a  common  im- 
pression that  the  singular  disposition  to  take  their  own  lives  that  the 
insane  frequently  manifest  is  to  be  thwarted  by  the  absence  of  the 
means  of  effecting  their  purpose.  1  think  this  view  fallacious  and  often 
literally  fatal.  The  suicidal  insane  should  be  carefully  kept  from  all 
Such  ready  opportunities  to  effect  their  purpose  as  open  unguarded 
windows,  precipices,  bodies  of  water,  razors  and  other  sharp  or  pointed 
instruments,  and  from  lopes  and  poisons;  but  the  furniture  of  their 
apartments  and  their  ordinary  surroundings  should  be,  in  the  main, 
suited  to  such  mental  conditions  and   manifestations  as  are  independent 

of  the  disposition  to  personal  violence.     Suicides  are  very  ineffectively 

prevented    by    mere    lack    of    mechanical    opportunity.      Cases    in    lac 
numbers  could  be  cited  in  illustration  of  this  fact.     The  only  mechanical 
means  of  preventing  suicide  which  1  have   much   confidence   in.  are   the 
muff    -I   camisole  and  the  Wyman  bed  snap.     Suicides  are  most  effect- 
ively prevented  by  the  observation,  night  and  day,  of  faithful  attendants. 

Such  observation  should  be  intelligent  and  vigilant,  but  not  so  obtrusive 
to   excite   me    spirit    ol    rivalry   in  vigilance    between    the    patient    ami 

attendant.      The  necessity  for  a  special  attendant  at  night  tor  each  case 

may  be  avoided  by  placing  all  such  Cases  Of  one  sex  under  treatment  at 
one  time,  in  an  asso.  iated  dormitory  or  suite  ol  rooms,  and  have  them 
overlooked    by    one    night    attendant.      His    vigilance    may    be    rendered 

almost  absolutely  certain  l>\  the  occasional  calls  ol  the  regular  night 
attendant.     This  plan  ol  preventing  suicides  is  rendered  practicable 

the  ta<  t   that  the  del  ei  m  i  nedl  v   suicidal  eases  are  ran  .v      <>  tuibulenl  as  to 

disturb  the  rest  ol  neai  neighbors.     I  may  add,  that  I  think  more  1  an  be 
complished  than  was  loimeilv    thought    practicable  to  alleviate  the 
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distress  that  looks  to  death  for  relief,  by  medical  and  dietetic  measures, 
and  by  cheerful  apartments,  associations  and  exercises. 

None  of  the  other  serious  accidents  to  which  households  of  this 
character  are  peculiarly  subject,  occurred,  notwithstanding  the  unusual 
presence  of  materials,  tools  and  workmen,  in  and  about  the  buildings, 
throughout  the  year,  unless  the  fracture  of  the  neck  of  the  femur,  within 
the  capsular  ligament,  by  a  fall  to  the  floor,  in  a  feeble  man  of  eighty- 
two,  should  be  regarded  as  an  exception  to  the  exemption  stated.  I 
think  the  irritation  of  the  fracture  may  have  slightly  hastened  the  death 
of  this  patient,  which  was  primarily  attributable  to  heart  disease. 

Religious  services  have  been  held  on  every  Sabbath  of  the  year. 
They  are  made  as  interesting  and  instructive  as  practicable,  and,  with 
rare  exceptions,  they  are  voluntarily  attended  by  all  the  patients  whose 
state  of  health  renders  it  suitable  for  them  to  join  an  assemblage  of  the 
household. 

Further  additions  have  been  made  in  the  course  of  the  year  to  the 
means  of  taking  carriage  exercise;  and  besides  the  regular  riding  in 
turn  one,  and  sometimes  two,  carriages  were  most  of  the  time  exclu- 
sively employed  in  taking  out  patients  in  the  early  stages  of  their  con- 
valescence, or  in  more  or  less  disturbed  mental  conditions,  with  manifest 
benefit  in  most  cases. 

The  parties  and  receptions  given  in  the  winter  months  have  been 
continued,  and  attended  with  unflagging  interest. 

On  the  20th  of  March  the  new  Assembly  Room  was  formally  opened 
with  a  special  evening  entertainment,  in. honor  of  the  Governors  of  the 
Hospital.  It  was  numerously  attended  by  the  Governors,  including  the 
venerable  Vice-President  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Willetts.  Several  of  the 
Governors  were  accompanied  by  members  of  their  families.  Since  then, 
twelve  entertainments  of  a  superior  character,  consisting  of  plays,  read- 
ings, music  and  prestigiation,  have  been  voluntarily  given,  in  part  by 
amateurs,  and  in  part  by  professional  performers,  to  the  great  enjoyment 
and  sensible  relief  of  the  inmates  of  the  Institution.  I  highly  appreciate 
the  generous  sympathies  of  those  accomplished  ladies  and  gentlemen, 
who  have  materially  contributed  to  the  enjoyment  of  this  household,  in 
the  way  I  have  mentioned,  and  I  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  they 
have  been  equally  appreciated  by  the  Asylum  Committee.  I  do  not  feel 
at  liberty  to  mention  in  this  public  document  the  names  of  all  who  have 
taken  part  in  these  entertainments,  but  none  will  deem  it  an  invidious 
distinction  for  me  to  refer  to  Miss  Annie  D.  Ware,  of  Niblo's  Theatre, 
and  to  Mr.  Francis  Wells,  of  Philadelphia,  who  never  seem  to  weary 
of  devoting  their  rare  dramatic  and  elocutionary  gifts  to  our  entertain- 
ment and  instruction. 

The   effort   has    been    continued   to   execute   the  current  repairs  and 
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improvements  in  the  best  architectural  and  mechanical  modes,  and  also  in 

such  mannei   as  will  he  most  conducive  to  the   highest  sanitary   and 
i  ;theiic  equipment  of  the  establishment 

The  northwest  building  has  been  pointed  and  cement- washed,  and 
the  cellar  windows  repaired. 

The  stone  flagging  on  the  grounds  had  become  considerably  dislo- 
cated, in  many  places,  by  frost  and  unequal  settlements  ot  the  earth 
under  it,  and  nearly  all    of  it    has   been    raised   and    relaid    upon  a  bed  ot 

concrete.  The  grades  <>f  most  of  it  have  at  the  same  time  been  changed 
to  conform  t<>  those  of  the  new  buildings,  and  with  a  view  to  prompt 
ami  complete  surface  drainage. 

It  was  mentioned  in  the  last  report  that  eight  ot  the  old  chimney- 
tops  had  been  rebuilt  and  surmounted  with  strong  architectural  caps. 
Sixteen  other  chimneys  have  been  treated  in  like  manner;  and  I  believe 
that  all  the  numerous  chimneys  of  the  establishment  are  now  in  good 
and  durable  order. 

About  one-half  of  the  east  side  of  the  roof  of  the  middle  building 
east  (formerly  known  as  the  "new  building")  lias  been  re-slated,  and 
the  gutters  and  cornices  of  that  building,  and  the  roofs,  gutters  and 
cornices  of  both  the  northeast  and  northwest  buildings  have  been  thor- 
oughly repaired.  The  cornices  have  been  painted  and  sanded,  and  the 
bare  places  on  the  tin  roofs  and  gutters  painted,  preparatory  to  thorough 
paint  ing  in  the  Spring. 

All  the  leaders  have  been  repaired  or  renewed,  except  two  in  front 
of    the  original  building. 

The  external  sub-basement  of  the  middle  building  east  has  been 
pointed  or  refaced  with  Portland  cement. 

The  stone  wall  separating  the  north  from  the  northwest  airing  courts, 
and    that    on    the    north    end    of  the    north   airing   court,   has   been    raised 
about  one  foot,  roofed  and  rough-casl  ;    and  a  kitchen  yard    has  been  cut 
off  from  the  east   side   of    the    latter  court  by  a  neat  wood  fence  nine  t< 
high  and  faced  on  both  sides. 

A  firm,  dry  supply  or  traffic  road,  leading  from  the  real  gate  to  the 
al-vault,   Laundry,   baker;    and   storerooms,  was   made  by  graveling 
over  a  (los<-  under-paving  <>\   large  stone 

Considerable  grading,  soiling  and  turfing,  or  seeding,  in  the  airing 

<  ourts,  has  been  done,  preparatory  to  the  repair-  or  renewal  oi  the  sum- 
mer-houses, and  the  laving  ol   dry  walk 

Pipe    Connections    have    been    made    between  two  other  old  stone  cis- 

terns  and  that  into  which  the  Croton  water  is  discharged  immediately 

alter  it  |  tin-  metre      These  three  cisterns  and  the  well  in  the  east 

irard  will  togethei  store  at  hat  twelve  thousand  gallons  ot  water.     The 

supply  ot  Croton   walei    has  been  somewhat    scant   at   times,  in  the  coin 
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of  the  last  few  months,  on  account  of  the  increasing  draughts  at  points 
lower  than  Bloomingdale,  from  the  main  from  which  we  obtain  it.  A 
"stand-pipe"  and  machinery  for  elevating  the  water,  are  being  erected 
on  the  high  ground  at  Ninety-third  Street  and  Ninth  Avenue,  and  when 
they  are  completed  and  in  operation,  I  am  led  to  expect  that  the  "  head  " 
will  be  sufficient  to  again  raise  the  water  into  the  tanks  in  our  attic,  as 
it  did  when  the  water  was  first  derived  from  the  Boulevard  main,  five  or 
six  years  ago. 

In  the  corridors  and  rooms  of  the  basement  of  all  the  main  building 
the  earth  lias  been  removed  to  the  depth  of  twro  feet  below  the  floor 
level,  and  the  bottom  of  the  excavation  concreted.  About  half  of  the 
floors  have  been  relaid  with  best  yellow  pine,  upon  locust  or  chestnut 
joists,  and  the  remainder  will  be  laid  at  an  early  day.  This  arrange- 
ment secures  the  dryness  necessary  to  salubrity,  and  room  for  all  steam, 
condense,  water  and  drain  pipes,  batween  the  floor  and  concrete. 

One  of  the  tanks  in  the  attic  has  been  raised  so  as  to  supply  the 
Mansard  story  of  the  Green  Building,  and  the  remainder  will  soon  be 
raised  to  the  same  level. 

An  eight-inch  earthen  sewer  pipe,  and  an  air  duct  two  feet  by  one 
foot  six  inches,  were  laid,  the  first  from  the  main  sewer  pipe,  and  the 
second  from  the  main  air  passage  of  the  Green  Building,  to  the  resi- 
dence of  the  Superintendent's  family.  The  water  pipe  has  been  laid  in 
the  air  duct.  In  the  course  of  the  next  summer  steam  radiators  will  be 
substituted  for  the  furnace  in  the  Superintendent's  house,  and  live 
steam  and  condense  or  return  pipes  laid  in  the  same  duct  that  supplies 
fresh  air  from  the  fans,  through  the  Green  Building,  to  the  radiators. 

The  furniture,  carriages  and  other  instrumentalities  of  the  work  of 
the  Institution,  have  been  kept  in  good  repair,  and  all  house-furnishing 
materials  supplied  as  they  have  been  needed. 

The  new  kitchen  and  tramways  have  rendered  it  practicable  to  make 
great  improvements  in  the  quality  of  the  cooking  and  in  the  condition 
in  which  the  food  is  served.  I  am  sure  that  the  dullest  of  the  old 
patients  recognize  and  appreciate  this  improvement. 

Many  merchants  and  manufacturers  have  supplied  the  needs  of  the 
Institution  at  considerable  discounts  from  their  usual  prices,  and  their 
liberality  is  highly  appreciated. 

I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  present  to  the  Institution  of  a  superior 
mahogany  billiard  table,  by  Elbridgk  T.  Gerry,  Esq.,  one  of  the  Gov- 
ernors of  the  Hospital,  and  of  $100  to  be  expended  in  pictures  for  the 
embellishment  of  the  walls  of  the  halls,  by  James  M.  Brown,  Esq., 
another  and  officially  one  of  the  oldest  of  the  Governors,  and  a  member 
of  the  Asylum  Committee.

Supposing  that  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  disbursements  on  account 
of  the  ordinary  support  of  the  Asylum,  will  appear  in  the  usual  place  in 
j   »ur  report,  it  seems  quite  unnecessary  to  introduce  it  hen-. 

The  new  Assembly  Room,  kitchen  and  tramways  were  completed 
early  in  the  year,  and  have  since  been  in  regular  use.  Their  use  has 
disclosed  s, nnc  slight  practical  detects,  but  none  that   have  not  been  or 

(    uinot  be  easily  remedied        A   Vale  rotary  Oven   has   been    placed  in  the 

bakery,— the  first  one  oi  the  kind  built  in  New  York.     It  is  conveniently 

driven  by  the  same  power  that  drives  tin-  fans  and  laundry  machinery, 
and  cooks  everything,  from  a  small  cake  or  custard  to  a  joint  of  meat, 
in    an   admirable    manner.     The    lightness,   spaciousness,  airiness  and 

cheerfulness    ol    the    kitchen    and    bakery    looms,    and    the    diversity   and 

mpleteneSJ   ol    the  cooking    apparatus,  leave  little  to  be  desired  in  this 

direction.      The  food  is  now  well   cooked  and  served   ho!.     If  it  is  not.

I  hev  have  not  \  <i  been  regularly  used,  on  account  of  the  inconvenient 
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of  strong  draughts  of  air  to  the  men  who  have  been  at  work  most  of  the 
time  in  one  or  more  of  the  air-passages. 

The  earth  lias  been  removed  from  under  the  south  end  of  the  north- 
east building,  and  substantial  cellar  walls  built.  Sections  of  the  corridor 
walls  containing  hot  air  flues,  have  been  carried  up  to  the  foot  of  the 
third  story  of  that  building.  Indirect  steam  radiators  have  been  substituted 
for  the  old  hot  water  apparatus,  and  are  in  complete  operation.  The 
floors  of  the  first  story  have  been  relaid,  and  most  of  the  plastering 
renewed.  The  corridors,  dining  and  day  rooms  are  ornamented  with 
neat  cornices  and  centre  pieces.  The  work  of  renovating  the  first  story 
is  complete,  except  painting.  The  same  work  is  going  forward,  but  is 
less  advanced  in  the  other  two  stories. 

The  necessary  excavation  has  been  made,  and  the  corridor  walls  of 
the  south  half  of  the  middle  building  east  have  been  underpinned,  and 
eleven  additional  heating  coils  have  been  placed  in  the  cellar.  All  the 
trimmings  of  the  basement  story  of  this  building  have  been  taken 
down  and  put  up  in  a  substantial  manner,  and  those  of  the  other  stories 
will  be  treated  in  the  same  way. 

A  tasteful  and  substantial  porter's  lodge,  containing  seven  rooms, 
has  been  built  at  the  entrance  gate.  It  is  heated  by  a  furnace  removed 
from  the  northeast  building,  and  the  waiting-room  is  comfortably  fur- 
nished. The  lodge  and  its  keeper  are  expected  to  be  a  great  convenience 
to  proper  visitors  at  proper  hours,  and  a  corresponding  hindrance  to 
improper  visitors,  and  to  visiting  at  improper  hours.

Mainly  on  account  of  the  rise  in  the  prices  of  materials  and  labor  it 
was  found  that  it  would  be  neither  convenient  nor  economical  to  ad- 
vance the  work  on  the  John  C.  Green  Memorial  Building  with  the  rapidity 
that  was  contemplated  a  year  ago,  and  the  completion  of  that  edifice, 
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including  furnishing  it  and  fitting  it  up,  is  just  drawing  to  a  close.  As 
this  building,  perhaps,  in  connection  with  the  other  buildings  <>f  the 
establishment,  when  the  alterations  and  repairs  in  pr  •  are  com- 

pleted, may  be  described  in  a  special  report,  I  will  make  no  other  refer- 
ent e  to  it  here,  except  to  say  that  the  disbursements  this  jrear  on  account 

of  this  building  amounted  to  $64,550.61. 

Dr.  W.m.  B.  Goldsmith  severed  his  connection  with  the  Asylum  in 
August  last,  with  the  view  of  devoting  a  year  or  more  to  tin-  study  of 
mental  and  nervous  diseases  in  Europe.  IIi>  place  was  filled  l>v  | 
appointment  of  Dr.  Wallace  J.  Herriman,  who  graduated  with  dis- 
tinction, has  had  considerable  experience  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane, 
and  was  highly  recommended  by  distinguished  medical  and  other  gen- 
tlemen who  were  well  acquainted  with  his  qualifications.  In  the  dis- 
charge of  his  dm  ies  here  he  has  exhibited  very  satisfactory  zeal,  tact  and 
judgment.  There  has  been  no  other  change  in  the  Asylum  staff  in  the 
course  of  the  year. 

I  wish  to  strongly  commend  the  zeal  evinced  by  the  staff  in  pro- 
moting both  the  general  interests  of  the  Institution  and  the  collective 
and  individual  interests  of  patients. 

Without  intelligent  and  faithful  attendants,  all  other  provisions  for 
the  best  care  of  the  insane  will  prove  nearly  worthless.  It  therefore 
gives  me  great  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  inform  you  that  the  attendants 
of  the  Asylum  dining  the  vear,  have,  as  a  body,  been  capable,  faithful 
and  efficient  in  a  high  degree. 

Invoking  the  continuance  of  your  Liberality  towards  this  very  im- 
portant branch  of  your  Hospital  establishment,  and  of  the  faithful 
oversight  which  your  Hoard  has  always  given  it,

The  Governors  of  the  New  York  Hospital 
respectfully  present  their  Annual  Report 
of  the  state  of  the  Establishments  under 
their  charge,  as  required  by  law. 


ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  establishments  under  the  management  of  this  Society,  consist- 
ing of  the  New  York  Hospital  in  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  Streets,  the 
Bloomingdale  Asylum  for  the  treatment  of  Insane  Patients,  on  the 
Boulevard,  at  One  Hundred  and  Seventeenth  Street,  and  the  House  oi 

Relief,  at  No.  i6o  Chambers  Street,  better  known  to  the  public  as  the 
Chambers  Street  Hospital,  remain  as  reported  last  year, with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  to  which  extensive  additions  have 
been  made,  increasing  considerably  its  capacity. 

All  the  above  Institutions  have  been  successfully  and  efficiently  ad- 
ministered during  the  year  just  closed.

In  the  appendix  will  be  found  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Accounts,  showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures  from  all  sources  and 
on  all  accounts,  together  with  statements  in  detail  of  the  items  of  dis- 
bursement for  each  of  the  three  establishments. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  who  received  the  benefits  of  the  Hos- 
pital as  medical  or  surgical  patients,  during  the  year  1880,  was  2,616, 
being  an  increase  of  683  over  the  previous  year,  and  the  average 
number  of  patients  in  the  wards  throughout  the  year  was  138.  This  large 
number  has  only  been  maintained  by  taxing  the  resources  of  the  Hospital 
to  the  utmost,  and  as  foreshadowed  in  the  report  for  1878,  the  first  full 
year  of  occupation  of  the  new  building,  the  Governors  are  already  feel- 
ing the  want  of  addittional  accommodations  in  order  to  meet  the  ever 
increasing  demands. 

At  the  House  of  Relief,  the  number  of  patients  treated  as  in-door  pa- 
tients was  2,161,  and  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  10,724,  showing  a 
continuance  of  the  pressure  heretofore  noticed  upon  the  resources  of 
this  establishment. 

The  results  of  the  treatment  in  both  the  medical  and  surgical  depart- 
ments have  been  eminently  satisfactory,  and  are  accurately  shown  in  the 
carefully  prepared  tables  of  statistics  compiled  under  the  direction  of 
the  Clinical  Registrars,  and  printed  in  the  appendix.  The  ratio  of  cures 
to  admissions  is  of  no  value  in  an  Institution  so  largely  surgical  as  the 
New  York  Hospital,  where  many  cases  are  of  so  grave  a  nature  as  to 
preclude  all  hope  of  recovery,  any  many  even  moribund  at  the  time  of 


admission,  while  a  careful  inspection  of  the  tables  satisfactorily  demon- 
strates the  great  advantages  derived  from  impr  H  ital  construc- 
tion and  administration,  where  good  ventilation,  careful  nursing  and  all 
possible  appliances  for  the  comfort  of  the  patient  are  provided  in  aid  of 
the  skill  oi  the  pracl  itioner. 

()i  the  2,616  patients  treated  in  the  Hospital,  the  number  of  weeks  of 
residence  was  7,222^,  divided  between  paying  and  non^paying  patients, 
in  the  proportion  oi  ,;o'j  percent,  of  the  former  to  69^  percent,  of  the 
latter  in  favor  of  whom  the  drafts  upon  tiie  Charity  Fund  amounted  to 
the  sum  of  $40,493.7  p  while  the  service  of  the  House  of  Relief,  which  is 
in  all  cases  free,  was  carried  on  at  a  cos!  of  $16,859.17.  The  private 
rooms  of  the  Hospital  were  occupied  by  79  patients  lor  the  aggregate 
period  of  1911)  weeks. 

The  Out-Patient  department  continues  to  grow  in  value  in  its  thn 
fold  relation  to  tin-  general  service,  viz:  in  supplying  the  needy  with 
superior  medical  and  surgical  advice  at  such  slight  COSt,  as  will  at  the 
same  time,  protect  their  manhood  and  cover  the  expenses  ot  the  depart- 
ment ;  in  relieving  the  wards  of  the  Hospital  of  a  large  number  of  pa- 
tients with  minor  ailments;  and  in  supplying  in  place  of  these  a  con- 
siderable  number  of  important  cases  too  grave  to  admit  of  treatment  as 
(  hit-l'atimils. 

The   total    number    treated    in    this   department    during   the   year    was 

3,389,  an  i iic  of  562  over  the  previous  year. 

To  tiie"  Pathological  Cabinet,  one  hundred  and  live  specimens  have 
been  added,  comprising  many  varieties  of  morbid  growth  in  different 
organs.  Like  the  surgical  operations  in  the  Hospital,  the  post-mortem 
examinations  are  now  well  attended  by  medical  students  and  practition- 

,    who  thus  enjoy  the   benefit   ot'  the  abundant    material  controlled   by 

the  Hospital.  In  addition  to  Laboratory  courses,  the  Pathologist  now 
gives   instruction   in   the   making  of   autopsies  t<>   many   students   who 

^attend  his  deim  him  rat  ions. 

The  Library  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  Several  hundred 
volumes,  and    continues    to  afford    special    facilities    to   all    who  desire    to 

consult    its    valuable   works.     The   cost   of  this   department   has   been 

The  Training  s.  ho,  ,1  tor  \  urses  has  been  <  ai  1  ied  on  successfully  and 
1  o  tin     .it c.i.e  t ion  < »t  all  <  ■  an  erned,  and  has  provided  for  the  community 

the  usual  number  ot  trained  nui  -es,  holding  the  diploma  ot  the  Hospi- 
tal. 'I'h  100I  is  now  in  its  fourth  year ;  twenty-two  oi  its  graduates 
a  1  e  pursuing  their  vo<  ations  as  private  nurses;  and  the  continuous  de- 
mand toi  their  servici  od  evidence  oi  the  appreciation  in  which 
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they  are  held  alike  by  the  doctors  and  their  patients.  This  branch  of  the 
the  Hospital  service  has  been  maintained  at  an  extra  expense  to  the  So- 
ciety of  85,290.50. 

The  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  under  the  able  management  of  the  Medi- 
cal Superintendent,  Dr.  Charles  II.  Nichols,  has  continued  to  receive 
the  fostering  care  of  the  Governors,  and  to  grow  in  favor  with  the  com- 
munity, the  largely  increased  number  of  inmates  ensuing  directly  upon 
the  late  extension  of  its  accommodations  having  demonstrated  the  good 
policy  as  well  as  the  necessity  of  such  extension.  The  Annual  Report  of 
Dr.  Nichols  is  submitted  herewith,  and  reference  to  it  is  made  for  the 
results  of  treatment  and  all  other  statistics,  as  also  for  a  concluding  ac- 
count of  the  improvements  which  have  been  in  progress  since  the  year 
1877,  and  especially  of  the  ''John  C.  Green  Memorial  Building." 

In  the  Reports  of  the  past  two  years,  mention  by  name  has  been 
made  of  this  building,  but  a  particular  acknowledgment  of  its  origin, 
and  of  the  fund  intended  for  its  endowment  has  been  designedly  deferred 
until  the  completion  of  the  building  and  the  settlement  of  the  trust 
under  which  the  funds  are  now  held. 

Earlv  in  the  year  1878,  the  President  announced  to  the  Board  of 
Governors,  that  it  was  the  desire  of  Mrs.  Sarah  H.  Green,  the  wife  of 
the  late  President  of  this  Society,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  other  resi- 
duary legatees  of  the  estate  of  Mr.  Green,  namely,  Caleb  S.  Green, 
Charles  T.  Green  and  John  T.  Nixon,  to  present  to  the  Society  a  sub- 
stantial memorial  of  her  husband.  Mrs.  Green's  preference  was  for  a 
building  connected  with  the  Asylum  at  Bloomingdale,  to  be  constructed 
in  the  best  manner,  with  an  endowment  for  the  partial  maintenance  and 
treatment  therein  of  certain  classes  of  female  patients,  who  may  be  un- 
able with  the  assistance  of  friends  to  provide  fully  for  their  own  support. 
In  selecting  the  beneficiaries  of  the  fund,  recent  and  probably  curable 
cases  of  mental  aieniation  to  receive  the  preference,  with  discrimination 
in  favor  of  those  of  good  character  and  of  such  antecedents,  education 
and  refinement,  as  to  render  a  hospital  of  more  select  character  than 
a  public  institution   necessary  to  their  comfort. 

These  views  being  mainly  acceptable  to  the  Board  of  Governors,  the 
construction  of  the  "John  C.  Green  Memorial  Building  "  was  at  once 
commenced,  and,  as  fully  set  forth  in  the  reports  of  Dr.  Nichols  for 
the  last  and  present  years,  was  completed  early  in  the  spring  of  1880,  at 
a  cost  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars,  which  was  paid  by 
the  legatees  of  the  estate. 

At  a  somewhat  earlier  date,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
was  paid  to  the  Society,  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  Special  Committee 
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of  the  Board,  tor  separate  investments  as  the  "  John  C.  Grei  n  Memorial 
Im  \i»."  in  accordance  with  the  terms  oi  an  agreement  entered  into  be- 
tween Mrs.  Gri  i  n  and  her  co-legatees  on  the  one  part,  and  the  So<  iety 
on  the  other. 

At  the  same  time  a  series  oi  resolutions  was  adopted  by  tin*  Board  oi 
Governors, accepting  the  building  for  the  purpose  originally  expressed, 
with  some  slight  modifications;  and  expressing  the  deep  sense  of  grati- 
tude felt  by  the  Hoard  to  the  donors  of  this  munificent  contribution  to 
the  effective  means  of  the  venerable  Institution  under  their  management. 

An  inspection  of  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  in  connection  with 
the  foregoing  sketch  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital  in  its  various  branches, 
will  make  it  evident  that  the  Six  iety  is  going  as  far  as  its  resources  will 
permit  in  the  direction  of  gratuitous  aid  to  the  suffering,  and  of  the  ex- 
tension of  scientific  advantages  to  the  professional  student;  still,  the 
field  is  open  for  much  further  progress  in  both  directions,  and  it  is  a 
suggestion  well  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  wealthy  and  benevolent 
individuals,  whether  a  larger  amount  of  good  may  not  be  effected  by  en- 
dowing some  branch  of  the  work  now  carried  on  by  the  Society,  with 
its  pellet  led  machinerv  and  the  vast  amount  >  <\  material  under  its  con- 
trol, than  by  applying  an  equivalent  amount  experimentally,  in  other 
and  untried  directions.

The  monthly  and  annual  average  Dumber  of  patients  under  treat- 
ment in  tin-  \  car  was  ; 
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The  number  of  persons  and  cases  was  equal  this  year,  there  having 
been  no  discharge  and  re-admission  of  the  same  person.  Several  pa- 
tients were  absent  on  trial,  or  on  a  visit,  but  were  not  entered  as  new- 
eases  upon  their  return. 

There  were  thirty-seven  (37)  more  admissions,  thirty- 1 luce  (33)  more 
under  treatment,  and  an  average  of  nearly  twenty  (2c)  more  than  in 
1879.  The  additional  accomodations  of  the  Institution  have  been  taken 
up  as  tast   as  they  could  be  made  ready  for  use,  and  in  April  last  the 

number  of  patients  under  treatment,  for  the  first  time.  I  believe,  in  the 
history  of  the  Institution.,  exceeded  two  hundred  (200). 

Four  (4)   men  and    four  (4)  women   admitted  this   year,  had  each   been 

under  treatment  at    Bloomingdale  once  only,   in  some  previous  year. 

Three  (3)  of  these,  one  (i)  man  and  two  (2)  women,  were  discharged  re- 
covered, and  remained  well  for  periods  ranging  from  one  and  one  halt 
(1  •  .)  to  twenty-three  (23)  years.  The  other  five  (5),  three  (3)  men  and 
t  wo  < .'  1  women,  did  not  recover  and  have  not  been  well  since.  Five  (5*)  of

It  has  long  been  obvious  to  alienists  that  throughout  the  most  en- 
lightened <  ounlr.es  ot    the  globe,  insanity  is  not  only    in.  reasing  in  pro- 
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portion  to  population,  but  is  becoming  less  curable.  The  character  in 
respect  to  prospect  of  recovery  of  the  cases  received  this  year,  illustrates 
the  second  branch  of  this  thesis.  Not  less  than  forty-eight  (48)  of  the 
admissions,  thirty-three  (33)  men  and  fifteen  (15)  women,  were  affected 
with  forms  or  complications  of  disease  that  are  insusceptible  either  of- 
complete  or  permanent  amelioration.  No  less  than  sixteen  (16)  of  the 
mefl  received  in  the  year  and  thirteen  (13)  patients,  twelve  (12)  men  and 
one  (1)  woman,  under  treatment  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  were  af- 
fected with  the  general  paralysis  of  the  insane — the  form  of  mental  dis- 
ease that  is  generally  brilliant  in  its  beginning  and  always,  I  believe, 
fatal  in  its  ending. 

There  were  twenty-four  (24)  rccoieries  this  year,  nine  (9)  of  men  and 
fifteen  (15)  of  women.  The  number  was  five  (5)  less,  and  the  ratio  to 
discharges  seventy-three  (73)  in  one  thousand  (1000)  less,  than  in  1879. 
Of  course,  the  recoveries  and  persons  wTere  equal  in  number,  as  this  year 
no  person  represented  two  (2)  characters  on  our  stage.  All  the  recover- 
ies of  men  and  all  but  three  (3)  of  the  women,  were  from  first  (1st)  at- 
tacks. Two  (2)  women  recovered  from  second  (2d)  attacks  and  one  (1) 
from  at  least  a  third  (3d)  attack,  but  neither  of  them  had  before  been 
treated  at  Bloomingdale.  Five  (5)  men  and  nine  (9)  women  recovered 
from  simple  mania,  four  (4)  men  and  three  (3)  women  from  melan- 
cholia, and  two  (2)  women  from  hysterical,  and  one  (1)  from  puerperal, 
mania.  The  average  duration  of  treatment  was  five  (5)  months  and  six  ^ 
(6^4)  days.  The  shortest  period  of  treatment  was  twenty-eight  (28) 
days;  the  longest  one  (1)  year  three  (3)  months  and  eighteen  (18)  days. 
As  near  as  could  be  ascertained  from  the  reports  of  friends,  the  average 
duration  of  the  disease  at  the  time  of  recovery  was  eight  (8)  months  and 
ten  \({  (10^4)  days.  The  shortest  was  two  (2)  months,  and  the  longest  one 
(1)  year  and  nine  (9)  months. 

Thirty  (30)  patients  were  rated  as  improved  when  they  left  the  Institu- 
tion. No  less  than  one-half  of  them,  five  (5)  men  and  ten  (10)  women, 
would  probably  have  recovered  had  their  treatment  been  continued  a 
sufficient  length  of  time.  I  believe  that  three  (3)  or  four  (4)  of  those 
that  were  prematurely  removed,  have  recovered  at  home.  Others  will,  I 
fear,  have  their  whole  lives  blighted  by  a  lack  of  faith  and  firmness  on 
the  part  of  their  friends. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  being  able  to  inform  you  that  no  premature 
removal  took  place  because  of  the  inability  of  friends  to  support  the 
patient — not  that  the  friends  of  some  such  patients  have  not  been  in 
moderate  and  even  straightened  circumstances,  but  in  every  such  case 
the  Committee  has  promptly  proffered  from  the  resources  of  the  Institu- 
tion, the  pecuniary  assistance  necessary  for  the  treatment  of  the  case  as 
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long  as  it  continued  hopeful;  and  in  most  Instances  the  proffer  lias  been 
\  erj  gratefully  accepted. 

The  cases,  seven  (7)  in  Dumber,  four  (4)  men  and  three  (3)  women. 
discharged  unimproved,  gave  no  promise  of  improvement  under  further 
t  reatment. 

Four  (4)  patients,    two  (2)  men    and  two  (2)  women,  died  in  the   acute 

stage  <>t  their  disease;  one  (i)  man  from  the  exhaustion  of  delirious 
mania  (Bell's  disease)  and  one  (1)  from  the  exhaustion  of  acute  melan- 
cholia Supervening  upon  chronic  alcoholism;  .mm-  (i)  woman  in  puerpe- 
pal   mania,  from  metro-peritonitis  and  one (1)  in  melancholia,  from  the 

exhaustion  (,t  tin-  disease  and  of  the  loss  of  blood  from  a  suicidal  at- 
tempt. The  remaining  nineteen  (  n>)  deaths  occurred  in  chronic  and  en- 
tirely hopeless  cases.  Ten  (to),  nine  (9)  men  and  one  mi  woman,  died 
from  paresis  ;  five  (5),  three  (.})  men  and  two  (2  )  women,  in  dementia,  all 
the  men  with  progressive   paralysis,  and  the  women,  one  (1)  from   senile 

debility  and  the  other  hom  pneumonia  supervening  upon  phthisis  pul- 
monalis;  and  three  (3)  men  from  the  exhaustion  of  chronic  melancholia 
and  one  (  1  )  woman  in  chronic  mania,  from   Bright's  disease. 

The  tour  (4)  acute  cases  died  from  six  (6)  to  eight  (<S)  days  after  ad- 
mission, the  average  period  of  treatment  having  been  seven  and  a  quar- 
ter (;'4)  days.  The  ten  (10)  deaths  in  cases  of  paresis  took  place  at 
periods  after  admission  varying  from  three  (3)   months  and  nineteen  (19) 

davs  to  three  (3)  years,  six  (6)  months  and  thirteen  (13)  days,  the  aver- 
age d  mat  ion  of  treatment   having  been  one  (  1  )  Year,  ten  (  ic)  months  and 

twenty-four   /,,   cm,,,)  days.     Six   (6)  of  the  paretics  were  here  more, 

and  one  1  1  (other  was  here  a  little  less  than  t  wo  (  2  )  years.  The  short 
period    that  elapsed    between    the  admission  and   death  in    two   (2)  cases, 

reduced  the  average  duration  of  treatment  t<-  less  than  two  (2)  years.  It 
usually  requires  man)  years  to  Lay  a  foundation  for  paresis,  as  tor  gout, 
but  the  attack  is  generally  sudden  and  marked  by  such  urgent  symp- 
toms as  require  immediate  treatment.  It  follows  that  the  duration  of 
the  recognized  disease  does  not,  as  a  rule,  greatly  exceed  the  duration 
ot    treatment.       Twenty-live    (25)    or    more    years   ago,    one    111    year    was 

thought  to  be  about  the  average  life  of  a  patient  affected  with  general 

paral)  sis,  but  experien*  e  shows  that  that  average  has  since  been  extend- 
ed   to   ;it    least    double   the  period   at  first    assigned   to  it.      As  the  disease 

increases  in  frequencj  it  appears  to  decrease  in  its  exhaustive  activity; 

and  I  think  there  has  been  some  i  1 1  •  lease  in  the  skill  ol  its  ameliorative 
1 1  eat  mint. 

The  other  nine  (9)  cases,  all  chronic,  died  at  periods  after  their  admis- 
sion ranging  from  two  1  .•  1  months  and  twelve  (12)  days  to  thirty-two 
(32)  years,  ten  (10)  months  and  thirteen  (13)  days,  the  a\  erage  having  been 
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five  (5)  years,  ten  (10)  months  and  eight  -ffo  (^uh)  days.  The  rather 
large  death  rate  this  year  was  obviously  due  to  the  number  of  cases  that 
could  have  only  a  fatal  termination  and  held  over  from  the  two  (2)  pre- 
vious years,  when  the  death  rates  were  exceedingly  small. 

The  general  health  of  the  whole  household  has  been  excellent. 

Religious  services  have  been  regularly  held  on  the  Sabbath,  and 
both  amateurs  and  professionals  have  generously  given  numerous  con- 
certs, plays  and-  dramatic  and  humorous  recitations  which  have  been 
much  enjoyed.  There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  proportion  of 
patients  that  attend  the  exercises  in  the  Assembly  Room,  until  it  has 
become  necssary  to  introduce  a  few  seats  in  addition  to  those  originally 
provided.  The  winter  evening  parties  and  the  afternoon  receptions  con- 
tinue to  be  favorite  social  diversions. 

Still  further  additions  have  made  in  the  course  of  the  year  to  the 
means  of  taking  carriage  exercise  in  a  style  befitting  the  habits  and  as- 
sociations of  the  patients;  and  I  believe  that  all  the  numerous  resources 
at  the  command  of  the  Institution,  therapeutic,  hygienic  and  moral,  have 
been  applied  to  the  treatment  of  the  patients  with  diligence  and  with 
discrimination  as  to  the  special  needs  of  each  case. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  was  the  opening  of  the  John 
C.  Green  Memorial  Building  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  pa- 
tients. The  building  having  been  completed  and  furnished,  the  7th  of 
February  was  devoted  to  its  inspection  by  Mrs.  Sarah  H.  Green  and 
her  associate  residuary  legatees,  Ca.leb  S.  Green,  Charles  E.  Green 
and  John  T.  Nixon  and  by  the  Governors  of  the  Hospital  and  their  per- 
sonal friends.  The  attendance  was  numerous,  and  it  will  be  justly  infe- 
rred that  it  was  highly  distinguished,  as  well  as  highly  appreciative  of 
the  structure  and  its  appointments  considered  with  reference  t©  their 
merits  as  architectural  works,  and  to  their  fitness  for  the  special  pur- 
pose for  which  they  were  designed  and  executed.  I  think  myself  fully 
warranted  in  adding,  that  it  afforded  the  Asylum  Committee,  as  it  cer- 
tainly did  myself,  very  great  gratification  to  receive  from  Mrs.  Green 
and  her  associates  and  from  the  members  of  your  Board  present,  strong 
and,  I  doubt  not,  sincere  expressions  of  approval  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  grand  design  of  the  benevolent  donor  had  been  executed. 

Perhaps  the  second  (2d)  event  in  importance  that  occurred  in  the 
year,  was  the  transposition  of  the  sexes  with  respect  to  the  wings  of  the 
Bloomingdale  edifice  respectively  occupied  by  them — the  women  remov- 
ing from  the  east  to  the  west  wing  and  the  men  from  the  west  to  the 
east  wing.  As  the  Green  Building  was  designed  for  the  accommodation 
of  women,  and  is  situated  on  the  west  side  of  the  grounds,  the  transpo- 
sition was,  of  course,  necessary.     It  was  also  desirable,  as,  though  the 
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views  from  the  east   wing  are  picturesque  and  varied,  those  from  the 
west  wing  are  more  so,  and  are  justly  claimed  l>v  the  sex  that  spec 
more  ol   it--  time  in-doors  and  is  confined  to  a  somewhat  narrower  ran. 
when  out-of-doors,  than  the  other.     The  transposition  sundered  many 
old  hull  and  room  associations,  in  two  (2)  cases  of  more  than  forty  fi 
1  };>  years'  duration, and  involved  the  removal,  buck  and  forth,  of  an  in- 
finite <  ollection  of  special  personal  belongings;  but  it  was  effected  with- 
out accident  and  with  the  impression  on  the  part  ol   nearly  every  indi- 
vidual that  he  or  she  had  gained  something  by  the  ex<  hange. 

The  re-construction  and  re-furnishing  oi  the  north-east  and  north- 
west buildings  which  contain  the  apartments  in  which  the  most  dis- 
turbed patients  are  treated,  have  <><  cupied  the  most  ol  th»'  year,  it  having 
been  necessar)  to  finish  one  building  and  occupy  it  before  the  other 
uld  be  undertaken.  The  floors  have  been  largely  re-laid,  partly  with 
new  flooring  and  partly  with  old;  most  oi  the  walls  have  hern  re-plas- 
tered and  the  halls  and  principal  rooms  decorated  with  cornices  and 
pieces;  the  dining-rooms  have  been  entirel)  re-constructed  and 
pr  ivided  with  dumb-waiters  and  hot  and  cold  water;  the  lavatories  and 
water-closets  liave  also  been  entirely  re -const  meted,  and  their  number  and 
convenience  increased;  in  several  cases  two  (2)  r  10ms  have  been  thrown 
into  on.-,  and  doors  communicating  with  adjoining  rooms  opened,  for 
the  better  accommodation  of  patients  requiring  special  attendants;  the 
hot-air  flues  have  been  re  modeled  and  provided  with  lock  registers  in 
.ill  thy  rooms  and  in  most  of  the  halls;  all  the  woodwork  and  many  "t 
tin-  wails  and  cornices  have  been  painted  in  cheerful  colors;  and  finally, 
the  whole  has  been  appropriately  and  handsomely  re-furnished.  Both 
these  buildings  were  originally  cheap  structures, and  with  long  use  the) 
me  much  dilapidated.  They  are  now  in  as  sound  and  durable 
<  oi  11  as  any  buildings  oi   th<-  establishment;  and  though  they  are 

•  ot  exactly  what  I  would  build  de  novo,  they  present  an  air  oi  respe<  ta- 
bility,  «  heerfulness  and  comfort,  and  are  fairly  convenient  and  satisfac- 
tory.     Tin-  cost  oi  their  renovation  has  been  not  far  from  one-third  of

d    on  each    Stor)     between    tile   front    and    east    halls,  and    space    has 

n  afforded  on  ea<  h  flooi  foi  a  handsome  billiard  loom  a<  cessible  from 
two  1  \)  halls,  and   foi    an  ample  lavator)    and  closet   room   for  th< 
in inod.it i« in  ol  the  hall  next  to  the  centre  building.         lese  improve- 
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ments  are  complete  and  are  a  very  great  convenience  to  the  officers,  by 
enabling  them  to  pass  directly  from  one  hall  to  another  on  the  same 
floor,  and  their  use  is  much  enjoyed  by  the  patients. 

The  renovation  of  the  basement  of  the  original  edifice  has  been  a 
more  expensive  and  tedious  work  than  was  anticipated.  It  has  been 
prosecuted  upon  the  plan  briefly  described  in  my  last  report,  and  is  now- 
drawing  near  to  completion.  Nearly  all  the  wood  floors,  including  the 
beams,  in  the  wings  of  the  basement,  were  rotten  and  have  been  renewed; 
many  of  the  walls  required  to  be  re-furred,  and  nearly  all  re-plastered; 
the  sills  of  the  windows  required  to  be  ''splayed"  for  the  better  diffu- 
sion of  the  light  through  the  lower  parts  of  the  rooms,  and  of  course,  it 
has  been  necessarv  to  paint  and  furnish  the  entire  story.  The  renovated 
basement  story  will  be  entirely  dry  and  healthy;  it  will  be  lighter  than 
most  rooms  of  the  dwellings  in  the  compact  portions  of  the  city,  and 
will  afford  much  needed  and  very  satisfactory  room  for  certain  out-ward 
employes  and  for  various  industrial  and  administrative  purposes. 

In  introducing  steam-heat  by  indirect  radiation  into  the  principal 
stories  of  the  original  edifice,  coils  of  pipe  have  been  placed  in  the  large 
basement  fire-places  of  its  numerous  chimneys,  and  the  hot-air  conveyed 
to  different  rooms  by  the  numerous  smoke-flues  more  or  less  modified. 
This  arrangement  promises  to  prove  quite  satisfactory,  and  to  render  it 
practicable  to  dispense  altogether  with  direct  radiators  in  the  patients' 
apartments,  as  well  as  to  avoid  the  expense  of  the  construction  of  air- 
flues  in  the  solid  corridor  walls. 

The  work  of  enlarging  the  windows  of  the  wings  of  the  original  edi- 
fice, by  lengthening  them  downwards,  and  the  introducion  of  sash  with 
large  glass,  and  of  light  ornamental  window  guards,  has  been  com- 
menced and  will  be  resumed  as  soon  as  the  spring  opens.  • 

Outside  of  the  buildings  of  the  Institution,  the  principal  improve- 
ments have  been,  first  (ist),  the  completion  of  the  area  around  the  cen- 
tre and  wings  of  the  original  edifice,  on  the  north  side  of  the  billiard 
rooms,  and  on  the  west  side  of  the  east  building,  the  entire  linear  ex- 
tent of  which  is  four  hundred  and  fifty-eight  feet  (458ft.);  and  second  (2d), 
the  construction  of  a  carriage-road  and  foot-walk  upon  a  terrace  cut 
in  the  high  embankment  on  the  west  side  of  the  grounds,  and  upon 
an  embankment  raised  against  the  retaining  wall  of  the  Boulevard, 
where  it  crosses  the  low  ground  south  of  the  lodge.  The  first  of  these 
two  (2)  improvements  renders  the  basement  stories  of  the  original  edifice, 
billiard  room  and  east  building,  dry  and  properly  habitable.  The  second 
embraces  much  the  most  expensive  portions  of  a  drive  and  walk  which 
it  is  proposed  to  construct  entirely  around  the  outer  margin  of  the 
grounds.      It  will  be  about  one  mile  in   length,  and  quite  picturesque 
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and  varied  in  its  own  features  and  the  views  from  it,  and  afford  an  at- 
tractive interior  and  private  walk  and  drive  for  patients,  which  arc  mu<  h 

needed. 

The  completion  and  operation  of  the  pumps  and  stand  pipe  at  93d 
street  and  9th  avenue  have  given  a  more  copious  flow  ot  water  from  the 

Boulevard    main  than   heretofore,  and    the   supply  lias  been   abundant  for 

all  ordinary  purposes.  The  water  is  not  raised  to  the  full  height  of  the 
Stand  pipe,  on  account,  as  I  understand,  of  the  weakness  of  the  joints  in 
the  Croton  mains  in  the  neighborhood,  and  it  does  not  flow  to  the  tanks 
in  the  attic. 

Owing  to  the  impracticability  oi  entirely  preventing  a  disagreeable, 
it  not  unhealthy,  odor  from  the  number  of  hogs  required  to  consume  the 

kitchen  offal  of  the  I  list  it  ut  i<  »n,  and  kept  on  the  windward  side  of  the  house 
in  slimmer,  the  whole  herd  of  swine,  one  hundred  and  three  I  103)  in 
number,  was  sold  in  April  last  and  the  keeping  of  swine  discontinued. 
'I'he    bones,    rough  fat  and    swill   are    readily  disposed   of  to  persons  who 

buy  those  things. 

Though  it  is  necessary  to  purchase  much  of  the  teed  consumed  by  the 
milch  cows  kept  at  Bloomingdale,  careful  estimates  have  shown  th.it  the 
milk  they  give  costs  materially  less  than  the  rates  charged  by  farmers. 
Thccows  have  a  sufficient  range  and  quantity  of  grass  and  other  green  fod- 
der to  keep  them  perfectly  healthy,  and  we  know  that  the  milk  is  of  the 
best  quality.  It  has  therefore  been  deemed  a  wise,  economical  and  sani- 
tary measure  to  increase  the  held  tO  eighteen  (  [8)  head,  and  some  further 

increase  is  contemplated.     Condensed  milk  is  much  used  in  cooking. 

The  garden  has  yielded  a  Large  quantity  of  excellent  vegetables.  As 
they  are  entirely  fresh  when  used,  their  quality  is  very  superior.

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Ten  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-four  T7^-  (10,584-^^-)  weeks' 
board  and  treatment  were  furnished  to  patients  in  1880,  at  an  average 
cost,  including  current  repairs  and  improvements,  of  twelve  jfa  (i2Tf7) 
dollars  per  week,  or  exactly  one  dollar  ($>t)  per  week  more  than  last 
year,  and  four  (4)  cents  per  week  more  than  1878.  The  increase  in  cost 
has  arisen  from  several  causes.  There  has  been  some  rise  in  the  cost  of 
supplies,  and  an  unprecedented  quantity  of  furniture  and  number  of 
household  articles  have  required  repair  or  renewal;  the  current  repairs 
to  the  buildings,  including  the  painting,  pointing  and  cement-washing 
necessary  for  their  preservation,  as  well  as  for  their  proper  appearance, 
have  been  large;  and  the  number  of  patients  who  on  account  of  their 
condition  or  the  liberal  rates  paid  for  their  board  and  treatment,  have 
required  extra  attendants  and  carriage  exercise,  has  been  larger,  perhaps, 
than  has  been  the  case  in  any  other  year  of  the  history  of  the  Institution. 
The  number  of  patients  whose  treatment  has  cost  more  than  was  paid 
on  their  account,  exclusive  of  those  who  have  been  supported  wholly  or 
in  part  from  the  John  C.  Green  Memorial  Fund,  has  been  at  least 
double  what  it  has  been  in  any  other  year.

The  appropriations  on  account  of  the  John  [C.  Green  Memorial 
Building,  and  the  amount  of  the  appropriations  for  extraordiary  im- 
provements set  apart  for  heating  and  ventilating  the  old  buildings,  have 
been  expended,  and  those  accounts  have  been  closed. 

In  July  last  Dr.  Wm.  H.  McDonald,  after  a  diligent  and  zealous 
service  of  upwards  of  seven  (7)  years,  first  (1st)  as  second  (2d)  and  later 
as  first  (1st)  assistant  physician,  resigned  his  connection  with  the  Insti- 
tution.    Thereupon,  with  (he  concurrence  of  the  Asylum  Committee,  I 
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invited   Dr.  Wm.  B.  Goldsmith,. who  had  been  the  second  (2d)  assistant 
physician   for  upwards  of  two  (2)  years,  terminating  in  August,   187 
ami  was  then   iii  Greal    Britain,  engaged  in  the  practical  study  of  the 
methods  pursued  there  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  to  take  the  po 
of  fir>t  list)  assistant.     He  accepted  the  appointment,  but  his  engag 

mentS  did  not    enable  him    to  return  and   enter  upon  his  duties  until  the 

middle  of  September.      In  the  meantime  Drs.  James  C.   Hallock  and 
Tm  o.  II.  Kellogg  of  New  York,  both  gentlemen  of  much  learning  and 

experience  in  mental  medicine,  were  temporarily  engaged, the  first  (1st) 
as  resident  and  the  second  (2d)  as  visiting  assistant,  and  supplied  the 
deficiency  in  the  medical  staff  of  the  Institution  in  an  able  and  highly 
acceptable  manner.  There  was  no  other  change  in  the  staff  of  resident 
officers  in  the  year. 

I  take  pleasure  in  being  able  to  assure  you  that  the  staff  officers  of 
the  Institution  are  all  discharging  their  respective  duties  with  ability, 
faithfulness  and  efficiency. 

As  usual,  a  lew  of  the  attendants  have  been  discharged  for  miscon- 
duct, hut  the  majority  of  them  deserve  credit — a  lew  of  them  much 
credit — for  the  kindness  and  devotion  they  have  displayed  in  their 
persona]  t  reat  menl  of  pat  ients. 

'fhe  intermediate  class  of  assistants,  such  as  supervisors,*  om  pan  ions, 

clerks,  and  the  heads  of  the  different  branches  of  ihe  economical  servi 
deserve  mention,  all  for  their  integrity,  general  good  conduct  and  indus- 
try, and  several  of  them  for  very  satisfactory  efficiency  in  the  discharj 
ot  their  important  duties. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  very  high  and  grateful  apprecia- 
tion of  the  unvarying  personal  kindness  and  support  in  the  discharge  of 
my  laborious  and  somewhat  difficult  duties,  which  I  have  received  from 
all  the  members  of  your  Hoard  that  have  constituted  the  Asylum  Com- 
mittee  during  m\    incumbency  of  this  office,  and  to  commend  to  your 

B    aid    and    to   the    public    the  enlightened,  pains-taking  interest  that  the 

Committee  has  always  taken  in  tin-  economical  and  benevolent  adminis- 
tration oi  the  Institution  and  in  its  extraordinary  improvements.

In  the  appendix  will  be  found  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Accounts,  showing  in  detail  the  receipts  and  expenditures  from  all 
sources  and  on  all  accounts,  together  with  itemized  statements  of  dis- 
bursements for  the  several  institutions  under  the  management  of  the 
Governors,  namely:  the  New  York  Hospital,  the  House  of  Relief,  or 
Chambers  Street  Hospital,  and  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for  the  Insane. 

The  number  of  medical  and  surgical  patients  treated  in  the  wards 
of  the  Hospital  during  the  year,  was  2,913  against  2,616  the  previous  year, 
and  the  daily  average  number  of  inmates  for  the  whole  year  was  143 
against  138  in  1880.  The  number  treated  in  the  House  of  Relief  was 
2,161  against  2,136  the  previous  year,  of  whom  1,807  were  treated  in  the 
Reception  Ward,  and  were  either  transferred  to  other  Hospitals,  dis- 
charged, or  died  immediately. 

The  results  of  treatment  in  both  the  medical  and  surgical  depart- 
ments have  been  favorable,  and  the  Governors  have  every  reason  to  be 
satisfied  with  the  sanitary  conditions  prevailing  in  their  buildings,  as 
well  as  with  the  skill  and  assiduity  of  the  professional  attendants,  and  the 
faithful  and  watchful  care  of  the  executive  officers  and  nurses. 

For  a  particular  statement  of  these  results,  reference  is  made  to  the 
statistical  tables  which  are  printed  in  the  appendix,  and  form  a  part  of 
this  Report. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  or  Dispensary  service  continues  to  be 
administered  with  efficiency,  and  its  benefits  are  sought  by  continually 
increasing  numbers.  The  subjects  for  treatment  are  recruited  from  the 
ranks  of  the  poor,  who  form  so  large  a  portion  of  the  population  of  the 
city  and  surrounding  districts,  and  its  benefits  are  confined  to  this  class 
so  far  as  practicable  under  the  supervision  of  the  attending  staff.  The 
number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year  was  4,342,  and  the  number  of 
visits  24,018  against  3,389  and  19,213  respectively  for  the  previous  year. 

In  the  corresponding  department  at  the  Chambers  Street  Hospital, 
the  number  of  patients  was -12,135,  and  the  number  of  visits  47,815 
against  10,724  and  40,880  respectively  for  the  previous  year,  showing  a 
considerable  increase,  notwithstanding  the  continual  efforts  of  the  attend- 
ing surgeons  to  diminish  the  pressure  upon  the  insufficient  accommoda- 
tions at  this  establishment,  by  referring  minor  cases  to  other  dispensaries 
when  possible. 

The  number  of  ambulance  calls  was  3,319. 

In  the  Pathological  Department  there  has  been  the  usual  work  done 
One  hundred  specimens  have  been    added    to  the  valuable   collection 
which  now  numbers  upwards  of  1,700  as  will  be  seen  by  tables  appended 
hereto.     The  autopsies  made  by  this  Department  numbered  255,  and  the 
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Pathological  matt- rial  is  being  made  use  of  for  the  purpose  of  instruction, 
as  in  former  jreai  The  expense  of  this  branch  of  the  Hospital  works 
amounting  to  $2,818.82  tor  the  pasl  pear,  is  defrayed  from  the  proceeds  of 
a  fund  especially  endowed  by  the  late  Robert  R  iy,  as  a  memorial  of  his 
son.  Dr.  Robi  RT  R  w,  Jr.,  Curator  of  the  Cabinet  for  a  number  of  years, 
up  to  the  lime  of  his  death  in  1H60. 

The  Library,  with  its  large  collection  of  rare  and  valuable  periodical 
and  classical  works,  continues  t"  keep  pace  with  the  current  literature 
of  the  day.  The  yearly  additions  made  to  the  number  of  volumes  is  evi- 
dence of  the  importance  attached  to  this  branch  of  hospital  management, 
and  the  interest  manifested  by  those  who  daily  consult  its  works  en- 
courages the  Governors  to  continue  the  liberal  appropriations  made  for 
its  maintenance.  A  reference  to  the  appendix  will  show  what  periodicals 
arc  regularly  received,  and  also  the  additions  of  i88i,andthe  total  num- 
ber of  volumes  now  on  the  shelves.  The  expenses  of  the  Library  for  the 
year  amounted  to  83.203.22. 

The  Bloomingdale  Asylum  has  accommodated  a  considerably  in- 
creased number  of  patients,  and  with  favorable  results.  The  Report  of 
Dr.  CHARLES  II.  Nl<  HOLS,  the  Medical  Superintendent,  gives  full  and  in- 
teresting details  of  the  operations  of  this  Institution. 

As  stated  above,  2,913  patients  were  treated  in  the  Hospit  il.  remain- 
ing under  (are  for  an  aggregate  period  of  7,4744  weeks,  divided  between 
free  and  pay  patients  in  the  ratio  of  71  '  2  percent,  of  the  former  and  28^ 
per  cent,  of  the  latter  The  amount  charged  to  the  Charity  Fund  for 
maintenance  of  the  non-paying  class  was  $42,830.59,  while  the  expenses 
of  the  I  louse  of  Relief,  where  it  is  well-known  the  service  is  free1,  amounted 
t<>  $24,307.60.  These  large  sums  applied  directly  to  the  relief  of  the  suf- 
fering poor,  when  added  to  the  other  disbursements  of  the  Society  in 
maintaining  the  various  branches  of  its  work,  exhaust  its  resources,  and 
have  thus  far  caused  a  postponement  of  important  improvements  much 
desired  by  the  Governors. 

For  the  accomplishment  of  these  objects,  they  rely,  with  confident 
upon    the   liberality   of   their  wealt  hv  and    philanthropic   fellow-eit  i/en  s. 
who,  in  times   past,  have  Contributed    so   Largely  to  the  usefulness  of  this 

now  venerable  corporation.

ADMISSIONS. 
There  were  three  less  persons  than   patients  treated,  that  number, 
one  man  ami  t  wo  women,  once  only  in  each  case,  having  been  discharged 

and  again  admitted  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

A  Larger  number  than  has  been  the  case  of  late,  fourteen  persons, 
nine  men  ami  five  women,  including  tile  three  who  were  discharged  and 

re-admitted  this  year,  have  been  under  treatment  at  Bloomingdale  before 
their  last  admission — eight  men  and  two  women  once,  one  woman  twice, 

one  man  and  one  woman  thrice,  and  one  woman  sixteen  times;  and 
neither  of  them  appears  to  have  had  an  attack  for  which  he  or  she  was 
not  treated  at  Bloom ingdale. 

At  L he  admission  that  preceded  the  last,  six  of  the  re-admissions, 
four  men  and  two  women,  wen.-  discharged  recovered;  the  remaining 
eight,  live  men  and  three  women,  improved,  and  did  not  recover  in  the 
interval  between  the  last  two  admissions. 

Of  the  first  admissions  to  Bloomingdale,  twenty-six,  eleven  men 
and  fifteen  women,  had  been  treated  elsewhere,  three  men  and  seven 
women  for  the  first  attacks  in  the  course  of  which  they  were  admitted 
here,  and  sixteen  in  previous  attacks, — ten,  seven  men  and  three  women, 
in  second  attacks,  one  woman  in  a  third  attack,  two  women  in  fourth 
attacks,  one  man  in  a  sixth  attack,  and  one  woman  each  in  seventh  and 
tenth  attacks.  It  follows  that  ninety- nine  of  the  admissions,  fifty-six 
men  and  forty -three  women  —  77-  per  ct.  of  the  whole  number  admitted — 
wen-  fust  attacks,  eighty-nine  of  which  were  first  admissions  to  Bloom- 
ingdale. 

Fifty-four  of  the  cases  admitted,  thirty-five  of  men  and  nineteen  of 
women,  or  nearly  42  per  Ct  of  the  whole  number  of  admissions,  were 
presumptively    incurable   either   from   chronicity   or   obvious   organic 

disease.      Seventeen,   all    men,    were    paretics.      It    here    follows   that    the 

prognosis  in  seventy-five  of  the  cases  admitted,  thirty-five  of  men  ami 

forty  "I   women,  or  of  5  S  -  f  -  per  cl.  of    the  admissions,  was   more   or   less 

favorable. 

DISCHARGES, 

Forty-six  patients  recovered  this  year,  and  the  number  of  recoveries 
happens  t<>  have  been  equal  on  the  two  sides  ol  tin-  house.  They  were 
oearly  39  per  ct.  ol  the  discharges  including  deaths,      rwo  re  es 

were  made  b\  one  man  this  \,,ii,  mid  the  other  forty-four  were  made 
by  as  in.m\  individual 

Thirty-tWO,  sixteen  men  and  -axteen  women,  recoveied  from  first 
attack  yen,  four    men    and    three    women,    from    second  ;    three.  tWO 

men  and  one  woman,  from  third;  one  woman  ca<  h  from  fourth  and 
filth  ;    <>ne  man  from  sixth  and  one  woman  from  sixteenth  attacks. 
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Thirty-one,  fourteen  men  and  seventeen  women,  recovered  from 
mania  of  different  types;  and  fifteen,  nine  men  and  six  women,  from 
melancholia,  every  case  of  which  was  suicidal. 

The  average  duration  of  treatment  was  4  months  25^  days,  it  having 
been  of  the  men  3  months  28-^j  days,  and  of  the  women  5  months  22^ 
days.  The  shortest  time  of  treatment  was  twenty  days  ;  the  longest, 
one  year  eight  months  twenty  days.  Adding  the  time  the  disease  was 
reported  to  have  existed  before  admission  to  the  time  spent  in  the  Insti- 
tution the  average  duration  of  the  disease  at  the  time  of  recovery  was  7 
months  164--Q-  days, — of  the  men  6  months  3!^  days  and  of  the  women 
8  months  2of  °  days.  The  shortest  duration  was  27  days  ;  the  longest,  3 
years  1  month  and  3  days.  The  recorded  duration  of  the  disease  before 
admission  is  generally  the  estimate  of  friends  who  are  naturally  indis- 
posed and  often  unable  to  realize  that  their  relatives  are  suffering  from 
mental  disturbance  until  some  very  striking  manifestation  of  it  takes 
place,  and  in  a  majority  of  cases  the  disease  has  unquestionably  existed 
much  longer  than  the  friends  realize  or  admit.  And  in  respect  to  the 
duration  of  treatment  in  the  cases  reported  as  recovered,  it  is  often  much 
too  short.  In  most  cases  that  recover  each  case  is  a  new  experience  to 
the  near  friends  of  the  patient,  many  of  whom  are  unable  to  realize  that 
advanced  convalescents  have  not  always  reached  a  state  of  sound,  endur- 
ing health,  and  yield  to  their  importunities  to  be  taken  home.  A 
considerable  proportion  of  the  relapses  and  second  attacks  that  take 
place,  as  well  as  of  the  peculiarities  that  are  sometimes  observed  after 
attacks  of  mental  derangement,  are  unquestionably  due  to  insufficient 
length  of  treatment  in  a  state  of  seclusion  from  the  ordinary  relations 
and  duties  of  life. 

The  character  and  circumstances  of  the  cases  admitted  and  recov- 
ered are  thus  stated  with  considerable  detail  this  year,  as  usual,  in  the 
first  case  as  a  hedge  against  unwarrantable  expectations  from  our  treat- 
ment, and  in  the  second  against  suspicion  as  to  the  numerical  cor- 
respondence between  the  patients  and  persons  cured. 

Forty-eight  of  the  discharges,  an  equal  number  of  each  sex,  were 
classed  as  improved.  The  long  list  is,  as  usual,  made  up  of  hopeful  cases 
in  more  or  less  incomplete  stages  of  convalescence,  of  recurrent,  epi- 
leptic and  other  chronic  cases  in  their  stages  of  remission,  under  the 
generally  delusive  hope  that  further  exacerbations  will  not  take  place, 
and  of  other  unpromising  cases  for  cheaper  or  free  care.  No  promising 
case  was  removed  on  account  of  the  straitened  circumstances  of  patients 
or  their  friends. 

Nine  patients,  six  men  and  three  women,  were  discharged  unim- 
proved.    Two  cases  that  appeared  to  be  curable  were  removed  after  short 
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periods  of  treatment.      Another  case  that    had    been    treated   for  several 
months  gave   promise  of  further  improvement,  if  not  recovery,  had   the 
atment    been     steadily    persevered    in.      The  remaining    cases    were 
deemed  hopeless 

Sixteen  patients,  nine  men  and  seven  women,  died  ;  two  men  from 
paresis;  two.  one  man  and  one  woman,  from  pulmonary  consumption; 
two  men  from  pneumonia  which  supervened  upon  great  prostration 
from  other  maladies  ;  three,  one  man  and  two  women,  from  apoplexy 
followed  by  paralysis  and  convulsions  ;  three,  two  men  and  one  woman, 
of  exhaustion  of  chronic  insanity;  one  man  from  senile  decay;  one 
woman  each  from  renal  anasarca,  meningitis  and  suicide.  In  the  latter 
case  a  coroner's  jury  exonerated  the  Institution  from  neglect  or  blame. 
One  death  occurred  in  three,  two  in  seven,  and  one  in  eighteen  days 
after  admission.  Of  course,  those  patients  were  in  the  fatal  stages  of 
their  maladies  when  admitted.  One  man  and  one  woman  had  been 
inmates  of  the  Institution  over  twenty  years,  and  one  man  for  the  long 
period  of  44  years  6  months  and  12  days.  This  man  lost  his  reason  from 
concussion  of  his  brain  by  falling  into  the  hold  of  a  vessel,  a  West  India 
trader  of  which  he  was  captain,  and  subsequent  sunstroke.  Though 
much  demented  for  many  years  he  has  been  an  amiable,  happy  and  much 
respected  patient  during  a  period  in  which  an  entire  change  has  taken 
place  in  the  personnel  of  your  Honorable  Board  and  of  all  your  h 
pital  establishments,  excepting  only  two  patients  at  Bloomingdale  whose 
residence  is  somewhat  more  protracted  than  was  his.  The  average 
duration  of  the  treatment  of  those  who  died  is  raised  to  the  long  period 
of  4  years  and  8  months,  by  the  three  cases  just  referred  to,  whose  aggre- 
gate residence  was  87  years  6  months  and   24  days. 

The  deaths  were  4.7  per  ct.  of  the  persons  under  treatment.  5.27  per 
ct.  of  the  men  and  4.14  per  ct.  of  the  women.

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Eleven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirteen  ninety-three  one 
hundredths  weeks'  board  and  treatment  were  furnished  to  patients,  at  an 
average  cost,  including  current  repairs  and  improvements,  of  twelve 
fifty-eight  one  hundredths  dollars  per  week.  The  increase  of  the 
average  cost  per  week  over  that  of  1880  was  forty-nine  cents,  and  was 
due  to  exactly  the  same  causes  that  made  a  larger  increase  of  cost  in 
1880  over  that  in  1879  necessary,  viz  : — a  rise  in  the  cost  of  supplies,  the 
necessity  of  large  and  substantial  repairs  and  renewals  of  furniture  and 
bedding  and  of  hospital  and  out-buildings,  a  considerable  expenditure 
for  fire  apparatus,  and  the  slightly  increased  cost  of  the  personal  treat- 
ment ot  patients. 

The  John  C.  Green  Memorial  Fund  has  done  the  second  year  of 
its  most  beneficent  work.  Eighty-nine  different  women  have  been  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent  beneficiaries  of  it  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

The  remainder  of  the  several  appropriations  for  extraordinary  im- 
provements amounting  to  §100, coo,  made  by  your  Board  from  the 
general  fund,  since  1877,  has  been  expended  and  the  account  closed.  A 
summary  statement  of  the  account  is  :

Classified  abstracts  of  the  expenditures,  both  on  account  of  the 
current  support  of  the  Asylum  and  of  extraordinary  improvements, 
have  been  furnished  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital. 

In  the  direction  in  which  I  believe  the  improvement  of  American 
institutions  for  the  insane  now  mainly  lies,  the  endeavor  has  been 
steadily  made  to  conduct  this  Institution  more  and  more  as  a  hospital 
for  the  efficient  treatment,  medical,  hygienic  and  moral,  of  active  dis- 
ease whether  recent  or  chronic,  though  not  any  less  as  an  asylum  or 
proper  residence  for  chronic,  passive  cases.  With  the  former  end  par- 
ticularly in  view,  a  skilled  apothecary  and  special  nurses  have  been 
employed,  and  it  has  been  made  a  point  to  consult  with  specialist 
physicians  of  the  city  when  there  seemed  to  be  occasion.  The  main- 
tenance of  the  habits  and  amenities  of  refined  social  life  and  the  bodily 
exercises  that  promote  appetite,  digestion  and  sleep,  has  been  sedulously 
continued,  with  great  and  nearly  equal  benefit  to  all  classes  of  patients. 

The  principal  repairs  and  material  improvements  of  the  year  have 
been  as   follows  :     The   windows   of  the   wings   of  the   original   edifice 
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have  been  enlarged  and  furnished  with  light  ornamental  guards  and 
with  new  sash  having  large  panes  of  glass;  five  of  the  six  front  halls 
have  been  replastered,  decorated  with  cornices  and  centre  pieces, 
retrimmed  partly  with  old  and  partly  with  new  materials,  painted  in 
bright  party  colors  and  handsomely  refurnished;  most  of  the  front 
window  heads  and  sills  of  the  wings  of  the  original  edifice  have  been 
removed,  and  either  new  heads  and  sills  put  in  their  places  or  the  old 
ones  redressed  and  replaced  ;  many  broken  pieces  <>1  ashlar  have  been 
removed  and  new  pieces  put  in  their  places  ;  all  the  joints  have  been 
<ut  out  and  repointed,  and  the  whole  facade  cleaned  with  acid  :  addi- 
tional heating  coils  have  been  put  in  place  and  the  whole  apparatus 
perfected;  the  construction  of  the  boundary  carriage-drive  and  foot- 
walk,  the  grading  of  the  grounds  west  of  the  Green  Building,  the  exca- 
vation and  repaving  and  reg raveling  of  old  carriage-roads  and  foot- 
walks,  and  the  planting  of  trees  and  shrubs,  have  been  continued  :  much 
needed  repairs  have  been  put  upon  the  carriage-house  and  the  horseand 
cow-stables,  the  wooden  portions  of  which  had  become  very  incon- 
veniently and  dangerously  dilapidated ;  important  additions,  including 
twelve  fire-extinguishers,  have  been  made  to  the  means  of  extinguishing 
lire  ;  two  handsome  dining  rooms,  a  dispensary  and  housekeeper's  store- 
room have  been  completed,  furnished  and  opened  in  the  central  base- 
ment, and  progress  has  been  made  towards  subdividing  the  immense 
attic  of  the  original  building  by  brick  walls,  partly  to  impede  the  spread 
of  a  possible  lire  and  partly  as  a  means  of  furnishing  lodging  rooms  for 
attendants  and  servants.  In  addition,  much  bedding  lias  been  renewed 
and  the  usual  infinite  number  and  variety  of  minor  repairs  to  buildings, 

furniture,  water,  steam,  culinary  and  Laundry  fixtures,  have  been  exe- 
cuted, with  the  view  of  preserving  the  buildings,  furniture  and  fixtures, 
and  keeping  every  instrumentality  of  the  Institution  in  useful  order, 

William  M.  Halsted,  Esq.,  a  member  of  your  Board  and  of  the 
&sylum  Committee,  has  generously  given  the  Institution  the  use,  during 
the  whole  year,  of  two  of  his  fine  Alderney  cows, and  made  a  present  to 
it  ot  two  beautiful  heifers  and  a  bull  calf  of  the  same  stock.  The  Insti- 
tution lias  had  one  Aldernev  cow  tor  several  years,  and  having  recently 

purchased  a  young  bull,  it  now  has  in  the  three  females  and  two  males 
of  pure  blood  Which  it  owns,  the  foundation  of  a  herd  of  the  best   milch 

stock. 

I    wish  to  thank    Prof.   P     W.    Bl  DFORD,  of  the  New    York  College  of 

Pharmacy,  tot  the  exhibit  ion  at  Bloom  ingdale  of  his  pictures  illustrating

in   March    la  I    Mi     Wm,    B.   Goldsmith,  firsl   assistant    physician, 
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resigned  his  position  here,  having  been  appointed  Superintendent  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Lunatic  Hospital  at  Danvers,  in  that  State.  In  May 
the  Asylum  Committee,  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Medical  Superin- 
tendent, appointed  to  take  the  place  vacated  by  Dr.  Goldsmith,  Dr. 
Charles  E.  Woodbury,  who  had  had  a  very  creditable  experience  as  a 
member  of  the  medical  staff  both  of  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for 
the  Insane,  at  Concord,  and  of  the  McLean  Asylum,  near  Boston.  In 
November  Dr.  Wallace  J.  Herriman  resigned  the  position  of  second 
assistant  physician,  to  embrace  a  favorable  opportunity  to  enter  upon 
private  practice  ;  and  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee  it  appointed, 
upon  the  nomination  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  to  take  the  place 
of  Dr.  Herriman,  Dr.  Sanger  Brown,  a  young  man  of  much  ability 
and  promise  in  his  profession,  who  has  served  as  a  medical  assistant  in 
the  New  York  City  Asylum  for  the  Insane  and  in  the  hospital  at  Dan- 
vers, Mass. 

Dr.  J.  Collins  Hallock,  of  New  York,  who  has  already,  on  several 
similar  occasions,  been  temporarily  connected  with  Bloomingdale,  has 
again  efficiently  supplied  the  temporary  vacancies  that  have  occurred  in 
the  medical  staff  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

I  wish  to  commend  all  the  staff  officers  of  the  Institution,  medical 
and  lay,  for  discharging  their  duties,  which  have  been  arduous  and 
responsible,  with  very  satisfactory  ability  and  efficiency,  and,  as  I 
believe,  with  entire  fidelity.  It  also  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  add  that 
at  no  time  during  my  connection  with  Bloomingdale,  has  the  respect- 
ability of  the  attendants,  as  a  body,  and  the  patience  and  consideration 
with  which  they  have  treated  the  inmates  of  the  house,  been  as  satis- 
factory as  they  have  been  in  the  past  year. 

In  drawing  this  report  to  a  close,  it  may  be  noted  that  the  admis- 
sions have  continued  to  increase  in  number,  and  that  the  average  and 
whole  number  of  patients  under  the  care  of  the  Institution  lias  been 
considerably  larger  than  has  been  the  case  in  any  other  year  of  its  whole 
history  ;  that  the  results  of  treatment  may  on  the  whole  be  deemed 
satisfactory,  and  that  its  financial  condition  is  prosperous.  Such  being 
the  case,  1  venture  to  congratulate  you  upon  its  having  fairly  well 
fulfilled  for  another  year  the  benevolent  objects  of  its  establishment  by 
your  early  predecessors  and  of  the  fostering  care  it  has  received  from 
your  Board  at  every  stage  of  its  existence. 

Invoking  the  continuance  of  your  sympathy  and  support  in  still 
further  advancing  this  department  of  your  Hospital  to  a  higher  excel- 
lence in  its  material  provisions  and  in  its  administration,  I  respectfully 
submit  this  report.

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In  the  appendix  will  be  found  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Accounts,  showing  in  detail  the  receipts  and  expenditures  from  all 
sources  and  on  all  accounts,  together  with  itemized  statements  showing 
the  disbursements  for  the  several  institutions  under  the  management  of 
the  Governors,  namely:  The  New  York  Hospital,  situated  in  Fifteenth 
Street,  near  the  Fifth  Avenue;  the  House  of  Relief  at  160  Chambers 
Street,  and  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for  the  Insane. 

The  number  of  medical  and  surgical  patients  treated  in  the  wards 
of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  was  3,083,  against  2,913  the  previous 
year,  and  the  largest  number  treated  in  the  Hospital  in  any  one  year 
since  its  establishment,  while  the  average  number  of  patients  in  the 
wards  was  138,  against  143  the  previous  year.  The  large  proportion  of 
patients  treated  to  the  average  number  of  patients  in  the  wards  exhibited 
by  this  Hospital  being  about  22  to  1,  shows  an  active  service  which  is 
not  presented  by  the  statistics  of  any  other  Hospitals  which  have  come 
under  notice,  the  usual  proportion  in  the  leading  institutions  being 
about  10  to  1.  This  circumstance  goes  far  to  explain  the  large  per  diem 
cost  of  maintenance  as  shown  by  the  accounts.  At  the  House  of  Relief 
the  total  number  treated  was  1,828,  of  whom  1,571  received  only  temp- 
orary care  in  the  Reception  Ward,  and  were  either  transferred  to  other 
Hospitals,  were  discharged,  or  died  immediately. 

At  the  last-named  establishment,  better  known  to  the  public  as  the 
Chambers  Street  Hospital,  extensive  improvements  and  repairs  have 
been  carried  into  effect,  with  the  view  of  rendering  it  more  efficient  for 
the  very  active  service  which  is  there  carried  on. 

The  results  of  treatment  in  both  the  medical  and  surgical  depart- 
ments are  accurately  shown  in  the  tables  of  statistics,  carefully  compiled 
under  the  direction  of  the  Clinical  Registrars,  and  printed  in  the  ap- 
pendix. These  results  have  given  the  Governors  every  reason  to  be 
satisfied  with  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  houses  as  well  as  with  the 
skill  and  assiduity  of  the  attending  and  house  staff,  and  the  faithfulness 
with  which  they  have  been  aided  by  the  nursing  and  administrative  de- 
partments. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  has  been  administered  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Governors,  and  its  benefits  have  been  sought  by  an  increased 
number  of  patients,  the  total  rising  to  4,499,  and  the  number  of  visits  to 
25,718,  against  4,342  and  24,018  the  previous  year.  The  Out-Patient  De- 
partment at  the  House  of  Relief  is  confined,  as  far  as  possible,  to 
surgical  cases  and  cases  of  emergency  ;  still  the  number  of  patients  has 
reached  the  large  number  of  9,659. 

The  number  of  ambulance  calls  at  the  Hospital  and  House  of  Relief 
was  3,242. 
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The  year  in  the  Pathological   Department  has  not  been  marked  by 

;uiv  unusual  event.  The  number  of  additions  to  the  cabinet,  obtained 
principally  from  operations  and  autopsies , occurring  in  the  Hospital,  lias 
been  141,  increasing  the  whole  number  of  specimens  to  1,863,  a"  classified 
in  the  tables  given  below.  The  number  of  autopsies  made  during  the 
vear  in  all   the  institutions    under   the    Hoard  was   .■  These  autopsies 

are  attended  by  a  Large  class  of  students  and  practitioners,  and  the 
interest  in  this  branch  of  hospital  instruction,  as  well  as  that  given  in 
the  laboratory,  has  been  well  sustained.  The  cost  of  this  Department 
(being  chargeable  upon  the  R  w  fund)  tor  the  vear  was  $2,  |       18. 

rhe  Library  continues  to  he  supplied  with  the  more  important 
Standard  works  on  the  various  branches  of  medical  science  which  have 
recently  appeared.  The  current  literature  of  the  day  is  also  well  rep- 
resented in  the  number  of  periodicals,  transactions  and  reports,  which 
are  regularly  received.  It  is  open  to  the  profession  and  others  on  each 
week  day  from  10  \.  m.  until  5  P,  m.,  during  which  hours  its  numerous 
works  may  be  freely  consulted  by  all  who  may  desire  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  privilege.  A  tabular  statement  of  tilt*  number  of  volume 
periodicals.  \.  ..  belonging  to  the  library  may  be  found  in  the  appendix 
to  this  Report.       The  expenses  of  the  Library  for  the  year  were  $3,053.61. 

In  the  administration  of  the  Hospital  greal   importance  has  always 

been  attached  to  the    proper    nursing    of   the  patients.      In  the  early  part 

of  the  present  century,  the  late  Dr.  Valentin]  Si  wi  an,  who  was  con- 
nected with  the  Hospital  lor  t  went  v  one  years  up  to  his  death  in  1  Si  7,  as 
one  ot  the  attending  surgeons,  ga>  e  lectures  to  t  he  nurses,  and  the  more 
meritorious  of  them  were  encouraged  to  remain  in  the  service  by  various 

methods.       Thus    was    one    of   the    first     germs    of    the    modern    training 

s(  hool  planted  ;  but  it  was  not  till  1877,  upon  tin-  opening  ot'  the  new 
Hospital  building,  that  the  existing  school  was  established.  During  the 
brief  period  which  has  since  elapsed  fifty-two  young  women  have  been 

aduated,  many   of    whom    are    now    pursuing    their    profession    in    this 

citv.mvhile  a   large  proportion  (9  during  the  past  u  months)  have 
cepted  positions  of  responsibility  in  other  institutions  and  as  heads  of 
newly  established  s<  hools.    In  addition  to  the  diploma  regularly  awarded 

to  the  graduates,  a    gold  badge  with    a  suitable  device  has  been  adopted. 

ami  is  n..w  presented  to  each  graduate,  to  be  worn  while  on  duty,  and

At  the  Bloomingdale    Asylum    there    has   been  a  marked  increase  in 
the  1111  m  bei   as  well  as  the  <  hara<  ter  ol    applications  tor  t  real  ment,  an  in- 

<  r easing  proportion  ot  the  patients  being  drawn  from  the  more  educated 
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and  refined  classes  of  the  community.  This  change  is  due  in  great 
measure  to  the  improvement  and  extension  of  the  accommodations  of 
the  Asylum,  effected  with  that  portion  of  the  John  C.  Green  donation 
applicable  to  building  purposes,  and  by  the  appropriation  of  a  like 
sum  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  corporation,  but  also  to  the  freedom 
with  which  the  Governors  have  been  able  to  respond  to  the  many  de- 
mands for  increased  appliances  for  the  efficient  treatment,  the  comfort, 
and  the  diversion  of  the  inmates,  intelligently  utilized  as  these  means 
have  been,  by  the  skill  and  devotion  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  and 
his  assistants. 

About  sixty  per  cent  of  all  the  patients  treated  pay  either  nothing 
or  an  amount  more  or  less  below  the  cost  of  treatment,  the  amount  of 
the  deficiency  in  these  cases  having  amounted  to  §32,687.  This  defici- 
ency has  been  provided  for  in  part  by  the  higher  rates  generally  paid  by 
the  first  named  class,  and  in  part  by  the  avails  of  the  John  C.  Green 
Memorial  Fund. 

For  the  results  of  treatment,  and  all  statistical  and  other  interesting 
information,  reference  is  made  to  the  full  report  of  Dr.  Charles  H. 
Nichols,  the  Medical  Superintendent,  which  is  appended  hereto. 

As  above  stated,  3,083  patients  were  treated  in  the  Hospital,  re- 
maining under  care  for  an  aggregate  period  of  7,212  weeks.  Of  these 
65K  Per  cent,  were  non-paying  patients,  and  the  amount  charged  to  the 
Charity  Fund  for  their  maintenance  was  §38,031.57,  which  sum,  by  no 
means,  represents  the  whole  chargre  upon  the  funds  of  the  Hospital, 
inasmuch  as  the  rate  of  pay  patients,  upon  which  the  deficiency  is  based, 
is  now  considerably  below  the  actual  cost  of  maintenance. 

The  service  at  the  House  of  Relief  is  absolutely  free,  and  has  been 
carried  on  at  an  expense  of  §25,880.63. 

The  foregoing  statements  will  readily  show  that  the  philanthropic 
work  of  this  Society  is  extended  in  many  directions;  and  while  the 
Governors  desire  to  increase  its  usefulness  in  several  fields,  they  are 
met  by  stern  financial  necessities,  and  must  await  the  aid  o§  their 
benevolent  fellow  citizens  to  assist  them  in  carrying  out  these  objects. 

It  is  a  noticeable  circumstance  that  the  New  York  Hospital  has 
been  remembered  in  the  wills  of  so  few  of  our  prominent  fellow 
citizens,  and  that  it  has  been  made  the  custodian  of  so  few  trusts  for 
special  purposes.  Of  the  latter  it  holds  but  two — the  "John  C.  Green 
Memorial  Fund,"  and  the  "  Ray  Fund  "  for  the  endowment  of  the 
Pathological  Cabinet,  while  one  of  its  sister  institutions  in  a  neighbor- 
ing city  is  the  holder  of  upwards  of  seventy  such  trusts,  the  income  of 
which  is  devoted   in  about  fifty  cases  to  the  support   of  free  patients, 
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either  in  its  hospital  or  asylum  for  the  insane,  and  that  of  the  remainder 
to  various  purj  of  a  special  nature 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  not  distant  future  the  New  York  Hospital 

may  be  placed    upon    a    similar  basis,   and    thus   enabled    still    further  to 

develop  its  philanthropic  and  educational  work:

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ADMISSIONS. 

One  pels, ,n  only,  a  woman,  was  OIU  e  discharged  and  readmitted  in 
the  year,  and  the  number  oi  persons  was  one  less  than  the  number  of 
«  ases  treated. 

Of  those  received,  8  patients,  2  men  and  6  women,  had  been  in  the 

institution  once  before,  and  2  women  had  been  in  it  twice  before,  in 
previous  years.  Of  the  fust  readmissions,  4,  1  man  and  3  women,  had 
been  discharged  recovered,  and  i  man  and  3  women  had  been  discharged 
improved.  Of  the  second  readmissions,  1  had  been  discharged  once  as 
re<  1  rvered  and  once  as  improved,  and  i  had  been  discharged  twice  as  im- 
proved. 

There  were  96  first  admissions.  45  of  men  and  51  of  women.  1- 
which,  7  of  men  and  <S  of  women,  had  been  treated  in  other  institutions; 
11,  6  of  nun  and  5  of  women,  tor  first  and  present  attacks.  3  women 
for  two  and  1  man  tor  three  previous  attacks.  It  follows  that  92  of  the 
admissions,  44  men  and  48  women — 87  percent,  of  the  whole  number 
admitted — were  first  attacks.  Si  of  which,  38  of  men  and  43  of  women, 
were  fust  admissions  to  Bloomingdale. 

In  carefully  estimating  the  prognosis  of  the  cases  admitted,  54,  17 
of  men  and  37  of  women,  were  (hissed  as  fa VOrable  j  25,  11  of  men  and 
14  of  women,  as  unfavorable;  and  27,  19  of  men,  including  \z  cases  of 
paresis,  and  8  of  women,  including  1  case  of  paresis,  as  incurable. 

Thirty-nine  patients  were  admitted  at   the    seasonable   time   of  2 
months    or   less;     64   at   an    average    period   of   1    year,    7    months  and 
days,  and  .}  at  an  average    period    of  27    years  and  2  months  from  the  re- 
ported dale  ot    seizure.      The    last    3    cases   are    excluded    from   the  other 

averages  be<  ause  it  is  not  probable  that  they  were  sen!  to  Bloomingdale 

with  any  expectation  of  recovery.      In  another  paragraph  it  will  be  seen 

that   tin*  number  of  recoveries  i^  exactly  the  same  as  the  number  of 

ison able  admissions;  and  while  the  exactness  of  this  numerical  cor- 

pondence    is   of   course    accidental,  it    is   a   very  positive  indication  of 

the  advantages  <>f  early  treatment.  The  average  chronicity  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  admissions — more  than  60  per  cent,  of  the  whole  num- 
ber admitted— accounts  for  a  considerable  proportion  ot  the  unfavorable 
and  manifestly  incurable  cases.  Everj  additional  year's  observation 
enhances  my  sense  of  the  importance  to  recovery,  of  the  early  treatment 
ot  mental  disorders  that  are  not  manifestly  sympathetic  and  likely  to  be 

transient,   i"  a  well  appointed  and  conducted  institution. 

DISCMARG1 
Thirty-nine  persons,  1     men  and  25  women,  appeared  to  make  com- 
plete recoveries  this  pear,  which  were  nearly  36^  per  tent,  ot  the  dis- 
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charges,  including  deaths.  No  person  is  reported  as  having  recovered 
more  than  once. 

Thirty-two,  12  men  and  20  women,  recovered  from  first  attacks;  3, 
1  man  and  2  women,  recovered  from  second  attacks  ;  2  women  recovered 
from  third  attacks;  1  man  recovered  from  a  fourth  attack,  and  1  woman 
recovered  from  a  tenth  attack. 

Twenty-seven,  8  men  and  19  women,  recovered  from  ?nania  of  differ- 
ent types  ;  10,  4  men  and  6  women,  from  melancholia,  and  2  men  from 
dementia. 

The  average  duration  of  the  treatment  of  all  the  cases  that  recovered 
was  4  months  and  28  days.  Of  the  men  it  was  4  months  and  27  days, 
and  of  women  it  was  4  months  and  21  days.  The  shortest  periods  of 
treatment  were  28  days  of  1  man,  and  25  days  of  1  woman  ;  the  longest 
were  1  year  and  22  days  of  1  man,  and  2  years  and  3  days  of  1  woman. 
The  disease  in  the  cases  of  recovery  was  reported  to  have  existed  an 
average  of  5  months  and  19  days  prior  to  admission  ;  in  the  men  8 
months  and  11  days,  and  in  the  women  3  months  and  29  days.  The 
average  time  from  the  reported  inception  of  the  disease  to  recovery  was 
10  months  and  17  days;  in  the  men  1  year,  1  month  and  18  days,  and  in 
the  women  8  months  and  27  days. 

As  usual,  the  period  of  treatment  was  generally  too  short,  but  in 
several  cases  in  which  it  was  continued  as  long  as  it  seemed  to  me  likely 
to  be  beneficial,  the  high  state  of  bodily  health  and  the  unwonted 
reasonableness  and  composure  of  mind  attained  were  not  only  realized 
by  both  the  patients  and  their  friends,  but  were  more  or  less  a  surprise 
lo  them  and  even  to  the  officers  of  the  institution. 

Thirty-four  patients,  an  equal  number  of  each  sex,  were  discharged 
improved,  and  11,  7  men  and  4  women,  as  unimproved.  Seven  of  the  im- 
proved cases  bid  fair  to  recover  under  sufficiently  protracted  treatment. 
The  others,  including  5  cases  of  paresis,  gave  little  or  no  promise  of 
recovery. 

DEATHS. 
The  deaths  were  2^,  14  of  men  and  9  of  women.  The  causes  of 
death  were  general  paralysis  in  10  cases  (all  men)  ;  exhaustion  of  senile 
insanity  in  3  cases,  2  of  men  and  1  of  a  woman  ;  exhaustion  of  acute 
mania  in  the  cases  of  2  women  ;  epileptic  convulsions  and  valvular  dis- 
ease of  the  heart,  i  each  in  cases  of  men  ;  and  exhaustion  of  acute 
melancholia,  pneumonia,  rupture  of  ascending  aorta,  peritonitis,  carci- 
noma of  liver  and  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  1  each  in  cases  of  women. 
The  patients  who  died  had  been  continuously  under  treatment  for 
periods  varying  from    12   days  to  23   years,  5  months  and  4  days  in  the 
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t  i  man,  and  ::  years,  2  months  and  20  davs  in  the  Case  of  1 
unman,  the  average  duration  of  treatment  having  been  3  pears,  4 
months  and  7  da}  The  2  cases  oi  acute  mania  were  in  the  house,  1 
1 2  days,  and  tlu-  other  2  months  and  27  days.  I  la-  case  of  acute  melan- 
cholia was  in   the  house  4   months  and   1   daw     None  of  the  general 

paretics  who    died    had    been    treated    in    other    institutions.      Thev  \v< 

under  treatment  here   from   2  months  9  davs  to  8  pears  1  month  in  one 

ease,  and  4   vears,    \   months  and  6  days  in    another,  the  average  period  of 

Ltmenf  having  been  2  years,  2  months  and  jo  days. 
The  very  inception  of  general  paresis  is  so  insidious  as  generall}  to 
elude   recognition,    and    no  testimony  in   regard    to   the  beginning  of 

morbid  manifestation  is  much  more  conflicting  and  unreliable  than  that 
of  the  most  candid  of  the  friends  of  those  who  are  afflicted  with  it.  My 
observation,  however,  justifies  the  conclusion  that  an  average  of  at  Least 
1  pear  should  be  added  to  the  duration  of  treatment  in  these  cases,  in  at- 
tempting a  proximate  estimate  of  the  time  between  seizure  and  their 
inevitable  termination  in  death. 

The  deaths  were  nearly  7  per  cent,  of  the  persons  under  treatment, 
nearly  <;  per  cent,  of  the  men,  and  a  little  rising  5  per  cent,  of  the 
women. 

RESTRAINT. 

I  am  in  full  accord  with  what  may  be  properly  called  the  American 
doit  rine  and  practice  in  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint  and  seclusion 
in  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  which  is,  as  1  understand  it,  that  neither 
mode  of  treatment  shall  ever  be  resorted  to  unless,  in  the  opinion  of  a 
Competent  and  responsible  medical  officer,  protection  in  particular  cases 

ainst  violence,  exhaustive  activity,  the  removal  of  surgical  dressings, 

.  etc  ,  can  be  effected  more  easily,  completely,  and  beneficially  to  the 
patient  than  the  necessary  end  can  be  attained  bv  either  the  hands  of  at- 
tendants, medicinal  agents,  showers  and  douches  which  I  consider  inad- 
missible except  in  a  verv  Limited  number  of  cast's,  or  "packs."  wet  or 
dry,  which  are  obviously    a    very  positive-    form    of    mechanical    restraint. 

though  their  therapeutical  advantages  may  now  and  then  be  superior  to 
any  substitute  for  them — and  that   it   is  the  duty  of  the  practitioner  to

I  believe  it  does,  a<  luall)  and  necessarily,  in  ever]  othei  on  lightened 
country,  and  is  governed)  as  are  other  measures  .it  treatment,  by  the 

training  and  1  haracter  <>!    the  medical  officers  in  Charge,  the  opinion  and 

ipport  oi   trustees,  the  number  and  character  ot  patients  with   respect 
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to  the  extent  and  quality  of  their  accommodations,  proportion  of  at- 
tendants to  patients,  scale  of  expenditure  and  other  agencies  of  treat- 
ment. The  restraint  needed  in  the  same  institution  will  vary  greatly 
according  to  the  varying  conditions  of  patients.  While  I  still  conscienti- 
ously entertain  the  views  just  expressed,  in  common  with  the  great 
majority  of  my  American  brethren,  and  am  entirely  unwilling  to  be 
governed  by  a  prohibitory  dogma  or  an  arbitrary  proportion  to  patients 
in  the  use  of  restraint,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  circumstances  that 
justify  its  average  use  in  more  than  2  or  3  per  cent,  of  the  cases  under 
treatment  must  be  quite  exceptional.  Seconded  by  the  present  assistant 
physicians  of  the  Institution,  who  have  been  earnest  and  efficient  in  their 
co-operation  in  this  undertaking,  the  effort  has  been  made  this  year  to 
see  how  far  restraint,  either  by  mechanical  instrumentalities  or  seclusion, 
could  be  reduced  without  violating  the  principles  just  laid  down,  and  on 
the  mens'  side  of  the  house  restraint  by  camisole  or  bed  strap,  or  by 
seclusion,  was  resorted  to  in  the  course  of  the  year  in  only  11  different 
cases,  1  time  in  3  cases,  3  times  in  2  cases,  4  times  in  2  cases,  5  times  in  2 
cases,  6  times  in  1  case,  and  7  times  in  1  case,  for  periods  varying  from  1 
to  12  hours.  On  the  women's  side  of  the  house  more  restraint  was  used 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  but  in  the  last  7  months  it  was  used  in  only 
2  cases,  3  times  in  1  case  and  4  times  in  the  other,  for  periods  varying 
from  1  to  10  hours.  In  the  foregoing  list  of  restraint  used,  is  included 
the  seclusion  of  3  different  cases  of  paroxysmal  mania  in  men  and  1  of 
general  paralysis,  4  times  in  2  cases,  5  times  in  1  case,  and  1  time  in  1 
case,  for  periods  varying  from  2  to  6  hours.  Seclusion  was  not  resorted 
to  in  any  other  case,  and  the  habit  of  voluntary  seclusion  into  which  cer- 
tain old  cases  are  inclined  to  fall,  has  been  entirely  broken  up.  I  desire 
it  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  the  reduced  use  of  restraint  has  not 
been  attended  by  an  increased  use  of  nervous  sedatives  or  hypnotics, 
which  have  in  fact  been  very  sparingly  used.  On  the  contrary,  I  have 
depended  more  than  ever  before  upon  the  composing  and  indirect  hyp- 
notic effects  of  tonic  and  stimulant  treatment  and  the  use  of  warm  medi- 
cated baths  aud  massage  at  bed  time. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  while  about  the  usual  proportion  of  ex- 
cited patients  has  been  treated  this  year,  there  have  not  been  any  cases 
of  acute  delirious  mania  or  other  cases  of  extreme  violence  in  which  it 
is  most  necessary  to  husband  the  strength  by  confinement  to  the  bed  ; 
and  that  the  minimum  use  of  restraint  that  is  consistent  with  the  welfare 
of  active  cases  of  mental  derangement  requires  a  large  corps  of  superior 
attendants.  The  number  employed  at  Bloomingdale  in  the  year  has  av- 
eraged 1  attendant  to  2^  patients,  including  2  supervisors,  2  trained 
nurses  and  8  regular  night  attendants. 
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Early  in  July  Last  a  man  under  the  care  of  the  Institution  was  de- 
clared sane  l>v  a  commission  and  jury  de  lunatico  inquirendo,  after  sev- 
eral hearings  at  which  5  physicians,  3  of  whom  were  experts  and  well 
acquainted  with  the  case,  and  as  many  Laymen  testified  to  his  insanity 
and  gave  reasons  tor  their  opinions  based  upon  personal  observation 
that    would   have   left   no  doubl   on  the  mind  of  any  one  familiar  with 

mental  disease,  that  he  was  insane  ;   and.  as  I  am  informed,  but  one  physi* 

<  ian  who  was  not  an  expert  and  one  or  two  laymen  hesitatingly  testifi< 
that  they  thought  hi-  views  and  conduct  might  be  consistent  with  sanity. 

In  addition,  he  ol  <  OUrse  testified  to    his  own  sanity. 

Immediately  after  the  verdict  was  rendered  the  man  returned  to  the 

Asylum,  when,  though  he  already  know  it  verv  well,  no  time  was  lost  in 
informing  him    that  he   was  at   full   liberty  to  go  about   his  business. 

Later,  when  the  order  of  the  Court  approving  the  verdict    and  discha: 
ing  him  from  the  Institution  was  received,  he  was  advised   in  writing  to 
leave  and  and  return  to  his  business,  as  he  promised   the  jury    he  would 
do  if  discharged,  but  he  has  persistently  refused  to  leave  and  is  still  in 

the  Institution,  in  Substantially  the  Same  mental  condition  that  he  wa- 
in at  the  time  of  the  inquiry.  I  have  hitherto  refrained  from  resorting 
to  force  which  mtiiis  to  he  the  only  measure  that  will  put  and  keep  him 
away.  I  content  myself  with  a  statement  tor  vour  information  of  the 
Leading  fa<  ts  of  this  extraordinary  proceeding. 

In   the    last    summer  several   patients  were  sent    into  the  country   in 

charge  of  attendants  and  hoarded  for  a  number  of  weeks  at  a  time  in 
private  families  ;    and    Large    numbers    made   exclusions   up  the  Hudson, 

to  the  farm  at  White  Plains  and  to  the  seaside  :  and  nearly  every  proper 

place  of  amusement  in  the  City  has  heen  visited  by  patients  a<  cotnpan- 
ied  by  physicians  and  attendants.  Such  changes  and  diversions  away 
troin     Bloomingdale    were    not    attended    l>v    serious  accident    and    were 

much  enjoyed  by  all  who  have  participated  in  them.  Theyare  not  men- 
tioned ;i^  a  novelty,  either  here  or  elsewhere,  hut  because  such  mea- 
sures ot  treatment  were  pursued  more  largely  and  systematically  than 
heretofi  >i 

The  foregoing  is  an  outline  of  the  current  medical  history  ol  this 
department  ot  tin-  hospital  establishment  under  your  government,  and 
1  probabl)  as  full  as  you  will  expect.  It  is  intended  to  embrace  such

treatment  which  the  community  is  most  interested  in  and  can  l>est  ap-

necessity  of  purchasing  al  the  outsel  every  implement,  working  animal, 
seed  and  fertilizer  used  in  its  cultivation,  are  considered,  it  may  be 
thought  reasonable  ground  of  satisfaction,  that  when  the  farm  year  I 
ended,  stock  and  implements  that  cost  $680.00  and  may  lie  expected  to 
be  then  on  hand,  will  represent  the  excess  of  receipts  over  expenditures 
in  the  first  year  of  this  agricultural  enterprise. 

The  number  of  weeks'  board  and  treatment  fur  dished  to  patients 
Was  12,153-^j-.  The  expenditures  tor  all  purposes  wen  -  5.560  87.  It 
follows  that  the  average  expenditure  per  patient  treated  was  ^15.10  per 
week.  The  increased  expenditure  per  patient  was  due  to  the  increased 
cost  of  most  supplies  and  an  increased  cost  of  personal  treatment  com- 
mensurate with  a  very  considerable  increase  in  the  number  under  care 
for  whom  the  higher  rates  were  paid. 

The  income  of  the  John  C.  Gri  1  N  Mi  MORIAL  Fund  has  been  appro- 
priated to  the  assistance  of  73  different  female  patients  in  limited  cir- 
cumstances. Its  great  benefits  from  year  to  vcar  can  be-  fully  realized 
Only  by  personal  observation  of  them.  There  is  great  need  of  an  inde- 
pendent income  from  which  male  patients  in  like  circumstances,  can  be 
assisted. 

Two  of  the  old  halls  have  been  reconstructed  and  furnished  in  the 

ar,  the  4  bath  room  and  water  closets  of  the  east  building  have  been 
reconstructed,  new  window  heads  and  sills  and  many  new  pieces  of  ash- 
lar have  been  put  in  both  the  front  and  rear  facades  of  the  original  cen- 
ter buijding,  and  all  the  joints  have  been  cut  out  and  repointed  and  a 
triple  window  has  been  put  in  both  gables,  the  finishing  of  the  roomy 
attic  of  the  whole  original  edifice,  including  a  spacious  amusement 
room,  has  been  prosecuted  as  more  urgent  work   would  allow;  further 

repairs  ha\  e  been  put  upon  the  horse  and  cow  stables,  the  construction 
of  the  boundary  road  and  the  construction  and    repair  of  walks  and    the 

planting  of  trees  and  shrubbery  have  been  continued,  and  a  very  lai 
amount  ol  painting  has  been  done,  outside  and  in,  tor  tin-  preservation 
and  good  appeal ance  ol  the  building 

Jas.  (.  Kelly,  Esq.,  of  Croton  Falls,  has  given  the  Institution  a 
very   line  thoi  >ugh  bred  and   registered   Alderney  bull  calf,  which  he 

named  the  "  Duke  "I  I  do.  .in  in -dale,"  and  C.  I.,  bin  \\n  .  Esq.,  from  tin- 
stock  of  his  summer  residence  at  Irvington-on-Hudson,  a  pure  bred 
A 1  dei  ne\  heifer  calf.  This  department  is  indebted  to  the  parent  institu- 
tution  for  17,578  2d  hand  bricks  which  are  now  being  Laid  in  fire  and 
partition  walls  in  the  attic  ol  the  original  edifice 
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Dr.  Chas.  E.  Woodbury,  first  assistant  physician,  resigned  his 
position  in  March  to  take  the  medical  superintendency  of  the  Rhode 
Island  Hospital  at  Providence,  and  Dr.  Sanger  Brown  was  advanced  to 
his  place  ;  and  in  May  Dr.  William  E.  Dold,  who  had  served  as  med- 
ical assistant  in  the  New  York  City  Asylum  for  the  Insane  and  in  the 
Wisconsin  State  Asylum  at  Winnebago,  was  appointed  to  the  post  of 
second  assistant,  made  vacant  by  Dr.  Brown's  promotion.  The  nomin- 
ation of  these  gentlemen  is  the  strongest  testimonial  I  can  give  to  their 
fitness  for  the  responsible  positions  they  fill. 

Dr.  Jas.  Collins  Hallock  has  again  with  his  usual  ability  assisted 
in  the  medical  service  of  the  Institution  during  a  part  of  the  year. 

All  the  members  of  the  staff  have  been  faithful  and  efficient  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duties. 

The  attendants  as  a  body  deserve  commendation  for  the  patience 
and  fidelity  with  wrhich  they  have  discharged  their  duties,  rendered 
somewhat  more  difficult  and  trying  than  usual  by  the  diminished  use  of 
restraint. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  prosperous.  The  results  of  treatment 
have  been  in  the  main  satisfactory,  no  serious  accident  has  occurred,  the 
receipts  have  been  larger  than  ever  before,  and  material  and  administra- 
tive improvements  have  continued  to  be  made.  I  rely  upon  your  co- 
operation in  keeping  this  department  of  the  Hospital  steadily  in  the  line 
of  advancement.

The  Governors  of  the  New  York  Hospital 
respectfully  present  their  Annual  Report 
of  the  State  of  the  Institutions  under  their 
charge  for  the  year  1883,  as  required  by 
law. 


ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Ih<-  Institutions  under  the  management  of  the  Governors  of  this 
Society,  as  has  been  the  case  for  past  years,  are  the  New  York  Hospital, 
situated  in  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  Streets,  near  the  Fifth  Avenue  ;  the 
Bloom ingdale  Asylum  for  the  care  of  Insane  Patients,  occupying  the 

•  u  nds  extending  from  One  I  hind  red  and  Thirteenth  to  One  I  [undred 
and  Twentieth  Street,  and  from  the  Boulevard  to  the  Tenth  Avenue;  and 
the  House  of  Relief  at  No.  160  Chambers  Street,  generally  known 
the  (  handlers  Street  I  lospital,  for  the  relief  and  temporary  care  of  cases 
of  emergency,  principally  surgical. 

Tiu-  Governors  are  able  to  report  that  all  these  Institutions  art  in 
good  order,  and  have  been  efficiently  and  su<  cessfully  administered 
during  the  year  just  closed.  Their  effort- to  promote  this  end  have  been 
ably  and  faithfully  seconded  by  the  heads  of  the  various  departments, 
and  by  the  Medical  and  Surgical  resident  staffs,  while  the  eminent  pro- 
fessional gentlemen  whose  gratuitous  services  have  so  largely  promoted 
the  advancement  of  science  and  the  cause  of  humanity,  have  con- 
tinued to  render  those  service-  with  unabated  zeal.

In  the  appendix  will  be  found  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ac- 
counts, showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures  from  all  sources  and  on 
all  accounts,  as  also  particular  statements  showing  the  items  of  the  dis- 
bursements for  each  of  the  three  establishments. 

At  the  Hospital  in  Fifteenth  Street  the  number  of  patients  treated  in 
the  wards  was  3,134,  while  the  average  number  under  treatment  was  139, 
being  an  almost  accurate  repetition  of  the  figures  of  the  previous  year. 
In  fact,  the  demand  upon  the  accommodations  afforded  by  the  Hospital 
having  long  since  reached  its  capabilities  there  is  not  much  room  for 
variation  in  these  statistics.  The  very  large  ratio  of  the  total  treated 
to  the  average  number  of  patients  in  the  wards  (22  to  1)  which  con- 
tinues to  be  a  peculiar  feature  of  this  Hospital,  shows  the  activity  of  the 
service,  and  goes  far  in  explaining  the  large  per  diem  cost  of  mainten- 
ance as  shown  by  the  accounts. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  building  continues  to  be  satisfactory, 
no  cases  of  hospitalism  having  occurred  in  the  surgical  practice,  and 
the  results  of  treatment  have  been  satisfactory.  ,  These  results  are  care- 
fully and  accurately  stated  in  the  tables  of  statistics  printed  in  the  ap- 
pendix, and  a  careful  study  of  them  in  comparison  with  those  of  twenty 
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pears  ago  will  show  the  great  advance  in  modern  surgery,  particularly 
when  practiced  in  connection  with  improved  hospital  construction,  care- 
ful nursing,  perfect  cleanliness,  and  all  possible  appliances  for  the  com- 
fort of  the  patient. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  presents  no  new  features,  excepting  the 
ntinued   increase  in   the  number  of  applicants   for   its   benefits,  the 

Dumber  of  new  patients  having  risen  to  4,947,  and  the  number  ol  visits 
to  27,670,  against  4,499  and  25,718  the  previous  year. 

The  Training  School  tor  Nurses  continues  in  successful  operation. 
As  -tated  in  former  reports,  this  school  was  one  of  the  earliest  estab- 
lished in  the  country,  and  presents  unusual  advantages  to  young  women 
ntemplating  the  adoption  of  that  career  for  their  future  lives.  The 
course  of  training  consists  of  eighteen  months'  continuous  practice  and 
instruction  at  the  bedside  under  the  direction  of  an  efficient  principal,  re- 
gular lessons  in  cooking  bv  an  expert,  and  courses  of  lectures  to  the 
pupils  bv  physicians  of  experience.  Notwithstanding  the  establishment 
ot  numerous  other  schools,  tin?  demand  for  trained  nurses  in  the  com- 
munity keeps  pace  with  the  supply,  and  the  services  of  the  graduates  of 
thi^  school  are  in  constant  requisition.  The  total  number  of  nurses 
graduated  up  to  the  present  time  has  been  68,  of  whom  a  large  pro- 
portion are  practicing  their  profession  in  the  city,  and  are  registered  at 
the  Hospital,  where  applications  tor  their  services  are  responded  to. 
Many  of  the  graduates  of  this  school,  however,  are  called  upon  t<>  act  as 
heads  of  newly  established  schools,  or  to  superintend  the  nursing  de- 
partment of  hospitals.     This  branch  of  the  Hospital  service  was  carried 

on  at  an  expense  of   $7,206.28. 

In    the     Pathological     Department    instruction    has    been    given    as 
formerly,  to   practitioners  as  well  as  students,    in  the  laboratory  and 

autopsy  room.  The  number  of  autopsies  made  at  the  Hospital  and 
House  of  Relief  amounted  to  239.  The  Valuable  Cabinet  in  the  Ad- 
ministrat  ion  building  has  been  increased  by  the  number  of  ioo  specimens. 
and  now  contains  1,963  objects,  carefully  preserved  and  catalogued. 
Tin-  additions  to  the  Cabinet  are  derived  principally  from  the  operating 

and  autopsy  theatres,  but  many  of  t  hem.  and  recently  a  larger-  proportion, 

are  the  donations  of    professional  men  not  connected  with  the    Hospital, 

by  whom  the  grea(  value  and  usefulness  of  the  Cabinet  are  more  and 
more  apprei  iated.  The  cost  ot  this  department,  which  is  supported  by 
the  income  ot  the  "  R  w  Fund,"  was  $31123.29. 

The  Hospital   Library,  which  was  established  in  the  jrear  i7w<>.  lias 

annually  increased  in  magnitude  and  value   under   the    fostering   care  ol 
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the  Governors,  and  the  intelligent  and  unremitting  labors  of  Dr.  John 
L.  Vandervoort,  the  Librarian,  who  has  held  the  office  for  an  uninter- 
rupted period  of  forty-five  years.  It  now  contains  upwards  of  fourteen 
thousand  volumes,  confined  entirely  to  medicine  and  surgery  and  the 
collateral  branches  of  science  relating  thereto.  The  Library  is  in  con- 
stant receipt  of  a  large  number  of  foreign  and  domestic  periodicals  and 
transactions,  and  thus  enables  the  busy  practitioner  as  well  as  the 
student  of  medicine,  to  whom  its  doors  are  freely  open,  to  become  in- 
formed of  the  progress  of  medical  knowledge. 

At  the  House  of  Relief  or  Chambers  Street  Hospital,  the  number  of 
patients  treated  was  2,368,  of  whom  2,100  were  treated  only  in  the  re- 
ception ward,  and  were  discharged,  transferred  to  other  hospitals,  or 
died  immediately  ;  the  temporary  care  of  cases  of  emergency  being  the 
chief  feature  of  this  establishment.  The  number  of  cases  treated  in  the 
Out-Patient  Department  was  11,627,  and  the  number  of  ambulance  calls 
reached  the  large  number  of  2,345. 

As  above  stated,  3,134  patients  were  treated  in  the  Hospital  during 
the  year,  remaining  under  care  for  an  aggregate  period  of  7,290  weeks. 
Of  these,  697  were  non-paying  patients,  and  the  amount  charged  to  the 
Charity  Fund  for  their  maintenance  was  $38,229.98. 

The  service  at  the  House  of  Relief  is  absolutely  free,  and  this  estab- 
lishment has  been  maintained  at  an  expense  of  $24,550.13. 

At  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  the  number  of  patients  admitted  was 
141,  and  the  total  number  treated  during  the  year,  364.  The  great  num- 
ber of  admissions  to  this  Institution  has  taxed  its  resources  to  the  ut- 
most, and  it  seems  probable  that  it  will  be  unable  to  respond  to  the  de- 
mands upon  it  in  the  near  future,  and  until  means  can  be  provided  for 
the  extension  of  its  accommodations.  The  annual  report  of  the  Medical 
Superintendent,  Dr.  Charles  H.  Nichols,  will  be  found  in  the  appendix, 
and  is  referred  to  as  presenting  full  and  accurate  particulars  of  the  re- 
sults of  treatment  and  other  information.  About  two-thirds  of  all  the 
patients  treated  at  Bloomingdale  pay  either  nothing  or  an  amount  more 
or  less  below  the  cost  of  maintenance,  the  deficiency  in  these  cases  hav- 
ing amounted  to  830,634.72.  This  deficiency  was  provided  for  in  part 
by  the  avails  of  the  John  C.  Green  Memorial  Fund,  and  in  part  by  the 
higher  rates  paid  by  the  remaining  one-third  of  the  patients,  but  even 
with  these  aids  the  receipts  of  the  Institution  fell  short  of  the  expenses 
by  the  sum  of  $7,851.28. 

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Governors  are  applying 
all  the  means  at  their  disposal  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  benevolent  and

educational  Objects  of  t h<    So<  iety  ;   and  while  it^  facilities  arc  ample  for 

a  great  extension  of  its  sphere  of  usefulness,  it  is  much  t"  be  regretted 

that   its  limited  resources  must  compel  the  Governors  to  pOSpOne  the  at- 
tainment «»t   such  desirable  ends.

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ADMISSIONS. 

Three  persons  only,  all  women,  were  discharged  and  readmitted  in 
the  year,  reducing  the  number  of  individuals  treated  t<>  361. 

()l    those  received,   15  patients,  2  men  and   13  women,  had  been  in  the 

Institution  once  before;   1  man  had  been  in  it  twice,  and  1  three  tim 
before.     Of  the  first  readmissions,  4,  all  women,  had  been  discharg 
recovered;   8,  1  man   and    7  women,  improved;   3,    1    man   and    2  women, 
unimproved.       ()t"    the   second   or  other   readmissions,    1    man    had   been 
twice  discharged  recovered,  and  1   man,  a  ease  of  general  paresis  with 
partial    remissions,    had   been    discharged   three   times.      Ten    patient-     J 
men  and  7  women,  were  readmitted  who  had  not  recovered  from  their 
first  attacks,  and  2  women  appear  to  have  recovered  after  their  discharg 
The  longest  continuous  absences    precedfng  their  present  admissions 
were    in    the   eases  of   1     man,    1    year    and   three   months;    1  woman,   33 
years.     The  shortest,  in  the  case   of   1  man  2  months  and  5  days,  and  of 
1  woman  9  days. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-two  of  the  admissions,  59  men  and  63 
women-  86  percent,  of  the  whole  number  admitted — were  first  attacks, 
ii2  of  which,  56  men  and  56  women,  were  first  admissions  to  Blooming- 
dale. 

In  carefully  estimating  the  prognosis  of  the  eases  admitted,  56,  18 

men  and  38  women,  were  classed  as  favorable  ;  63,  30  men  and  33 
women,  as  unfavorable  ;  22,  10  men,  including  ij  cases  of  paresis,  and 
6  w  omen   as  incurable. 

Forty-one   patients  were  admitted  3   months  or   less  after  the  first 

mptoms  of  mental  disease  wore  noticed  J    [3    bet  ween  3  and  6  months  ; 
20    between  6  months  and   1  year,  and  77  more  than   1    year. 

DISCHARGES. 

Thirty  six  persons,  15  men  and  21  women,  appealed  to  make  com- 
plete n-<  overies  this  year,  which  were  30  per  cent,  of  the  discharges,  in- 
cluding deaths.     No  person  is  reported  as  having  recovered  more  than

The  average  duration  of  the  treatment  ol  all  th<        es  that  recovered 

6    months   and    13    d;i  (  )t    tin     men    it    was    tour    months   and    11 
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days,  and  of  women  it  was  8  months  and  19  days.  The  shortest  periods 
of  treatment  were  21  days  of  1  man,  and  22  days  of  1  woman  ;  the 
longest  were  6  months  and  15  days  of  1  man,  and  4  years,  2  months  and 
6  days  of  1  woman.  The  disease  in  the  cases  of  recovery  was  reported 
to  have  existed  an  average  of  3  months  and  20  days  prior  to  admission, 
the  average  having  been  exactly  the  same  for  both  sexes.  The  average 
time  from  the  reported  inception  of  the  disease  to  recovery,  was  10 
months  and  3  days  ;  in  the  men  8  months  and  1  day,  and  in  the  women 
12  months  and  9  days. 

Thirty-eight  patients,   23  men  and  15  women,  were  discharged  im- 
proved; and  28,  10  men  and  18  women,  as  unimproved.     Ten  of  the  im- 
proved cases  bade  fair  to  recover  under  sufficiently  protracted  treat- 
ment. 

DEATHS. 

Eighteen  patients,  12  men  and  6  women,  died.  Five  men  died  of  the 
general  paralysis  of  the  insane ;  4,  3  men  and  1  woman,  of  exhaustion,  3  in 
cases  of  acute  mania  and  1  in  a  case  of  acute  melancholia;  2  women  of 
marasmus,  accompanying  acute  melancholia  ;  2,  1  man  and  1  woman,  of 
pneumonia,  supervenient  in  one  case  to  the  exhaustion  of  acute  mania, 
and  in  the  other  of  chronic  dementia  secondary  to  acute  mania;  1 
woman  of  colliquative  diarrhoea  and  another  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  both 
in  acute  melancholia;  1  man  of  epilepsy,  in  a  case  of  chronic  dementia; 
1  man  by  drowning,  in  a  case  of  chronic  mania  running  into  dementia, 
and  1  man  of  mitral  stenosis,  in  a  case  of  acute  melancholia. 

The  remarkable  fact  that  one  more  than  one-half  of  the  deaths  oc- 
curred in  the  acute  stage  of  mental  aberration,  appears  to  require  a  word 
of  explanation.  One  young  woman  died  of  the  exhaustion  of  acute 
disease  of  recent  invasion.  In  the  other  deaths  in  acute  cases,  one-half 
of  the  whole  number,  the  exhaustion  of  the  vital  forces  long  preceded 
and  mainly  caused  the  insanity.  The  essential  cause  of  death  was 
chronic,  though  the  mental  disorder  was  acute. 

The  death  in  the  acute  cases  occurred  after  they  had  been  under 
treatment  an  average  period  of  2  months  and  21  days.  Two  were  in  the 
house  respectively  3  and  5  days,  and  1  as  long  as  8  months  and  15  days. 
Of  the  5  patients  that  died  of  the  general  paralysis  of  the  insane,  the 
shortest  period  that  elapsed  between  the  original  admission  and  death 
was  8  months  and  29  days  ;  the  longest  lacked  only  1  day  of  4  years  ; 
the  average  was  2  years,  7  months  and  7  days.  As  was  remarked  last 
year,  the  average  duration  from  inception  to  death  in  cases  of  paresis  is 
at  least  one  year  longer  than  their  hospital  life. 
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The  3  deaths  in  chronic  cases  other  than  paretics,  took  place,  i  in  i 
ar  and  15  days  ;   1  in  1  year,  6  months  and  5  days,  and  1  in  2  years,  1 
month  and  3  days,  after  admission.     I  much  regret  that  one  of  the 

>es  was  that  ol  an  amiable  young  gentleman,  who  was  drowned  while 
bathing  at  the  sea-side  under  what  were  considered  the  safest  conditions. 
The  coroner  of  the  locality  pronounced  it  a  case  of  accidental  drown- 
ing, probably  following  cramp.  It  is  my  own  belief  that  he  had  either 
an  epileptic  or  apoplectic  seizure.  There  was  not  the  slightest  ground 
for  suspicion  of  suicide. 

Tlie  deaths  were  nearly  5  percent,  of  the  whole  number  of  persons 
treated.     They  were  a   little   rising,  7  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  3 

cent,  of  the  women. 

MECHANICAL    RESTRAINT. 

No  mechanical  restraint  was  used  in  the  course  of  the  year.  One 
patient  only,  a  man  of  powerful  frame  and  courageous  will,  suffering 
from   acute  mania  and  exhibiting  the  strongest  tendency  to  personal 

violence,  was  secluded  the  most  of  the   time    for   about    three  months,  as 

the  meai  s  best  calculated  to  husband  Ins  strength  and  secure  the  safety 
of  others.  The  varying  requirements  of  treatment  are  strikingly  illus- 
trated by  the  practicability  of  refraining  from  the  use  of  mechanical 
restraint  tor  a  whole  year,  and  the  necessity  of  resorting  to  it  in  two 
different  cases  between  the  cb.se  of  the  year  and  the  presentation  of  this 
report,  to  prevent  self-mutilation,  which  could  not  be  prevented  by  the 
personal  rest  raint  of  one  or  many  attendants  without  a  constant  struggle 
that   was  most  exhaustive  and  injurious  to  the  patients.

began  to  hint    at    sr||-\  indication  by  homicide   and  ars.m.      I  le  wa-  then 

arrested   for  trespass,  and   having   been  sent    by  the  magistrate  to  the 

I ;  I le\ ne  Hospital  t< >r  examination  as  t. »  his  state  <»t  mind, by  physicians 

nnected  with  the  public  service,  he  was  found  to  be  insane  and  sent 
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to  another  institution,  where  he  has  since  committed  suicide  and  closed 
an  ample  vindication  of  the  truth,  if  not  the  ability  and  conscientious- 
ness, of  the  disdredited  testimony  at  the  inquiry. 

EXCURSIONS  AND    COUNTRY  RESIDENCES. 

Excursion  parties  of  both  sexes,  varying  in  number  from  10  to  40, 
including  at  least  one  officer  and  the  requisite  force  of  attendants,  were 
made  semi-weekly  during  the  summer  and  autumn  months,  either  to 
one  of  the  more  quiet  sea-side  resorts  or  to  the  farm  at  White  Plains  ; 
and  with  the  single  exception  already  recorded,  these  parties  of  pleasure 
were  not  attended  by  any  untoward  event.  They  conferred  a  great 
amount  of  pleasure  and  healthful  benefit  upon  those  who  parlicipated 
in  them — an  amount  that  those  who  are  constantly  in  the  midst  of  busy 
life  and  affairs  can  neither  estimate  nor  realize.  To  several  patients, 
whose  condition  for  long  periods  in  the  past  led  to  their  almost  un- 
broken confinement  to  the  house,  these  days  abroad  have  not  only  re- 
called old  associations  and  pleasures,  but  added  to  those  with  which  they 
were  formerly  familiar.  One  accomplished  lady  of  advanced  age,  but 
still  active  and  possessing  much  capacity  for  the  enjoyment  of  society 
and  scenery,  rode  in  a  railway  car  for  the  first  time  in  her  life  in  going 
to  the  farm,  20  miles  away. 

The  view  here  entertained  of  the  importance  and  practicability  of 
out-door  life  in  suitable  weather,  will,  I  think,  be  attested  by  members  of 
your  honorable  Board,  whose  members  at  unannounced  official  visits  to 
the  Institution,  have  several  times  found  the  apartments  of  patients  en- 
tirely deserted,  every  patient  being  in  the  open  air. 

Twelve  patients,  4  men  and  8  women,  accompanied  by  their  atten- 
dants, were  boarded  in  private  families  in  the  country,  3  of  them  in  the 
family  of  the  farmer  at  White  Plains,  for  periods  varying  from  a  few 
weeks  to  3  months.  The  families  that  received  the  patients  had  no  other 
boarders  at  the  time.  This  measure  of  treatment  was  first  undertaken 
last  year,  and  then  proved  so  satisfactory  that  it  has  been  continued  with 
respect  to  a  larger  number  of  patients  this  year,  not  only  without  un- 
favorable event  at  any  time,  but  with  manifest  advantage  to  every 
patient,  from  the  change  of  scene,  air  and  association.  It  evidently 
promoted  the  recovery  of  the  convalescents  of  whom  there  were  5,  and 
the  improvement  and  comfort  of  the  remaining  7  less  favorable  cases. 
It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  10  of  the  12,  though  well  satisfied  with  their 
accommodations  while  away,  were  glad  to  return  to  the  Institution. 
One  woman  completed  her  recovery  and  preferred  to  go  directly  home 
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from  her  summer  resort,  and  one  man  thought  he  would  like  t<>  purchase 
a  farm  in  the  neighborhood  where  lie  had  been  staying  and  tnakc  it  his 
permanent  place  of  resident 

A'J'I  I.NDAXTS. 
Aitplicath  mis  are  oc<  asi  mall  v  made  for  attendants  whose  services  are 

wanted  at  the  homes  of    patients,   and   I    have    regretted    that    1   have  not 

often  been  able  to  furnish  them,  as  it  is  rarely  tin-  i  ase  that  the  proper 
discharge  of  the  obligations  here  assumed  does  not  require  the  constant 

services  of  ;;11  our  best  attendants.  The  youuger  and  partially  train- 
attendants  lack  the  judgment  and  decision  necessary  to  have  the  care  of 
the  insane  at  their  homes,  and  would  neither  be  of  much  service  to  the 
patient  mm  reflect  credft  upon  the  Institution.  With  rare  exception-, 
the  best  trained  and  most  capable  and  trusty  attendants  do  not  care  t  i 
exchange  the  agencies  and  system  of  their  service  here  for  chance  em- 
ployment in  what  are  called  private  cases.  As  a  rule,  only  second  or 
third-rate  attendants  who  are  impatient  of  the  discipline  and  order  of 
institution  service,  or  incapable,  or  have  graver  defects  of  character, 
resort  to  thai  inconstant,  not  to  say  precarious,  means  of  a  livelihood. 
Attendants  are.  as  a  rule,  poor  nurses  of  the  general  sick  ;  and  general 
nurses  are  poor  attendants  upon  the  insane.  The  members  of  neither 
vocation  have  the  training  and  practice  necessary  to  become  proficient 
in  the  duties  of  the  other.  For  reasons  that  will  readily  be  interred 
from  what  I  have  just  said,  there  is  a  great  want  of  available  skill  in 
the    personal    care   of   the   insane  during   the    periods   that   they  are  from 

necessity  or  choice  treated  at  their  homes,  and  it  his  appeared  to  me 

that  the  most  practicable  way  in  which  that  want  could  be  supplied 
would  be  to  add    }  or  (>  months    in    proper    institutions    tor  the  insane  to 

the  curriculum  of  the  training  schools  tor  nurses.  Nurses  with  sucb  an 
addition  to  the  training  that  is  now  usual,  would  be  qualified  to  nui 

any  case  of  sickness,  whether  surgical,  medical  or  mental,  in  which  their 

services  might  be  demanded.  Such  comprehensive  qualifications  would 
be  a  great  «  onvenience  to  families  and  physicians,  and  by  somewhat  en- 
larging the  sphere  of  the  sen  ice  of  muses  would  add  something  t<»  the 
value  and  constancy  ot  their  employment. 

With  the  approval  of  the  A  jrlum  Committee,  I  would  be  willing  to 
undertake  to  give  the  graduating  nurses  of  the  Hospital  3  or  6  months 
training  and  service  at  Bloom ingdale.  If  such  an  arrangement  should 
be  entered  into,  I  do  not  doubt  that  the  AmIuhi  would  gain  something 

from    the    instruction    and    methods   the    nurses    would    bring    with    them 

from  the  Hospital,  and  should  hope  that  the  nurses  would  derive  a  tull 
equivalent  for  th<-  time  they  might  spend  in  the  Asylum.

IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  principal  improvements  in  the  year  have  been,  ( 1 )  the  completion 
of  the  finishing  and  furnishing  ol  the  attic  story  of  the  original  edifi< 
i  j)  in  the  garden,  the  blasting  and  removal  <»t  about  500  perches  ol  the 
underlying  ledge  in  order  to  gain  sufficient  depth  of  earth. —  the  re- 
moval of  trees  and  box  that  obstructed  cultivation  and  were  of  no  man- 
ner of  use, — the  construction  of  macadamized  roads  to  facilitate  the 
necessary  carting,  regrading  and  complete  under-draining  with  tile; 
(3)  the  continuation  of  the  boundary  road,  which  will  be  completed  in 
the  course  of  the  coming  spring  ;  (4)  the  setting  out  upon  the  building 
line  and  thorough  reconstruction  of  the  boundary  fence  on  Tenth 
Avenue,  from  One  Hundred  and  Thirteenth  to  One  Hundred  and 
Twentieth  Streets,  and  on  One  Hundred  and  Twentieth  Street  from 
lentli  Avenue  to  the  Boulevard,  a  distance  altogether  <>t  nearly  hall  a 
mile;  (;)  the  macadamizing  of  all  the  walks  and  drives  on  the  east  side 
ot  the  main  avenue  approaching  the  Centre  Building  ;  (6)  replacing  de- 

ved  wooden  fences  ol  the  stable  yards  with  stone  wal  s  ;  1 7 1  repairii 
painting  and  furnishing  the  house  at  White  Plains  ;  (8)  the  completion 
ot  the  thorough  renovation  oi  the  Centre  Building,  including  new  ceil- 
ings and  centre  pieces  in  most  ot  the  rooms  and  corridors,  and  (9)  .1 
Large  amount  of  painting  and  minor  repairs  and  improvements  on  ac- 
count of  we  11  and  damage. 

S   ■       conception   of  the   large  amount  <»t    work   and  expenditure 

n<  (  r  sin  to  preserve  the  property  and  appliances  ot  the  Institution  and 
keep  them   in  propci    Order,  may   be  gained  from    a    statement   ot    the  t.. 
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that  4  or  5  painters  in  constant  and  diligent  service  are  scarcely  able  to 
keep  their  work  abreast  of  the  requirements  of  the  moment. 

Finishing  and  furnishing  the  attic  story  of  the  original  edifice,  and 
the  use  of  one  wing  of  it  as  lodging  rooms  for  from  16  to  20  female  at- 
tendants and  their  removal  from  the  halls  at  night,  renders  it  practicable 
to  receive  from  10  to  15  more  female  patients  than  we  have  hitherto 
done.  The  wing  not  used  by  attendants  is  required  for  servants.  I 
trust  that  the  addition  of  a  mansard  story  to  the  east  building  will  be 
accomplished  in  the  course  of  the  next  year  or  two,  and  a  like  increase 
of  the  capacity  of  the  house  on  the  men's  side  be  thereby  gained. 

A  light,  handsome  amusement  room,  occupying  the  whole  fourth 
floor  of  the  Centre  Building,  proves  altogether  satisfactory  for  the  uses 
to  which  it  is  devoted. 

No  change  has  occurred  in  the  personnel  of  the  staff  officers,  and  I 
again  have  much  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  their  continued  fidel- 
ity and  efficiency.  I  wish  to  especially  commend  their  zealous  interest 
in  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  all  the  patients,  and  in  maintaining  the 
high  reputation  of  the  Institution. 

As  the  services  of  the  attendants  who  for  various  reasons  prove  in- 
competent, are  dispensed  with,  new  ones  are  taken  in  and  trained,  and 
the  body  of  attendants  presents  a  very  positive  example  of  the  "  survival 
of  the  fittest."  As  a  rule,  they  are  well  qualified  for  the  grades  of  ser- 
vice to  which  they  are  assigned,  and  have  discharged  their  duties  with 
very  satisfactory  tact,  patience  and  fidelity. 

This  report  should  not  be  closed  without  mentioning  the  fact  that  the 
number  of  patients  treated  in  the  year,  the  number  in  limited  circum- 
stances pecuniarlv  assisted,  the  number  able  to  pay  liberally  and  the 
gross  receipts  have  been  somewhat  larger  than  ever  before.  The  re- 
sults of  treatment  were  fairly  satisfactory,  but  would  have  been  more 
so  had  not  10  or  12  cases  been  prematurely  removed.

This  gratifying  diminution  of  the  liabilities  of  the  Society  is  owing 
'mainly  to  the  sums  received  on  account  of  legacies  from  the  estates  of 
Margaret  and  Mary  Burr  and  of  Samuel  Willetts,  the  ordinary  r  e 
sources  having  been  simply  sufficient  to  carry  on  the  current  operations 
of  the  Hospital,  as  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the  detailed  accounts  ap- 
pended hereto. 

The  number  of  patients,  medical  and  surgical,  treated  in  the  wards  of 
the  Hospital  in  Fifteenth  Street  during  the  year  was  3,344,  and  the  average 
number  under  treatment  was  144.  This  very  large  ratio  of  23  to  1  con- 
tinues in  an  increasing  measure  to  be  a  peculiar  feature  of  this  Hospital, 
showing  the  great  activity  of  its  service,  and  explaining  to  a  consider- 
able extent  the  large  per  diem  cost  of  maintenance  as  shown  by  the 
Treasurer's  accounts. 

The  results  of  treatment  in  both  the  medical  and  surgical  depart- 
ments have  been  highly  satisfactory  to  the  Governors,  and  are  accurate- 
ly shown  in  the  statistical  tables  appended  hereto.  These  tables  have 
been  carefully  compiled  under  the  direction  of  the  Clinical  Registrars, 
and  will  be  found  of  value  to  those  interested  in  the  subject,  particularly 
in  respect  to  surgical  operations,  the  number  of  which  shows  a  rapid  in- 
crease over  former  years.  In  such  an  active  service  the  ratio  of  cures 
and  deaths  to  admissions  is  of  little  value,  an  uncertain  and  varying  pro- 
tion  of  the  cases  being  beyond  hope  of  recovery  or  even  moribund  at 
the  time  of  admission. 

In  the  Out-Patient  or  Dispensary  service  the  only  feature  claiming 
notice  is  the  continued  increase  in  the  demands  upon  its  benefits,  the 
number  of  new  patients  for  the  year  having  been  5,169  against  4,947  the 
previous  year. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  fully  justified  the  expectations 
of  the  Governors  at  the  time  of  its  establishment  in  1877.  The  number 
of  pupils  is  confined  to  the  requirements  of  the  Hospital,  so  that  each 
pupil  receives  the  full  eighteen  months  training  in  the  lecture-room  and 
at  the  bedside.  The  number  of  nurses  graduated  by  the  school  is  84,  of 
whom  a  number  are  practising  their  vocation  in  this  city  and  elsewhere, 
while  a  large  proportion  are  called  to  responsible  situations  in  other  in- 
stitutions. The  principals  of  more  than  one-third  of  the  training  schools 
in  the  country  are  graduates  of  this  school.  The  cost  of  this  branch  of 
the  Hospital  service  was  $8,008.14. 

In  the  Pathological  Department  the  usual  instruction  has  been  given 
in  the  autopsy  theatre,  and  the  efficient  work  of  the  laboratory  has  been 
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carefully  performed.  One  hundred  valuable  specimens  have  been  added 
to  the  cabinet,  as  shown  in  the  subjoined  table.  This  department  of  the 
Hospital  service,  while  it  necessarily  attracts  less  attention  than  that  of 
the  medical  and  surgical  divisions,  cannot  he  ranked  below  them  in  im- 
portance, anil  its  constant  growth  is  forcing  upon  the  Governors  the 
consideration  of  the  necessity  of  increased  accommodations.  This  de- 
partment, as  is  well  known,  is  supported  by  the  avails  of  an  endowment 
fund  established  by  the  late  ROBERT  Ray,  the  income  of  which,  amount- 
ing to  about  $3,000,  is  annually  devoted  to  its  uses. 

The  Library  is  annually  increased  by  the  addition  of  recent  standard 
works  and  various  foreign  and  domestic  periodicals,  transactions,  &c. 
nearly  five  hundred  volumes  having  been  added  to  its  shelves  since  the 
last  report.  It  is  thus  enabled  to  supply  the  ever  recurring  needs  of  the 
Hospital  staff  as  well  as  the  general  practitioner.  So  great  and  rapid 
arc  the  discoveries  in  medical  science,  the  result  of  patient  and  laborious 
investigation,  that  it  has  become  a  matter  of  necessity  to  keep  pace  with 
them  as  promulgated  through  the  latest  publications.  These  are  sup- 
plied by  means  of  the  annual  appropriation  made  by  the  Governors  for 
the  maintenance  of   the  Library. 

At  the  House  of  Relief,  better  known  as  the  Chambers  Street  Hospi- 
tal, there  were  treated  2,978  patients,  of  whom  2,694  were  treated  only  in 
the  reception  ward  and  were  discharged,  transferred  to  other  hospitals, 
or  died  within  a  few  hours  of  their  admission.  The  ambulance  calls  at 
this  establishment  reached  the  large  aggregate  of  2,775,  an  average  of 
nearly  8  per  diem  including  Sundays,  and  when  it  is  remembered  that 
the  building  affords  accommodation  for  but  about  sixteen  patients,  it  will 
be  evident  that  the  transfer  to  other  hospitals  becomes  a  matter  of  abso- 
lute necessity,  sometimes  even  when  the  ends  of  humanity  would  appar- 
ently be  better  attained  by  a  longer  retention  of  the  patient  in  the  ward. 
The  Out-Patient  Department  also  severely  taxes  the  resources  of  the 
I  louse  <»t  Relief,  the  number  of  new  patients  for  the  year  having  been 
1 5,765 .  The  service  at  this  establishment  is  absolutely  free,  and  was 
maintained  at  an  expense  of  $24,096.99  for  the  year. 

The  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for  the  [nsane,  under  the  continued  able 

management  <>f  l>r.  Charles  II  Nichols,  has  been  successfully  admin- 
istered.     For  full  and  interesting   details  ot    its    Operations   for  the   year 

referent  e  IS  made  to  the  annual  report  >>t  1  >r.  N  a  H<  >]  -  appended  hereto. 
The  amount  contributed  from  the  general  fund  for   non-paying  patients 
*.?  'o  l() ■' 
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As  above  stated,  there  were  treated  in  the  New  York  Hospital  3,344 
patients,  who  remained  under  care  for  an  aggregate  period  of  7,516 
weeks,  divided  between  paying  and  non-paying  patients  in  the  propor- 
tion 73^  per  cent,  of  the  former  to  26^  per  cent,  of  the  latter.  The 
amount  charged  to  charity  account  for  the  support  of  these  was  S45,- 
306.13.  The  proportion  of  non-paying  patients  increases  year  by  year, 
and  while  its  causes  continue,  bids  fair  to  add  a  burden  to  the  resources 
of  the  Society,  which  in  the  present  strained  condition  of  its  finances  it 
will  not  long  be  able  to  meet  without  an  increase  of  the  present  debt. 

This  circumstance  is  particularly  to  be  regretted,  as  the  above  brief 
mention  will  have  made  it  very  evident  that  there  are  various  directions 
in  which  an  extension  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  both  philanthropic 
and  educational,  is  much  to  be  desired,  and  which  it  is  peculiarly  fitted 
to  carry  out  by  means  of  its  perfected  organization  and  the  great  amount 
of  material  under  its  control. 

The  Governors  look  with  confidence  to  their  benevolent  fellow 
citizens  for  material  aid  in  carrying  on  their  present  work,  and  more 
particularly  in  assisting  them  to  enlarge  the  operations  of  the  Society, 
and  maintain  for  it  the  leading  position  it  has  so  long  enjoyed.

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PERSONS  AND  CASES. 

There  were  3  less  persons  than  cases  treated.  2  men  and  1  woman 
having  been  once»discharged  and  readmitted  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

ADMISSIONS. 

Thirteen  patients,  7  men  and  6  women,  had  been  in  the  Institution 
once,  and  1  man  and  1  woman  twice  before  in  other  years,  and  1  man 
was  first  admitted,  then  discharged  and  admitted  a  second  time  in  the 
course  of  the  year.  Of  the  first  readmissions,  4,  1  man  and  3  women, 
had  been  last  discharged  recovered ;  8,  6  men  (5  of  whom  were  cases  of 
paresis)  and  2  women,  improved,  and  1  woman  unimproved.  Of  the  sec- 
ond readmissions,  both,  1  man  and  1  woman,  had  been  twice  discharged 
recovered.  Nine  of  the  patients  readmitted,  6  men  and  3  women,  had  not 
recovered  from  the  attacks  with  which  they  were  suffering  when  last 
discharged. 

One  hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  admissions,  62  men  and  52  women, 
nearly  84  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  admitted,  were  first  attacks,  106 
of  which,  56  men  and  50  women,  were  first  admissions  to  Bloomingdale. 

In  respect  to  the  important  question  of  the  prognosis  of  the  cases 
admitted,  40,  16  men  and  24  women,  were  classed  as  favorable;  74,  32 
men  and  42  women  as  unfavorable  ;  and  22.  all  men,  20  paretics  and  1 
simple  and  1  senile  dement,  as  incurable.  In  other  words,  it  was  thought 
that  29.4  per  cent,  of  all  the  cases  received,  22.86  per  cent,  of  the  men 
and  36.34  per  cent,  of  the  women,  would  probably  recover  ;  that  54.41 
per  cent,  of  all  the  cases  received,  45.71  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  63.63 
per  cent,  of  the  women,  would  possibly  recover,  and  that  31.43  per  cent, 
of  the  men  received  could  not  possibly  recover.  The  case  of  no  woman 
received  was  considered  hopeless. 

Seventy-four  patients  were  admitted  3  months  or  less  after  the  first 
symptoms  of  mental  disease  were  noticed  by  their  friends  ;  19  between 
3  and  6  months  ;  16  between  6  months  and  1  vear,  and  27  more  than  1 
year.  Classified  as  to  duration  under  the  year  rule  the  coincidence  in 
the  number  of  chronic  cases  and  those  thought  to  be  incurable  is  near 
enough  to  have  its  usual  significance. 

DISCHARGES. 

The  number  of  recoveries  was  55,  25  of  men  and  30  of  women.  They 
were  40.44  per  cent,  of  all  the  discharges  including  deaths,  33.78  per 
cent,  of  the  men  who  were  discharged  or  died,  and  48.38  per  cent,  of  the 
women  who  were  discharged  or  died.  The  number  of  persons  and  re- 
coveries is  equal. 


Forty-four,  20  men  ;ind  24  women,  recovered  from  first;  9,  5  men 
and  4  women,  from  second  ;  and  2  women  recovered  from  third  attacks. 

Thirty-eight,  14  men  and  24  women,  recovered  from  mania;  17,  n 
men  and  6  women,  from  melancholia.  Among  the  recoveries  were  cases 
of  the  various  types  of  each  of  the  primary  forms  of  mental  derange- 
ment to  which  those  cases  belonged. 

In  the  cases  that  recovered  the  average  duration  of  the  disease  from 
invasion  to  recovery  was  9  months  and  3  days  ;  of  the  men  7  months 
and  28  days,  and  of  the  women  10  months  and  10  days.  The  average 
duration  of  treatment  was  4  months  and  27  days;  of  the  men  4  months 
and  19  days,  and  of  the  women  5  months  and  5  days.  The  longest 
period  of  treatment  was  11  months  and  11  days  of  1  man,  and  1  year  and 
11  months  and  8  days  of  1  woman  ;  the  shortest,  22  days  of  1  man  and 
27  days  of  1  woman. 

The  disease  was  reported  to  have  existed  before  admission,  an  aver- 
e  of  3  months  and  23  days,  2  months  and  28  days  in  the  men,  and  4 
months  and  13  days  in  the  women. 

Twenty  seven  patients,  17  men  and  10  women,  were  discharged  im- 
proved; and  27,  12  men  and  15  women,  as  unimproved.  When  removed 
against  advice,  3  of  the  improved  cases  seemed  likely  to  recover  and 
may  possibly  do  so  at  home. 

DEA  THS. 

Twenty-seven  patients  died,  20  men  and  7  women  ;  13,  12  men  and  1 
woman,  of  the  general  oaralysis  of  the  insane;  2  men  in  acute  mania. 
1  from  cerebral  apoplexy  and  1  from  marasmus  ;  4  women  in  acute 
melancholia,  3  from  exhaustion  of  the  disease  and  1  from  pelvic  peri- 
tonitis ;  ;.  5  men  and  2  women,  in  chronic  mania, —  1  man  from  cerebral 
apoplexy*  1  man  from  heart  disease  and  chronic  bronchitis,  2  men  from 
marasmus.  1  man  from  exhaustion  of  the  disease  and  of  exposure  (hav- 
ing eloped),  1  woman  from  cerebral  apoplexy.  1  woman  from  hydro- 
thorax,  and  1   man  in  dementia,  of   epilepsy. 

The  deaths  in  acute  cases  occurred  alter  they  had  been  under  treat- 
ment an  average  period  of  2  months  and  28  days;  the  longest  period  of 
treatment  was  7  months  and  25  days;    the  shortest    1    month  and   11  da\  s

The  death  rate  was  large  this  year,  mainly  on  account  of  the  Large 
number  (13)  oi  ol   paresis.     The-  longest  period  ol  their  hospital 

treatment  wi-  .}  wars,  i  month  and  10  days  :  the  shortest,  2  monthsand 
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2  days  ;  the  average,  i  year,  10  months  and  19  days.  The  longest  time 
from  marked  manifestions  of  the  disease  to  death  was  4  years,  6  months 
and  1  day  ;  the  shortest,  1  year  and  18  days  ;  the  average  3  years 
and  10  days.  One  woman  died  of  typical  general  paresis  of  the  in- 
sane. Her  case  was  1  of  3  only  in  women  that  I  have  diagnosed  as 
paresis  among  my  own  patients  in  the  treatment  of  several  thousand 
cases  of  mental  diseases  in  women.  Cases  of  paresis  in  women  are 
thought  to  be  common  in  foreign  institutions,  and  more  common  in  some 
American  institutions  than  my  own  experience  has  led  me  to  expect. 

Two  amiable  and  respected  women  died  who  had  been  in  the  Institu- 
tion, one,  36  years,  1  month  and  20  days,  and  the  other  35  years,  3  months 
and  1  day.  One  was  dignified  and  courteous,  and  the  other  a  wholesome 
looking  woman  with  a  beaming  face  and  pleasant  voice,  and  both  ex- 
erted for  more  than  a  generation  a  happy  influence  on  this  household. 

The  deaths  were  at  the  rate  of  7-^  in  100  of  the  persons  treated  ; 
1  it3q-  in  100  of  the  men,  and  3T5¥  in  100  of  the  women. 

During  the  summer  and  autumn  thirty-two  different  patients  boarded 
in  the  country  an  aggregate  period  of  156-I- weeks;  and  19  excursion 
parties,  embracing  an  average  of  ij{^  patients,  besides  1  physician  and 
several  attendants,  were  made  to  the  farm  at  White  Plains  and  neigh- 
boring beaches,  without  accident  and  with  manifest  advantage  to  most 
of  the  patients.

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The  number  of  weeks'  board  and  treatment  furnished  in  1884  was 
13,274-^,  or  i,oi5T^-  more  than  last  year.  The  average  expenditure  per 
patient  was  $14.51  per  week,  or  66  cents  less  than  last  year.  The  de- 
crease in  cost  is  mainly  owing  to  the  fact  that  fewer  repairs  and  im- 
provements have  been  made  this  year  than  usual. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  women  have  been  beneficiaries  of  the  John 
C.  Green  Memorial  Fund.  32  more  than  last  year. 

IMPRO  VEMENTS. 

The  boundary  road  has  been  completed.  As  the  circuit  is  nearly  a 
mile  in  length  and  cannot  be  conveniently  left  until  the  walker  has 
reached  the  point  at  which  he  sets  out,  it  affords  the  physician  a  prac- 
ticable means  of  knowing  that  his  patient  gets  definite  and  adequate  ex- 
ercise. It  embraces  a  considerable  variety  of  views  and  scenery,  both 
internal  and  external  as  respects  the  grounds  of  the  Institution,  and  the 
patients  are  fond  of  walking  upon  it. 

The  north  section  of  the  grounds,  embracing  about  \  of  their  whole 
area,  which  has  always  been  known  as  The  Woods,  has  been  under-drained 
and  graded,  the  forest  trees  have  been  thinned  and  trimmed,  and  many 
trees  and  shrubs  have  been  planted.  With  judicious  cultivation  The 
Woods  will  in  a  very  few  years  become  a  delightful  and  salubrious  park 
that  wTill  contribute  largely  to  the  diversion  and  health  of  the  patients. 

A  large  amount  of  painting  and  minor  repairs  have  been  done,  as 
usual. 

The  principal  improvement  at  The  Farm  has  been  the  sinking  and 
walling  of  a  large  well  at  the  site  of  what  has  been  known  as  a  constant 
spring  of  excellent  water.  The  result  appears  to  be  highly  favorable, 
but  as  it  was  finished  just  at  the  beginning  of  cold  weather  I  am  unable 
at  this  time  to  report  definitely  respecting  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
the  water. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  referring  to  the  enlightened  appreciation  of 
the  character  and  work  of  this  branch  of  your  hospital  establishment 
manifested  by  the  Messrs.  Haines  Bros.,  piano  manufacturers  of  this 
city,  in  furnishing  it  8  of  their  beautiful  upright  cabinet  grand  instru- 
ments upon  terms  highly  favorable  to  the  Institution  ;  also  to  the  valu- 
able aid  of  a  prominent  citizen  of  New  York,  Edward  A.  Moex,  Esq., 
in  negotiating  the  purchase  of  these  pianos. 

A  thoroughbred  Alderney  cow  and  calf  were  presented  to  the  Insti- 
tution by  a  gentleman  who  has  before  favored  it  in  a  similar  way. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Bloomingdale  Committee  for  3  months'  leave  of 
absence  last  summer,  which  enabled  me  to  make  a  short  European  tour 
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and  obtain  some  needed  relaxation,  and  to  record  mv  very  favorable 
sense  of  the  prudence  and  fidelity  with  which  the  Senior  Assistant  Phy- 
sician, Dr.  SANGER  Brown,  discharged  the  duties  of  Acting  Superinten- 
dent during  mv  absence. 

Dr.  E.  B.  Doolittli  very  acceptably  filled  the  place  of  Acting  Assist- 
ant Physician  while  1  was  away.  Mr.  James  R.  Lathrop,  who  had  for 
several  years  filled  the  post  of  Steward  at  Bloomingdale  with  great 
ability  and  efficiency  and  with  the  utmost  fidelity,  resigned  that  position 
early  in  the  year  to  take  the  superintendence  of  the  Roosevelt  Hospital, 
and  the  place  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Charlks  E. 
Robinson.  Otherwise,  the  staff  officers  are  the  same  that  they  have  been 
tor  several  pears,  and  they  have  continued  to  discharge  their  duties  with 
entire  fidelity  and  with  rare  ability  and  efficiency. 

I  should  be  very  unwilling  to  omit  to  refer  to  the  attendants  in  terms 
of  commendation,  who,  as  a  body,  have  filled  their  trying  positions  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  again  to  state  that  the 
number  of  patients  in  limited  circumstances  pecuniarily  assisted,  the 
Dumber  able  to  pay  liberally,  and  the  gross  receipts  for  board  and  treat- 
ment have  been  somewhat  larger  than  ever  before,  and  that  the  results 
of  treatment  have  been  fairly  satisfactory,  the  number  of  recover 
having  been  larger  than  at  any  time  since  the  enactment  of  the  present 
law  of  certification,  which  is  calculated  to  exclude  temporary  and  doubt- 
ful cases.

pital,  situated  in  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  Streets,  near  Fifth  Avenue; 
the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for  the  care  ol  insane  Patients,  occupyi 
the  grounds  extending  from  One  Hundred  and  Twelfth  to  One  Hun- 
dred and  Twentieth  Streets,  and  from  the  Boulevard  to  the  Tenth 
Avenue;  and  the  House  of  Relief,  at  No.  160  Chambers  Street,  gen< 
ally  known  as  the  Chambers  Street  Hospital,  for  the  relief  and  tempo- 
rary care  of  casc->  of  emergem  j 

I  In-  Governors  are  able  to  report  that  all  these   Institutions  are  in 
iod  order,  and  have  continued  during  the  pasi  year  to  discharge  em 
tually,  and  to  their  full  capacity,  the  objects  of  their  foundation.

Showing  a  decrease  of  the  debt  during  the  year  of  $49,108.04. 

This  continued  diminution  of  the  liabilities  of  the  Society,  is  again 
largely  owing  to  further  payments  received  on  account  of  legacies  from 
the  estates  of  Margaret  and  Mary  Burr  and  of  Samuel  Willets,  the 
ordinary  income  of  the  Society  being  only  sufficient  to  meet  the  current 
operations  of  the  Hospital. 

In  the  appendix  will  be  found  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Accounts,  showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures  from  all  sources  and 
on  all  accounts,  together  with  statements  in  detail  of  the  items  of  dis- 
bursement for  each  of  the  three  establishments. 

At  the  Hospital  in  Fifteenth  Street,  the  number  of  patients  treated  in 
the  Wards  was  3,508,  being  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  164, 
the  average  number  under  treatment  being  140.  These  3,508  patients 
remained  under  care  for  an  aggregate  period  of  7,3334- weeks ;  75  per 
cent,  of  them  were  non-paying  patients,  and  the  amount  charged  to  the 
Charity  Fund  of  the  Hospital  for  their  maintenance  was  $43,018.45. 

The  instruction  given  by  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  Patholo- 
gist, to  medical  students  and  practitioners,  continues  year  by  year  to 
become  a  more  important  feature  of  Hospital  work. 

The  results  of  treatment  in  both  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Depart- 
ments are  accurately  shown  in  the  table  of  Statistics,  carefully  compiled 
by  the  Clinical  Registrars  and  printed  in  the  appendix. 
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The  Out-Patienl  Department  connected  with  the  Hospital  has  been 
administered  in  a  satisfactory  manner, and  its  benefits  have  been  sought 
by  an  in<  reased  number  of  patients,  the  total  rising  to  5,896  gainst 

5, 1 69  the  previous  year. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses,  whh  h  has  long  been  re<  ognized 
an  essentia]  department  of  Hospital  service  continues  to  keep  pace  with 
the  demands  made  upon   it.     The  number  of  pupils  in  the  School  I)e- 
cembei   ;isi,  1885,  was  32,  and  there  were  graduated  during  t:  r  1  3 

There  arc-  now   102    trained    nurses  graduates    of   this  Institution,  whose 

skilled  services  are  in  constant    requisition  in  ihe  communities  whe 
they  reside,  thus  showing  the  great  benefits  to  the  sick  of  such  trainii 

and  education  as  a  school  connected  with  a  hospital  only  can  give.  For 
furthei  information,  attention  is  dire,  ted  to  the  Report  of  the  Confer- 
ence Committee  annexed   hereto. 

In  the  Pathological  Department  the  number  of  autopsies  madeat  the 

Hospital  and  House  of  Relief  amounted  to  269.  These  autopsies  are 
attended    by   a   class   of   students  and   practitioners  as   heretofoi  The 

valuable  Cabinet  in  the  Administration  Building  has  been    in.  leased    by 

100  new  specimens,  and  now  contains  2,163  objects,  carefully  preserved 
and  catali  »gued. 

'I'he  Library  continues  to  be  supplied  with  the  more  important  stand- 
ard   works   on    the   various   branches  of   medical    science  which   have  ic- 

itlv  appeared.  The  current  literature  of  the  day.  treating  <>t  medical 
and  surgical  subjects,  is  also  well  represented  in  the  number  of  its  peri- 
odicals. transa<  tions  and    reports. 

At  tie-  House  of  Relief,  or  Cham  Iters  Street  Hospital,  the  number  "t 
patients  treated  was  2,692,  of  whom  2,400  were  admitted  only  in  the 
Reception  Ward,  and  were  discharged,  transfei  red  to  other  Hospitals,  or 
died  (immediately)  before  thej  1  ould  be  treated. 

The  Out-Patient  or  Dispensar)  service  connected  with  the  House  ol 
Relief,  which  is  limited  to  surgical  cases  and  those  requiring  immediate 
medical  treatment,  has  in.  leased  steadily,  the  number  under  treatment 
having  readied  the  Large  total  of  18,312.  All  service  at  the  House  ol 
Relief  is  absolutely  free,  and  has  been  maintained  at  an  expense  to  the

At  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  the  number  of  patients  admitted  w 
17'.  and  the  total  numbei  treated  during  the  year,  \2o.     Th<  immo- 

dations  at    Bloomingdale  foi    patients  i^  being  much  enlarged  by  the 
erei  ti  >n  ol  h  detai  hed  building  01  villa,  which  is  now  in  pro<  ess  ,,t  en 
t  ion  as  a  gift  from  the  President  ol  the  Board  ol  Governors,    The  annual 
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report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  Dr.  Charles  H.  Nichols,  will  be 
found  in  the  appendix,  and  is  referred  to  as  presenting  full  and  accurate 
particulars  of  the  results  of  treatment,  and  other  information. 

The  Society  has  met  with  a  lamentable  loss  during  the  year  by  the 
death  of  its  most  efficient  Secretary,  David  Colden  Murray,  who,  dur- 
ing his  long  connection  with  the  Society  for  32  years  as  Governor  and 
Secretary  (in  which  latter  office  he  succeeded  his  father,  Robert  I. 
Murray,  who  had  held  it  for  34  years),  was  unremitting  in  his  attention 
to  his  duties. 

The  Governors  desire  to  acknowledge  the  gift  of  fifty  new  bibles 
from  the  American  Bible  Society.

OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Governors  of  Tin    Xiw   York  Hospn  u   :  —

this  reporl  ol  the  operations  ol  this  department  ol  the  Hospital  for  the 
\ »  r   i  $85,  is  respectfully  submitted  : — 
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PERSONS  AND  CASES. 

There  were  6  less  persons  than  cases  treated,  3  men  and  3  women 
having  been  once  discharged  and  readmitted  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

ADMISSIONS. 

Fourteen  patients,  5  men  and  9  women,  had  been  discharged  from 
the  Institution,  prior  to  January  1st,  1885 — 1  woman  16  times, — 3,  2  men 
and  1  woman,  3  times, — 2  women  twice,  and  8,  3  men  and  5  women,  once. 
Of  the  first  readmissions,  6,  1  man  and  5  women,  had  been  discharged 
recovered,  and  2  men  improved.  Of  the  second  readmissions,  2,  both 
women,  had  been  twice  discharged  recovered.  Of  the  third  readmissions,  2. 
both  men.  had  been  three  times  discharged  recovered.  One  woman  had  been 
discharged  once  improved  and  thrice  unimproved.  The  woman  who  had 
been  discharged  sixteen  times  before  her  last  admission  had  always  been 
discharged  as  recovered,  her  attacks  having  usually  been  of  sudden  inva- 
sion and  short  duration.  Though  three  years,  one  month  and  three 
days  had  elapsed  since  her  last  or  seventeenth  admission,  the  records  of 
the  Institution  show  that  she  has  been  treated  here  17  different  times  in 
the  last  17  years,  and  it  is  stated  by  her  friends  that  she  recovered  from 
4  different  attacks  prior  to  her  first  admission  at  the  age  of  44. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  the  admissions,  72  men  and  62 
women,  76.1-f-  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  admissions  were  first 
attacks,  128  of  which,  67  men  and  61  women,  were  first  admissions  to 
Bloomingdale.  Deducting  from  the  whole  number  of  admissions  14 
cases  that  had  been  admitted  in  previous  years,  6  cases  discharged  and 
readmitted  in  the  course  of  the  year,  and  128  first  admissions  in  first 
attacks,  leaves  28  cases  that  have  either  been  treated  at  home  or  in  other 
institutions  in  previous  attacks. 

In  respect  to  the  prognosis  of  the  cases  admitted,  70,  20  men  and  50 
women,  wrere  classed  as  favorable  ;  79,  43  men  and  36  women,  as  un- 
favorable; and  27,  22  men — 19  of  whom  were  Crises  of  general  paresis — 
and  5  women,  as  incurable.  In  other  words,  it  was  my  judgment  that 
39.77  +  per  cent,  of  all  the  cases  received,  23.5-!-  per  cent,  of  the  men 
and  54.9+  per  cent,  of  the  women,  would  probably  recover  ;  that  44.9 — 
per  cent  of  all  the  cases  received,  50.6 —  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  39.5  + 
per  cent,  of  the  women,  might  possibly  recover,  and  that  15.3+  per 
cent.,  25  9 —  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  5.5 —  per  cent,  of  the  women, 
could  not  possibly  recover. 

Ninety-six  patients  were  admitted  3  months  or  less  after  the  first 
symptoms  of  mental  disease  were  noticed  by  their  friends;    22  between 
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■  ml  6  months  ;    i  K  between  6  months  and   i   yeai  ;    and  40,   more  than    1 

\  ear. 

DISCHARGl 

The  number  of  recoveries  was  53,  15  of  men  and  38  of  women.    Th< 
wei  per  cent,  of  all  the  discharges,  including  deaths,  22.9-!-  p< 

cent,  of  the  men  who  were  discharged  or  died,  and  46. 3-}-  per  cent,  of 
the  women  who  were  discharged  or  died.     The  number  ol  ;  tnd 

recoveries  was  equal. 

Thirty-four,  9   men  and  2^  women,  recovered   from  first;    11,  2  men 

and  9  women,  from   second;    4,  2  men  and  2  women,  from  third;    2,  1 

man  and    1    woman,  from    fourth  attacks.      One    man,    a    first    admission, 

overed  from  what  was  reported  to  have  been   Ids  seventh,  and  one 

woman  from  what  was  reported  to  have  been  her  twenty-first  attack,  for 
seventeen  of  which  she  had  been  treated  at  Bloomingdale. 

In  the  c;isrs  that   recovered,  t lie  average  duration  of  the   disease  from 

invasion  to  recovery  was  1  year  and  25  days;  of  the  men  10  months  and 
6  days,  and  of  the  women  1  year,  i  month  and  26  days.  The  average 
duration  of  treatment  was  7  months  and  3  days;  of  the  men  4  months 
and  16  days  and  ol  the  women  <s  months  and  ^  (lav-.  The  Longest 
periods  of  treatment  were  1  1  months  of  one  man,  and  3  years,  10  months 

and  27  days  of  1  woman  ;  the  shortest,  22  days  of  1  man  and  27  days  "I 
one  woman. 

Tin-  disease  was  rej  orted  to  have  existed  before  admission  an  aver- 
age of  5  months  and  [8  days;  5  months  and   11  days  in  the  men  ami

Thirty-tWO  patients,  9  men  and  23  women,  recovered  from  mania,  and 
21,  6  men  and   15   woinni,  from    melancholia.

The  cases  of  death  are  classed  as  % 
acute  and  chronic  on  the  ordinary  arbitrary  basis  of  having  existed  less 
or  more  than  one  year. 

The  5  deaths  in  the  acute  cases  occurred  after  they  had  been  under 
treatment  an  average  period  of  1  month  and  2 if  days;  the  longest 
period  of  treatment  was  4  months  and  5  days  ;  the  shortest,  13  days.  The 
17  chronic  cases  other  than  paretics  were  under  treatment  for  periods 
ranging  from  49  years,  7  months  and  18  days,  to  5  days;  the  average 
time  they  spent  in  the  Institution  having  been  13  years  and  3  days. 

In  the  cases  of  paresis  the  longest  period  of  their  hospital  treatment, 
was  4  years,  3  months  and  4  days  ;  the  shortest,  9  days  ;  the  average,  1 
year  and  1  month.  The  longest  time  from  marked  manifestations  of  the 
disease  to  death  was  6  years,  3  months  and  4  days;  the  shortest,  1  year, 
8  months  and  10  days;  the  average,  2  years,  10  months  and  7  days. 

The  deaths  were  at  the  rate  of  6.6— |—  per  cent,  of  the  persons  treated ; 
in  the  men,  8.4+  per  cent. ;  in  the  women,  5.2-J-  per  cent. 

I  believe  that  at  no  time  under  my  executive  administration  have  the 
diversified  means  that  your  Board  has  here  provided  for  the  treatment 
of  mental  alienation,  been  used  with  more  earnestness,  diligence  and 
skill  than  they  have  in  the  past  year.  The  patients  have  generally  been 
in  a  good  degree  contented  and  happy,  and  I  regard  the  results  of  treat- 
ment as  fairly  satisfactory,  though  the  recoveries  were  not  as  many  by 
two  as  they  were  in  1884.  In  addition  to  the  means  of  hygienic  treat- 
ment and  of  diversion  at  Bloomingdale,  38  different  patients  have  had 
the  manifest  benefits  of  residing  in  the  country  or  at  the  seaside  an  aver- 
age of  10^  weeks,  and  32  excursion  parties,  consisting  usually  of  20 
patients,  1  physician  and  several  attendants,  have  spent  the  day  at  The 
Farm.  Many  patients  visit  the  theatres,  exhibitions,  lectures  and  other 
places  of  diversion  and  instruction.  No  accident  has  attended  these 
"outings,"  as  they  are  here  called. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  one  more  than  last  year,  but  on  account 
of  the  larger  number  of  patients  treated,  the  death  rate  was  somewhat 
lower.

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These  statements  show  an  actual  expenditure  at  the  farm  of  $3,163.09 
in  excess  of  the  value  of  crops  and  benefits.  Deducting  $187.66,  the 
amount  of  1  month's  farm  wages  (the  wages  for  13  months  having  been 
paid  in  1885),  and  83,660.08  expended  on  the  Rock  Spring  Water 
Works,  rebuilding  cow  house,  fencing,  etc.,  leaves  an  ordinary  expendi- 
ture of  $5,903.66.  which  is  $684.65  less  than  the  value  of  the  crops  and 
benefits.  The  smaller  balance  this  year  than  last  in  favor  of  The  Farm 
is  mainly  owing  to  the  drought  of  May  and  June,  which  cut  the  hay 
and  oat  crop  down  to  one-half  or  Jess  what  they  would  have  been  in  a 
favorable  season,  other  conditions  being  the  same. 

The  number  of  weeks'  board  and  treatment  furnished  in  1885  was 
13.564-f,  289-I  more  than  last  year.  The  average  expenditure  per  pa- 
tient was  814.38  per  week,  or  13  cents  per  week  less  than  in  1884. 

One  hundred  and  fourteen  women  have  been  beneficiaries  of  the 
John  C.  Green  Memorial  Fund,  3  more  than  last  year.  Including  the 
income  of  that  Fund,  $53,609.51  have  been  contributed  in  the  year  from 
the  income  of  the  Asylum  to  patients  who  have  either  paid  nothing  or 
paid  less  than  the  average  expenditure  per  patient  and  in  addition 
$606.06  of  unfulfilled  promises  to  pay,  have  been  charged  to  profit  and 
loss. 


IMPRO  VEMENTS. 

The  carriage  house  was  unventilated,  and  the  air  of  it  destructive  of 
the  paint  and  varnish  of  the  carriages.  The  roof  was  low,  flat  and  apt 
to  leak.  The  roof  has  been  raised  and  given  a  sharp  pitch  and  covered 
with  tin.  It  has  both  a  ridge  and  cupola  ventilation,  by  which  the  whole 
carriage  house  is  well  ventilated,  and  in  the  attic  is  ample  and  much 
needed  space  to  store  sleighs,  robes  and  other  riding  materials  when 
not  in  use. 

A  general  mechanics'  shop,  62  feet,  10  inches,  by  30  feet,  with  a  cellar 
for  meats,  vegetables  and  other  supplies  requiring  cool,  sweet  air  and  with 
a  story  for  lodging  male  out-ward  employes,  has  been  erected.  It  is  a 
very  substantial  brick  building.  When  completely  fitted  up  it  will  meet 
various  needs  that  have  been  much  felt  ;  and  with  the  sleeping  accommo- 
dations it  will  afford,  I  hope  it  may  be  found  practicable  to  remove  the 
out- ward  employes  from  the  basement  story  of  the  East  Building,  and 
after  providing  means  for  ready  egress  to  the  open  air,  replace  them  with 
aged,  feeble,  quiet  patients  to  whom  it  is  a  great  boon  to  be  able  to  go 
out  and  in  without  ascending  or  descending  one  or  more  flights  of 
stairs. 


Mansard  stories  have  been  put  upon  the  east  building  and  upon  the 
billiard  room   connecting  building  of  th<  nd  it  is  intended 

thai  they  shall  hi- finished,  furnished,  luted  up  and  occupied  b]  the  first 
ol  April.  They  will  accommodate  say  fifteen  patients  of  the  orderly 
chronic  (lass,  thai  hive  the  requisite  vigor  to  ascend  three  flights  ol 
lirs  in  returning  from  their  out-door  exercise, and  will  afford  valuable 
aid  in  providing  for  the  existing  crowded   household,  but  not  room  for 

the  increase  of  it. 

The  a&  ertainment  of  the  character  and  quantity  ol  the  water  supply 

at  The  Farm  referred  to  in  my  last  report  lias  been  further  prosecuted, 
and  the  works  now  consist  of  the  spring  well  about  i8  feet  deep  and  10 
feet  in  diameter,  a  house  over  the  spring,  a  pump  well  10  feet  deep  and 
6  tret  in  diameter,  a  tower  So  teet  high,  a  wind  wheel  20  feet  in  diatnei 

with  all  appurtenances,  pump,  and  suction  and  delivery  pipes,  altogether 
about  2,000  feet  in  length.     The  wind  engine  on   several   occasions  1; 
for  hours  together  raised    at    the    rate  of    upwards  of   20,000   gallons  of 
water  in  24  hours  without  materially  lowering  the  water  in  the  sprin 
Further  tests  of  the  quantity  of  water  have  been  forborne  on  account  of 

their  expensivem  The    water  is  cool,   clear    and    soft,   with  an  agree- 

able flavor.  With  great  kindness.  Andrew  Peters,  Esq.,  an  expert  chem- 
ist, has  analyzed  the  water,  and  finds  that  it  contains  about  six  grains 
to  the  gallon  of  several  medicinal    ^alts,  and    pronounces  it  an  excellent 

drinking  water.  It  had  become  simply  impossible  to  protect  the  stock 
from  the  weather  without  rebuilding  the  cow  barn,  and  some  fencing 
was  necessary  to  prevent  the  farm  from  becoming  a  common  pasture 
ground. 

The  venerable  President  of  your  Honorable  Hoard  has  added  another 

to  the  many  evidences  tie  has  given  of  his  enlightened  appreciation  of 
the  work   and   needs  of  this  department   ot   the  Hospital,  by  making  to 

U    \\    aid  the  very  liberal  donation  of $25,000  for  the  erection  in  these 

grounds  of  a  deta<  hed  building  lor  the  use  of  a  few  gentlemen  who  are 

able  and  willing  to  pav  for  such  special  accommodations  as  it  will  afford. 

It  is  to  be  called  The  Macy  Villa,  in  honor  ol  the  donor.  The  building 
is  under  roof,  and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  I  mpleted,  furnished  and 
fitted  up  ready  for  occupation  at  01  neai  the  beginning  ot  summer. 

epting  an  infirmary  and  mortuary,  and  three  <»i  foui  cottages  f<  >i 
the  isolated  treatment   ot  a  tew   patients,  as  many   buildings  have  now 

been  ere<  hd  0D  t  lnse  limited  grounds  as  they  will  pi  ■  -pei  lv  accommo- 
date, and  yet  the  <  apacity  ol  the  Institution,  though  50  pet  cent  greater 
than  it  was  eight  yeai  id  mi  ted  ol  the  admission  ot  only  about 

one-halt  oi  the  applicants  in  the  last  year.    The  desirableness,  il  not  ne<  1 
sit  v,  ot  extending  the  usefulness  ol  this  branch  ol  t  he  Hospital  by  provid- 
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ing  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  certain  classes  of  cases  on  another  site 
beyond  the  confines  of  the  City,  seems  to  me  so  urgent  that  I  propose  at 
an  early  period  to  submit  for  your  consideration  a  special  communica- 
tion on  this  subject. 

Dr.  Charles  Ellery  Denison  very  acceptably  filled  the  post  of  Clinical 
Assistant  during  six  months  of  the  year. 

Dr.  William  E.  Dold,  who  had  been  an  esteemed  and  valuable  officer 
for  several  years,  resigned  in  December  and  immediately  embarked  for 
Europe  for  a  year's  study  in  the  German  and  Austrian  schools  of  medi- 
cine. The  vacancy  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  William 
Noyes,  whose  experience,  though  short,  in  two  other  institutions  for  the 
insane,  and  very  strong  endorsements,  justify  the  confident  expectation 
that  he  will  prove  a  very  efficient  and  useful  officer.  The  other  members 
of  the  staff  remain  the  same  that  they  were  a  year  ago,  and  they  and  the 
attendants  as  a  body  have  continued  to  merit  the  high  commendation 
that  I  have  been  glad  to  be  able  to  accord  them  in  previous  years. 

I  have  been  surprised  at  noticing  in  one  or  more  of  the  public  prints 
the  statement,  in  grave  form,  to  the  effect  that  this  department  is  not 
charitable  nor  even  benevolent,  but  money-making.  No  asseveration 
could  be  either  more  untrue  or  unjust.  In  the  last  eight  years  no  less 
than  $248,397.62  in  excess  of  what  they  paid  has  been  expended  in 
treating  patients  that  either  paid  nothing  or  less  than  the  cost  of  their 
board  and  treatment,  but,  notwithstanding  the  expenditure  of  so  large 
a  sum  in  strictly  charitable  work  in  so  short  a  period,  a  truer  and  more 
striking  presentation  of  it  is  made  by  an  exhibition  of  the  large  real  and 
personal  property  that  your  Board  has  here  amassed  and  devoted  to  the 
alleviation  of  the  gravest  malady  to  which  humanity  is  subject.  Your 
benevolent  predecessors  purchased  a  farm  in  that  part  of  the  City  then 
traversed  only  by  a  few  country  roads  and  called  Bloomingdale,  erected 
furnished  and  fitted  up  a  costly  building,  and  opened  it  for  the  reception 
of  patients  in  182 1.  This  property  has  always  been  exempted  from 
taxation,  and  therefore  the  amount  of  the  annual  taxes  that  must  have 
been  paid  had  the  work  been  carried  on  on  taxable  property,  is  not  to 
be  taken  into  account  in  estimating  the  charitable  work  that  the  Corpor- 
ation has  here  done;  but  had  this  been  an  enterprise  for  personal  gain, 
the  conductor  or  conductors  of  it  would,  though  exempted  from  taxa- 
tion, in  fixing  the  rates  charged  for  the  board  and  treatment  of  patients, 
have  first  estimated  the  actual  current  cost  of  maintenance,  including 
repairs,  then  the  legal  interest  on  the  plant  or  investment,  and  finally  a 
fair  net  profit.  Now,  in  this  case  the  rates  charged  for  the  board  and 
treatment  of  patients  have  never,  in  the  whole  history  of  the  Institution, 
included  one  dollar  of  interest  on  this  large  property,  nor  one  dollar  of 
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profit  «Mi  the  investment  and  management,      i  .<•  rates  have  been  li 
i"  cover  <»niv  tin-  cost  of  In. aid  and  treatment,  and  of  current  repa 

and  improvements,  and  have  never  been  more  than  about  one-half  what  th 

■  iblishments  that  treat  the  insane  for  profit  have  at  the  time  charged  for  like 
accommodations  and  treatment. 

During  the  first  fifty  years  of  the  existence  of  this  department  of  the 
Hospital  .u    Bloomingdale,  or  till  June,  1871,  the  av(  value  of  the 

whole  property — land,  improvements  and  furniture — was  probably  about 
§500,000.     The  annual   interest  on  that  avei  estimated  value,  at  the 

legal  rate  in  this  State  during  that   period,  7  per  cent.,  wa    I     ,ooo,  and 
the  amount  ol  it  for  fifty  years  $1,750,000.      I  estimate  the  av<  value 

of  this  whole  property  in  the  Last  15  years — land,  buildings,  furniture 
and  other  improvements — as  not  less  than  $1,500,000,  which  includ 
about  -^250,000  of  private  donations  and  appropriations  from  the  ur(,n- 
il  funds  ol  the  Hospital,  that  have  been  expended  in  buildings  and 
furniture  in  the  last  8  years.  The  annual  interest  on  $1,500,000  at  6  | 
cent.,  the  present  Legal  rate  of  interest,  is  soo,ooo,  which  amounts  in  15 
vears  to  $i  350,000,  from  which  it  appears  that  in  the  item  <>f  interest 

alone  on  the  property  a   cumulated    here  by  the  far-sighted  benevolent 

labors  and  sacrifices  ot  your  predecessors  and  yourselves, and  used  here 

in  the  treatment  of  nearly  S.ooo  cases  ot  insanity,  no  less  than  ^1.750,000 

-|- $1,350,000  =  $3,100,000  that  have  been   contributed  since  this  estab- 
lishment was  opened  upon  this  site  ! 

As  the  profit  on  a  business  which  does  not  exceed  simple  interest  on 
the  capital  or  plant  would  be  considered  very  moderate,  I  estimate  that 
in  the  item  of  profit  which  distinguishes  an  enterprise  tor  private  gain 
from  a  i  ha  n  table  enterprise,  this  Institution  has  contributed  in  the  whole 
«  ourse  of  its  charitable  work  no  Less  a  sum   than  it  has  contributed  in 

interest  on  its  properly. 

During  nearly  the  whole  of  the  first  50  years  ol  the  existence  of  the 
Institution  at    Bloomingdale,  the  rates  paid  for  board  and  treatment 

ely  mil'  h  ex(  eeded  actual  current  cost.  The  most  scientific  and  hu- 
mane curative  treatment  ol  the  insane  in  vogue,  during  the  most  ol  that 
period,  was  much  less  costly  than  it  has  since  become,  and  bj  irer)  careful 
management  on  the  part  ol  the  Governors,  the  charitable  contribution 
.,1  interest  and  profit  to  the  work,  patients  were  t  km  ted  at  such  Low  rat 

not  only  to  bring  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  within  the  reach  o( 
people  in  ver)  moderate  circumstances,  but  within  the  amount  that  the 
public  authorities  were  warranted  in  paying  for  the  treatment  <.t  the 
poor  insane,  large  numbers  ol  whom  were  treated  at   Bloom  tie  in 

the  first  v    years  of  it  -  exi  itence  at  the  1  ite  ol  s-'  pet  w  is  public 

patients  have  been  wholly  withdrawn  from   Bloomingdale,  and  are  now 
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treated  in  the  numerous  State  and  County  Institutions  provided  for  them, 
as  wealth  has  increased,  the  manner  of  living  grown  more  expensive,  and 
as  the  treatment  of  this  disease  has  become  alike  more  humane,  scientific 
and  costly,  the  expenditure  on  patients  of  small  pecuniary  resources, 
as  well  as  on  those  entirely  free,  is  now  greater  than  that  on  the  highest 
paying  patient  in  the  establishment  30  or  35  years  ago.  This  increased 
rate  is  imperatively  demanded  by  what  may  be  called  the  "spirit  of  the 
times,"  but  fortunately  an  increase  of  accommodations,  and  of  the  number 
of  patients  who  are  able  to  pay  liberal  rates  for  the  benefits  of  the  Insti- 
tution, and  that  munificent  donation  a  few  years  ago  for  the  benefit  of 
indigent  insane  women  (the  John  C.  Green  Memorial  Fund),  enable  the 
Institution  to  treat,  in  the  most  liberal  manner,  even  a  larger  number  of 
free  and  low-paying  patients  than  it  treated  when  the  average  rates 
charged  were  much  lower  than  they  are  now.  Now,  the  charitable  work 
of  the  Institution  is  represented  not  only  by  the  trebly  increased  value 
of  the  plant,  but  by  the  fifty  or  more  fold  larger  sum  of  money  that  is 
annually  expended  in  aid  of  the  insane  in  destitute  or  moderate  circum- 
stances than  it  was  on  an  average  represented  by  from  15  to  65  years 
ago.  If  your  Board  were  a  private  association  owning  this  property, 
and  not  only  devoted  it  without  any  kind  of  return  or  advantage 
to  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  but  in  addition  contributed  annually  from 
other  sources  some  830,000  to  the  work,  no  one  would  think  of  denying 
that  it  was  a  charitable  enterprise;  but  its  character  is  not  changed  by 
the  facts  that  your  Board  is  a  trustee  of  this  property,  no  member  of 
which  can  derive  a  dollar's  advantage  from  its  operations,  and  as  such 
trustee  promotes  its  usefulness  by  an  annual  contribution  of  a  large  sum 
of  money. 

Care  is  taken  on  one  hand  that  the  wealthy  do  not  crowd  out  the  poor, 
and  on  the  other  hand  that  the  poor  have  the  benefit  of  all  donations  and 
of  all  that  the  rich  pay  above  the  cost  of  treatment.  The  remunerative 
and  unremunerative  cases  are  made  to  balance  each  other,  as  it  were, 
and  are  nearly  equal. 

I  have  good  reason  to  know  that  the  privileges  of  this  Institution  are 
highly — I  may  say  dearly — prized  by  every  class  with  respect  to  property 
of  the  citizens  of  New  York,  and  I  cannot  suppose  that  any  effort  to 
abridge  its  usefulness  can  find  favor  in  this  community.

While  the  general  conduct  of  the  School  has  been  satisfactory  during 
the  year,  important  changes  are  contemplated,  and  are,  with  the  authority 
of  your  Board,  on  trial  by  the  Committee. 

The  matter  of  the  Registry  of  our  nurses  after  graduation,  in  the 
Register  kept  in  the  Office,  has  had  the  attention  of  the  Committee,  and 
the  system  now  adopted,  similar  in  its  general  plan  to  that  in  use  in 
other  Training  Schools,  it  seems  to  your  Committee,  will  be  a  protection 
to  both  nurse  and  employer,  and  will,  we  feel  confident,  have  the  co- 
operation of  our  graduates. 

The  thorough  training  and  instruction  which  the  members  of  the 
School  have  received  during  the  year  was  evidenced  in  the  two  examina- 
tions that  have  taken  place,  in  which  the  candidates  for  graduation,  after 
having  been  examined  by  the  Committee  as  to  their  general  knowledge 
of  the  requirements  of  a  nurse,  underwent  a  practical  examination  in 
bandaging,  bed  making  and  other  duties  of  their  calling.  This  latter 
part  of  the  examination  was,  by  request  of  the  Committee,  conducted  by 
the  Principal  of  the  School.

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In  the  appendix  will  be  found  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Accounts,  showing  in  detail  the  receipts  and  expenditures  from  all 
sources  and  on  all  accounts,  together  with  itemized  statements  of  the 
disbursements  for  the  several  institutions  under  the  management  of  the 
Governors,  namely:  The  New  York  Hospital,  situated  in  Fifteenth 
Street,  near  Fifth  Avenue  ;  the  House  of  Relief  at  No.  160  Chambers 
Street,  and  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for  the  care  of  Insane  Patients, 
occupying  the  grounds  extending  from  One  Hundred  and  Twelfth  to 
One  Hundred  and  Twentieth  Streets,  and  from  the  Boulevard  to  the 
Tenth  Avenue. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  who  received  the  benefits  of  the  Hos- 
pital, as  medical  or  surgical  patients,  during  the  year,  was  3,388,  against 
3,508  the  previous  year,  and  the  daily  average  number  of  inmates  for  the 
year  was  141-f-,  against  T40-I-  in  1885. 

In  the  Out-Patient  Department,  no  feature  of  the  work  claims  special 
attention.  The  number  of  persons  who  availed  themselves  of  its  benefits 
was  5,814. 

The  table  of  statistics,  carefully  compiled  and  appended  to  this  re- 
port, exhibits  the  results  of  treatment  in  the  different  departments  of  the 
Hospital  service. 

The  valuable  collection  of  books  belonging  to  the  Library,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  John  L.  Vandervoort,  who  has  held  the  position  for 
an  uninterrupted  period  of  forty-five  years,  has  been  increased  during 
the  year  by  338  volumes,  in  addition  to  a  large  number  of  British, 
French,  German  and  American  periodicals,  and  the  transactions  and 
reports  of  medical  societies  and  institutions,  making  the  total  number 
of  volumes  now  on  its  shelves  about  16,000.  It  continues  to  be  largely 
consulted  by  the  profession  of  this  city  and  other  parts  of  the  country, 
and  affords  opportunities  to  all  of  those  who  wish  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  privilege  of  such  investigations.  The  present  accommodations 
are,  however,  wholly  inadequate  for  the  convenient  shelving  and  hand- 
ling of  the  books,  and  it  is  very  desirable  that  more  commodious  and 
better  arranged  apartments  be  provided  in  a  fire-proof  structure. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses,  a  Department  of  Hospital  service, 
has  been  administered  in  a  faithful  and  efficient  manner  under  the  super- 
vision of  Miss  Irene  H.  Sutliffe.  During  the  year  17  nurses  completed 
their  term  of  service,  and  received  from  the  Governors  the  customary 
diploma  and  gold  badge.     There  are  now  36  pupils  in  the  School. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Training  School  in  1877,  there  have 
been  graduated    119  nurses,  a   large  proportion  of  whom  are  fulfilling 
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their  calling  in   this  city,  while  many  others  bave  accepted  posts  of 
responsibility  as  Principals  and  Matrons  in  other  institutions. 

In  the  Pathological  Department  there  has  been  the  usual  work  done. 
One  hundred  and  two  specimens  bave  been  added  to  the  collection  in 
the  Cabinet,  which  now  numbers  upwards  of  2,265,  as  W'U  nc  seen 
h\  tables  appended  hereto.  The  autopsies  made  by  this  Department 
numbered  232,  of  which  195  occurred  in  the  Hospital  and  37  in  the 
House  of  Relief.  The  expenses  of  this  branch  of  the  Hospital  work, 
amounting  to  $3,59935  Inr  the  past  year,  are  defrayed  from  the  proceeds 
of  a  fund  endowed    by  the  late  ROBERT    Ray. 

At  the  House  of  Relief,  the  number  of  patients  treated  as  in-door 
patients  was  2,658,  and  in  the  Out-Patient  or  Dispensary  Department 
[9,837,  showing  a  continuance  of  the  pressure  heretofore  noticed  upon 
the  resources  of  this  establishment. 

'I'he  Bloom ingdale  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  under  the  efficient  man- 
agement of  Dr.  CHAR]  ES  II.  NlCHOLS,  1ms  continued  to  receive  and  treat 
patients  up  to  its  full  capacity.  The  number  of  patients  admitted  was 
177,  and  the  total  number  treated  during  the  year.  449.  The  Annual 
Report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  is  referred  to  as  presenting 
information  in  detail  of  this  institution. 

The  Governors  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  a  donation  ot  five 
thousand  dollars  from  Robert  J.  Livingston,  for  the  endowment  of  a 

bed    in  the  Hospital   in  the  name  of    ROBERT    LIVINGSTON    GERRY. 

As  stated  above,  3,388  patients  were  treated  in  the  Hospital,  remain- 
ing under  care  for  an  aggregate  period  of  51,696  days,  ot  which  ^7,147 
days  were  wholly  free,  showing  that  of  the  entire  number  of  patients 
treated,  7 1 J]  per  cent,  were  non-paying,  thus  continuing  the  heavy  de- 
mand on  the  resources  of  the  Hospital  for  free  treatment.  The  amount 
thus  appropriated  during  the  past  year  was  $42,608.83. 

The  service  ai  the  House  ol   Relief,  which  is  in  all  cases  gratuitous, 

was  (allied  on  at  a  cost  of   $23,636.52. 

These  large  sums  applied  to  the  reliel  ot  the  suffering  poor,  when 

added    to    the    other    disbursements    <>l    the    Society    in    maintaining    the 
Various  branches  of    its  work,  exhaust   its  resources,  and    in  coiwquen.  e 

have  caused  a  postponement  ot  improvements  much  to  be  desired 

In    closing    this    brief    sketch    (.(the    operations    ot    the    Society,    the 

< .  1  vera  or  s  call  attention  to  the  fact  alluded   to  in  the   Report  ot   1 

that    this    institution    has    in    the    past   received    SO  few  endowments.      In 
view  ol    the  tact   that   the  So<  ietv  of  the  New   York    Hospital  contributed 
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to  the  charities  of  New  York  since  1877  over  a  million  of  dollars,  it 
surely  should  be  entitled  to  participate  in  the  liberal  gifts  and  bequests 
of  those  who  desire  to  give  of  their  abundance  for  the  relief  of  the  sick 
and  indigent.  An  endowment  of  the  Library  and  of  the  Training 
School  for  Nurses,  would  enable  the  Governors  to  very  largely  increase 
the  usefulness  and  effectiveness  of  these  important  departments  of  the 
Hospital.

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PERSONS  AND  CASES. 

There  were  2  less  persons,  both  men,  than  cases  treated,  they  having 
been  once  discharged  and  re-admitted  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

ADMISSIONS. 

Fifteen  patients,  6  men  and  9  women,  had  been  discharged  from  the 
Institution  prior  to  January  1st,  1886 — 1  woman  17  times,  1  woman  4 
times,  6  men  and  7  women  each  once.  Of  the  first  re-admissions,  8,  3 
men  and  5  women,  had  been  discharged  recovered;  2,  1  man  and  1 
woman,  improved,  and  3,  2  men  and  1  woman,  unimproved.  One  woman 
had  been  discharged  4  times  recovered,  and  one  woman,  who  had  been 
discharged  17  times  before  her  last  admission,  had  always  been  dis- 
charged as  recovered,  her  attacks  having  usually  been  of  sudden  invasion 
and  short  duration. 

One  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the  admissions,  66  men  and  75  women, 
79.66  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  admissions,  were  first  attacks,  127 
of  which,  58  men  and  69  women,  were  first  admitted  to  Bloomingdale. 
Deducting  from  the  whole  number  of  admissions  15  cases  that  had  been 
admitted  in  previous  years,  2  cases  discharged  and  re-admitted  in  the 
course  of  the  year,  and  127  first  admissions  in  first  attacks,  leaves  ^ 
cases  that  have  either  been  treated  at  home  or  in  other  institutions  in 
previous  attacks. 

In  respect  to  the  prognosis  of  the  cases  admitted,  80,  30  men  and  50 
women,  were  classed  as  favorable  ;  61,  25  men  and  36  women,  as  unfavor- 
able ;  and  36,  25  men  (23  of  whom  were  cases  of  general  paresis)  and 
11  women  (4  of  whom  were  cases  of  general  paresis),  as  incurable.  In 
other  words,  it  was  my  judgment  that  45.19+  per  cent,  of  all  the  cases 
received,  37.50  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  5 1.54+  per  cent,  of  the  women, 
would  probably  recover;  that  34.46-}-  per  cent,  of  all  the  cases  received, 
31.25  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  37.1 1+  per  cent,  of  the  women,  might 
possibly  recover;  and  that  20.33+  Per  cent.,  31.25  per  cent,  of  the  men 
and  11.34+  per  cent,  of  the  women,  could  not  possibly  recover. 

One  hundred  and  one  patients  were  admitted  3  months  or  less  after 
the  first  symptoms  of  mental  disease  were  noticed  by  their  friends;  20 
between  3  and  6  months  ;  27  between  6  months  and  1  year  ;  and  29,  more 
than  1   year. 

DISCHARGES. 

The  number  of  recoveries  was  67,  21  of  men  and  46  of  women.  They 
were  37.64+  per  cent,  of  all  the  discharges,  including  deaths,   24.71  — 
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per  cent,  of  the  men  who  were  discharged  or  died,  and  49.46-f  j  rot 
of  the  women  who  were  discharged  or  died.  The  number  of  persona 
and  rec< >veries  was  equal. 

Forty  five,  15  men  and  30  women,  recovered  from  first  ;  12  3  men 
and  9  women,  from  second;  1  man  from  third;  3,  2  men  and  1  woman, 
from  fourth;  2  women  from  fifth;  1  woman  from  seventh:  1  woman 
from  thirtieth,  and  2  women  having  had,  as  was  stated,  "many"  pre- 
vious attacks. 

In  the  cases  that  recovered,  the  average  duration  of  the  disc 
from  invasion  to  recovery,  was  <S  months  and  18  days;  of  the  men  8 
months  and  27  days,  and  of  the  women  8  months  and  14  days.  The 
average  duration  of  treatment  was  4  months  and  28  days  ;  of  the  men 
5  months  and  9  days,  and  of  the  women  4  months  and  24  days.  The 
Longest  periods  of  treatment  were  2  years  and  20  days  of  1  man,  and 
11  months  and  28  days  of  1  woman  ;  the  shortest,  1  month  of  1  man,  and 
1  month  and  ;  days  of  1  woman. 

The  disease  was  reported  to  have  existed  before  admission  an  avera. 
of  3  months  and  19  days;  3  monthsand  [8  days  in  the  men, and  3  months 

and  20  days  in  the  women. 

Forty-four  patients,  11  men  and  33  women,  recovered  from  mania, 
and  23,  10  men  and  13  women,  from  melancholia. 

Forty-five  cases,  22  men  and  23  women,  were  discharged  improved, 
several  of  whom  would  probably  have  recovered  under  sufficiently  pro- 
Longed  treatment.  Of  the  28  patients,  15  men  and  13  women,  who  were 
discharged  unimproved,  no  one  seemed    likely  to  recover. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  death-  was  37,  26  of  men  and  1  1  of  women;  1  7  men  of 
the  general  paralysis  of  the  insane  ;  4.  3  men  and  1  woman,  in  acute  mama, 
3  of  exhaustion  and  1  of  Bright's  disease;  6,  3  men  and  3  women,  in 
acute  melancholia,  2  of  exhaustion,  2  of  B right's  disease.  1  each  of  cancer- 
ous pneumonia  and  rectal  abcess :   3.   I  man  and  2  women  in  chronic  mama, 

1  c.uh  of  exhaustion,  of  Bright's  disease  and  in  status  epilepticus;   1,  a 

woman,  in  chronic  melancholia,  of  Cerebral  Oedema;   6,  2  men  and  4  women. 

in  chronic  dementia,  2  of  heart  failure,  and  1  each  of  phthisis,  hemiplegia, 
diarrhoea,  and  exhaustion.  The  cases  of  death  are  classed  as  acute  and 
chronic  on  the  ordinary  arbitrary  basis  of   having  existed  less  or  more

'1  he  10  deaths  in  the  acute  cases  occurred  after  they  had  been  un< 
treatment  an  average  period  o(   1  month  and  a  days;  the  Longest  period 
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of  treatment  was  six  months  and  14  days  ;  the  shortest,  3  days.  The 
10  chronic  cases  other  than  paretics  were  under  treatment  for  periods 
ranging  from  26  years,  1  month  and  5  days  to  2  months  and  9  days  ;  the 
average  time  they  spent  in  the  Institution  having  been  8  years,  4  months 
and  21  days. 

In  the  cases  of  paresis,  the  longest  period  of  their  hospital  treatment 
was  8  years  and  24  days  ;  the  shortest,  2  days  ;  the  average,  1  year, 
10  months  and  20  days.  The  longest  time  from  marked  manifestations 
of  the  disease  to  death  was  8  years,  9  months  and  24  days;  the  shortest, 
13  days  ;  the  average,  2  years,  to  months  and  9  days. 

The  deaths  were  at  the  rate  of  8.2— (—  per  cent,  of  the  persons  treated; 
in  the   men,  12.7 -}—  per  cent  ;  in  the  women,  4.4-f-  per  cent. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  9  more  than  last  year  ;  the  number  of 
patients  treated  was  29  more,  and  the  number  of  deaths  of  paretics  was 
n  more  than  last  year.  The  death  rate  of  men  was  large,  owing  mainly 
to  the  great  number  of  paretics  who  reached  their  inevitable  end.  The 
death  rate  of  women  was  quite  moderate. 

Though  the  service  was  larger  and  more  active  than  in  any  other 
year  in  the  history  of  the  Institution,  there  was  no  serious  accident  to 
any  patient,  and  the  general  health  of  the  household  was  excellent. 
Excursions  were  made  to  The  Farm,  and  a  limited  number  of  patients 
resided  in  the  country  and  at  the  seaside  in  the  summer  and  autumn,  as 
has  been  the  case  for  several  years. 

A  useful  school,  the  pupils  of  which  have  been  female  patients  and 
attendants,  has  for  several  years  been  conducted  at  Bloomingdale  by  the 
Female  Supervisor,  Miss  Johnson,  with  manifest  pleasure  and  advan- 
tage to  most  of  the  limited  number  of  patients  selected  to  attend  it. 

The  number  of  weeks'  board  and  treatment  furnished  in  1886  was 
14,206^  or  642^  more  than  last  year.  The  average  expenditure  per 
patient  was  813.89  per  week,  or  49  cents  less  than  last  year. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-four  women  have  been  beneficiaries  of  the 
John  C.  Green  Memorial  Fund,  20  more  than  last  year. 

Substantial  progress  has  been  made  in  fitting  up  the  mechanics'  shop 
and  the  dormitories  for  out-ward  employes'  building  erected  in  1885,  but 
it  has  not  yet  been  practicable  to  remove  such  employes  from  the  base- 
ment story  of  the  east  building  and  devote  that  story  to  aged  and  infirm 
patients,  as  is  contemplated. 

The  mansard  stories  of  the  east  and  billiard  room  buildings  were 
neatly  and  comfortably  finished  and  furnished  early  in    the  year,  and 
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have  since  been   fully  occupied  by  patients.     As  the  over-crowding   ol 

the  old  wards  was  quite  equal  to  the  capacity  of  the  new  ward,  the  com- 
pletion and  occupation  of  the  latter  does  aot  add  to  the  number  ol  patients 
thai  can  be  properly  admitted  t<>  the  east  or  men's  wing  of  the  edifice. 
The  occupation  of  the  basement  of  the  east  building  by  patients  will 
render  it  proper  to  receive  a  few  more  men  into  the  east  wing  than  the 
Institution  has  hitherto  done — say  140  altogether. 

Mainly  owing,  directly  and  indirectly,  to  labor  strikes,  it  has  been 
found  impossible,  except  at  greatly  increased  cost,  to  advance  the  work 
on  the  Ma(  y  Villa  as  rapidlv  as  was  expected  a  year  ago,  but  I  am  glad 
to  be  able  to  report  that  it  has  now  been  substantially  completed.  The 
furniture  has  been  ordered  and  made,  and  the  most  of  it  is  in  the  build- 
ing, which  will  soon  be  ready  for  occupation.  It  is  a  very  spacious  and 
substantially  built  edifice;  its  interior  finish  and  furniture  are  handsome 
and  convenient.  Very  great  pains  have  been  taken  to  make  its  sanitary 
arrangements  the  most  complete  that  are  known  to  sanitary  science  and 
art,  and  it  embraces  very  liberal  provisions  for  the  personal  comfort  and 
diversion  of  its  occupants.  Trusting  and  believing  that  it  will  be  appre- 
ciated by  the  friends  of  gentlemen  whose  taste  and  means  render  the 
accommodations  it  affords  necessary  to  their  comfort  and  welfare,  ami 
that  it  will  b»ng  do  honor  both  to  the  name  and  to  the  enlightened 
benevolence  of  your  venerable  President,  it  is  now  ready  for  the  exam- 
ination of  the  members  of  your  honorable  Board,  and  for  your  verdict  as 
to  its  fitness  to  meet  a  want  thai  has  hitherto  been  less  appreciated  than 
the  needs  of  the  less  favored  of  fortune. 

A  heavy  masonrv  retaining  wall  and  a  substantial  iron  fence  have 
been  built  from  the  Porter's  Lodge  to  114th  Street;  about  900  cubic 
yards  of  wall  have  been  built  mi  the  north  side  of  114th  Street,  and  the 
material  for  a  substantial  post  and  board  fence  on  tin-  north  side  of  the 
same  Street  have  been  purchased,  and  the  building  of  the  fence  is  well 
under  u 

Last  midsummer  the  opening  of  1  1  jth  Street  through  the  Blooming- 
dale  grounds  was  commenced  and  the  grading  is  nearly  completed.  As 
this    street   was  not  closed    |,\     \,|   of  the    Legislature,  the   opening    «'f    it 

sooner  <u  later  has  been  anticipated,  but  as  public  convenience,  much 
.  less  necessity,  will  not  for  some  years  be  in  the  slightest  degree  miIi- 
served  by  its  being  opened,  and  as  its  remaining  closed  was  ol  great 
importance  to  the  welfare  ol  the  inmates  ol  this  Institution,  the  hope  was 
entertained   that   the  work   of  opening  it  would   !><•  deferred  until  the 

public    USe  of    it   should    be  needed. 
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Though  the  steps  taken  towards  building  in  the  country  and  the 
opening  of  114th  Street  are  either  already  known  to  you  or  will  without 
doubt  be  duly  reported  by  the  Bloomingdale  Committee,  they  are  briefly 
referred  to  in  order  to  preserve  in  this  department  an  outline  of  its  own 
history  and  progress. 

Dr.  Edward  D.  Hooker  and  Dr.  Wm.  J.  Schuyler,  the  first  for  three 
and  the  second  for  five  months,  have  served  very  acceptably  in  the 
capacity  of  clinical  assistants. 

Dr.  Sanger  Brown,  who  has  for  several  years  filled  the  post  of  First 
Assistant  Physician  with  marked  ability  and  address,  resigned  in  Sep- 
tember with  the  view  of  spending  a  year  or  more  abroad  in  professional 
study  and  in  travel.  The  vacancy  created  by  Dr.  Brown's  resignation 
has  not  yet  been  filled. 

In  October,  Dr.  Samuel  B.  Lyon  entered  upon  the  duties  of  Assistant 
Medical  Superintendent,  to  which  he  had  been  appointed  a  few  weeks 
before.  Dr.  Lyon  was  an  officer  of  the  Government  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  for  many  years,  and  had  not  only  a 
thorough  practical  knowledge  of  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane, 
but  has  had  a  business  and  architectural  experience  that  specially  qualifies 
him  to  assist  in  drawing  plans  of  the  contemplated  buildings  in  the  coun- 
try and  in  overseeing  their  erection. 

The  other  members  of  the  staff  remain  the  same  that  they  were  a 
year  ago. 

•Compared  with  a  service  of  ideal  excellence,  there  have  doubtless 
been  this  year,  as  in  others,  many  shortcomings  in  the  service  of  our 
corps  of  about  one  hundred  attendants,  but  the  display  of  devotion, 
fidelity  and  tact  in  the  discharge  of  wThat  I  regard  as  one  of  the  most 
trying  duties  of  life,  has,  as  a  rule,  been  highly  commendable.
